WARRANT 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts 


Norfolk, ss. 
To any Constable of the Town of Brookline, Greeting: 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, you are 
hereby required to notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town of 
Brookline qualified to vote in elections to meet at the polling places 
designated for the several precincts in the said town on Tuesday, 
the fourth day of March, 1930, at seven o’clock in the forenoon 
for the following purposes, to wit: 

To choose by ballot the following town officers: Moderator for 
one year; Town Clerk for one year; five Selectmen for one year; 
Collector of Taxes for one year; Treasurer for one year; one As- 
sessor for three years; three members of the School Committee for 
three years; four Trustees of the Public Library for three years; 
two Trustees of the Walnut Hills Cemetery for three years; one 
Park Commissioner for three years; one member of the Water 
Board for three years; three Auditors for one year; three mem- 
bers of the Committee on Planting Trees for one year; one member 
of the Planning Board for one year (to fill vacancy) ; one member 
of the Planning Board for two years (to fill vacancy); one mem- 
ber of the Planning Board for three years; five Constables for one 
year; also nine town-meeting members in each precinct for three 
years; also the following town-meeting members to fill vacancies: 
in precinct one, one town-meeting member for two years; in pre- 
cinct three, one town- meeting member for two years; in precinct 
six, two town-meeting members for two years ; in precinct seven, 
two town-meeting members for one year; in precinct eight, one 
town-meeting member for one year. 

For these purposes the polls will be open at seven o’clock in the 
forenoon and shall be closed at seven o’clock in the afternoon. 

And in the name of the said Commonwealth, you are further re- 
quired to notify and warn the said inhabitants to meet at the Town 
Hall in the said town on Tuesday, the eighteenth day of March, 
1930, at seven-thirty o’clock in the evening, for the following pur- 
poses, to wit: 

First, To choose or appoint the usual town officers not heretofore 
mentioned in such manner as the town may determine. 

Second, To see if the town will vote to authorize the Treasurer, 
with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money in anticipa- 
tion of the revenue of the current financial year. 

Third, To act upon the appropriations asked for or proposed in 
the annual town reports by the Selectmen or by any town officer 
or committee. 

Fourth, To see if the town will appropriate the sum of forty-five 
thousand dollars ($45,000) to be expended by the School Commit- 
tee for the purchase of land on Walnut Street for a new site for 
the William H. Lincoln School. 
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Fifth, To see if the town will vote to appropriate the sum of 
four hundred fifteen thousand dollars ($415,000) to be expended 
by the School Committee for the construction of a new Lincoln 
School building and to authorize the Treasurer to borrow the 
same. 

Sixth, To see if the town will vote to appropriate the sum of 
forty-one thousand dollars ($41,000) to be expended by the School 
Committee for the purchase of furniture and furnishings for the 
Lawrence School. 

Seventh, To appropriate the sum of three thousand one hundred 
dollars ($3,100) to be expended by the Water Department in lay- 
ing a water pipe and placing two hydrants in the grounds of the 
Walnut Hills Cemetery. 

Eighth, To appropriate the sum of one thousand dollars ($1,000) 
to be expended by the trustees of the Walnut Hills Cemetery for 
grading and surfacing driveways in the said cemetery. 

Ninth, To see if the town will amend the Zoning By-law by in- 
cluding within the 3-D district a parcel of land on the westerly 
side of Milton Road bounded on the north by the present dividing 
line between the 3-D and the 4-D district, on the east by Milton 
Road fifty-seven (57) feet, on the south by land now or late of 
John J. Gaffey and on the west by land of E. G. Cummings and 
others, as shown on Zoning Map No. 4-G, prepared by H. A. Var- 
ney, Town Engineer, dated January 6, 1980 and verified by the 
signatures of the Planning Board and amending Zoning Map 
No. 4. 

Tenth, To see if the town will amend the Zoning By-law by in- 
cluding within the 2-B district a parcel of land lying between the 
present 2-B district on the northeasterly side of Harvard Street 
and a line one hundred forty (140) feet northeasterly from the 
northeasterly side line of Harvard Street and extending north- 
westerly from Green Street to land now or late of J. E. Rothwell 
and others trustees, as shown on Zoning Map No. 4-H, prepared by 
H. A. Varney, Town Engineer, dated January 6, 1930 and verified 
by the signatures of the Planning Board and amending Zoning 
Map No. 4. 

Eleventh, To see if the town will appropriate the sum of twelve 
thousand dollars ($12,000) to be expended by the Park Commis- 
sion for the enlargement and improvement of Brookline Field. 

Twelfth, To see if the town will appropriate the sum of twenty- 
seven thousand dollars ($27,000) to be expended by the Selectmen 
for the construction of an addition to the Police Station. 

Thirteenth, To see if the town will vote to use a lot of land on 
the northerly side of Boylston Street and the easterly side of Res- 
ervoir Road now belonging to the town and lying between said 
Boylston Street and a line drawn parallel thereto and one hun- 
dred fifty (150) feet distant therefrom, as shown on a plan en- 
titled “Plan of land owned by the Town of Brookline to be reserved 
for Fire Department purposes” dated January 10, 1930 by Henry 
A. Varney, Town Engineer, and filed and recorded in the office of 
- the Town Clerk, for the purpose of erecting and maintaining a 
ay fire station thereon and for other purposes connected there- 
with. 

Fourteenth, To see if the town will appropriate the sum of sev- 
enty-two thousand five hundred dollars ($72,500) to be expended 
by the Selectmen and the Fire Commissioner for a new fire station 
to be erected on a lot of land on the northerly side of Boylston 
Street and the easterly side of Reservoir Road referred to in the 
thirteenth article and for furnishings for the same. 

Fifteenth, To appropriate the sum of twenty-six thousand dol- — 
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lars ($26,000) to be expended by the Fire Commissioner for the 
purpose of purchasing an eighty-five (85) foot aerial ladder and 
a new hose tender with booster pump for the Fire Department. 

Sixteenth, To see if the town will appoint a committee to consider 
the question of providing a suitable memorial in honor of those 
who lost their lives in the late World War. 

Seventeenth, To appropriate the sum of one thousand two hun- 
dred fifty dollars ($1,250) for interior repairs in the building No. 
50 Harvard Street occupied by the Headquarters of the American 
Legion and in the Boylston School on Boylston Street occupied by 
the Stephen F. Rutledge Post, Veterans of Foreign Wars. 

Eighteenth, To see if the town will vote to give the name of 
Mountfort Street to the new street recently constructed by the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts between Essex Street and the pres- 
‘ent Mountfort Street. 

Nineteenth, To see if the town will vote to change the name of 
the present Mountfort Street between Carlton Street and Essex 
Street to Lenox Street. . 

Twentieth, To see if the town will vote to abandon the ease- 
ment now belonging to the said town for highway purposes in two 
parcels of land lying on the southerly side of Newton Street, out- 
side the southerly side line of Newton Street as accepted by the 
town March 19, 1929. 

Twenty-first, To see if the town will vote to appropriate the sum 
of three thousand dollars ($3,000) to pay to the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts a portion of the expense of constructing the road- 
way at the junction of Newton Street, and the West Roxbury 
Parkway. 

Twenty-second, To accept and allow Arlington Road from New- 
ton Street to land of O’Loughlin and Driscoll as laid out by the 
Selectmen and reported to the town at this meeting; and to au- 
thorize the Selectmen to take land therefor and to make entry for 
the purpose of construction before all’ claims for damages are ad- 
justed or determined. 

Twenty-third, To accept and allow Kensington Circle from one 
portion of Arlington Road to another portion of said Arlington 
Road as laid out by the Selectmen and reported to the town at this 
meeting; and to authorize the Selectmen to take land therefor and 
to make entry for the purpose of construction before all claims for 
damages are adjusted or determined. 

Twenty-fourth, To accept and allow Princeton Road from New- 
ton Street to Lagrange Street as laid out by the Selectmen and 
reported to the town at this meeting; and to authorize the Select- - 
men to take land therefor and to make entry for the purpose of 
construction before all claims for damages are adjusted or deter- 
mined. 

Twenty-fifth, To accept and allow Rangeley Road from Prince- 
ton Road to Lagrange Street as laid out by the Selectmen and re- 
ported to the town at this meeting; and to authorize the Select- 
men to take land therefor and to make entry for the purpose of 
construction before all claims for damages are adjusted or deter- 
mined. 

Twenty-sixth, To accept and allow the alteration, relocation and 
widening of Newton Street from the West Roxbury Parkway to 
Hammond Street as laid out by the Selectmen and reported to the 
town at this meeting; and to authorize the Selectmen to take land 
therefor and to make entry for the purpose of construction before 
all claims for damages are adjusted or determined. < 

Twenty-seventh, To accept and allow Bonad Road from the

Thirty-sixth, To accept and allow the main drain and common 
sewer location between the West Roxbury Parkway and the Wal- 
nut Hills Cemetery adjacent to the southeasterly side line of Grove 
Street as laid out by the Selectmen and reported to the town at 
this meeting; and to authorize the Selectmen to take land therefor 
and to make entry for the purpose of construction before all claims 
for damages are adjusted or determined. 
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Thirty-seventh, To hear and act upon reports of town officers 
and committees. 

Thirty-eighth, To appropriate and raise by borrowing or other- 
wise such sums of money as may be necessary for all or any of 
the purposes mentioned in the foregoing articles. 

Hereof fail not, and make due return of this warrant, with your 
doings thereon, to the Selectmen seven days at least before the 
day of the said meeting.

PROPOSED AMENDMENT TO THE CONSTITUTION 


Shall an amendment to the constitution relative to the appor- 
tionment of senatorial, representative and councillor districts, 
further described as follows:— 

The proposed amendment of the Constitution provides for the 
annulment of Article XXI of the Articles of Amendment of the 
Constitution and the substitution therefor of a new Article XXI, 
and for the annulment of Article XXII of the Articles of Amend- 
ment of the Constitution and the substitution therefor of a new 
Article XXII. The proposed amendment embodies in substance 
pe following changes in and additions to said Articles XXI and 

His 

1. In proposed Article XXI, towns of twelve thousand inhab- 
itants or more may be divided in forming representative districts. 
No precincts, however, in such towns may be divided. In taking 
the census the special enumeration of legal voters shall specify 
the number residing in each precinct of such towns. Under. ex- 
isting Amendment XXI no town may be divided and no specifi- 
cation of the number of voters in a precinct is required. 

2. The division of a county into representative districts and 
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the apportionment of representatives to districts therein is to be 
made by ‘The county commissioners or other body acting as 
such or, in lieu thereof, such board of special commissioners in 
each county as may for that purpose be provided by law, esi, 
Under Article XXI as it now stands the division and apportion- 
ment is made by “The mayor and aldermen of the city of Boston, 
the county commissioners of other counties than Suffolk,—or in 
lieu of the mayor and aldermen of the city of Boston, or of the 
county commissioners in each county other than Suffolk, such 
board of special commissioners in each county, to be elected by 
the people of the county, or of the towns therein, as may for 
that purpose be provided by law, . . .”’ The time for as- 
sembling of such commissioners, board or body for the purpose 
of making such division and apportionment is also changed, from 
the first Tuesday of August next after each assignment by the 
Legislature of the number of representatives to each county, to 
a time within thirty days after certification by the Secretary of 
the Commonwealth to such commissioners, board or body of the 
number so assigned, or within such other period as the General 
Court may by law provide. 

3. Under the proposed Articles, each special enumeration shall 
be the basis for determining the districts, senatorial, representa- 
tive and councillor, for the ten-year period beginning in the 
fourth January following said special enumeration and the pres- 
ent division of districts is to remain in effect until January, 1939. 
Under the existing amendments the ten-year period is the period 
between the taking of each census. (Thus, the next redivision 
based upon the next census in 1935 would, under the proposed 
Articles, affect those elected in 1938 to hold office beginning 
January, 1939, instead of affecting those elected in 19386 to hold 
office beginning in January, 1937. Under existing amendments 
representation of newly created districts begins in January of 
the second year after each ten-year census, whereas under the 
proposed article it would begin in January of the fourth year 
thereafter.)

for the capture of fur-bearing animals which is likely to cause

to the use of which the presence of vermin may be detrimental, 
which law was disapproved in the Senate by a vote of 12 in the 
affirmative and 24 in the negative, and in the House of Representa- 
tives by a vote of 48 in the affirmative and 167 in the negative, be 
approved?

REPORT 


The Selectmen submit the following report for the 
year ending December 31, 1930. 

Perhaps the most important event of public interest 
which has occurred during the year is the result of the 
informal ballot taken at the state election in November 
relative to the question of moving picture houses. The 
majority of the persons voting on the subject at that time 
were in favor of having moving pictures in Brookline. 
The Board has been studying the question of location 
since the result of the vote was announced and one license 
for a theatre has already been granted on Beacon Street 
near Coolidge Corner. 

There have been two special town meetings during the 
year, one in September and one in November. At both 
of these meetings the question of the location for a new 
building for the William H. Lincoln School was dis- | 
cussed but the question was not settled. This matter is 
coming again before the town at the annual meeting in 
March. 

The town had the honor and pleasure of entertaining 
the Wisconsin delegation to the National Convention of 
the American Legion held in Boston in the early part of 
October for which an appropriation was made at the . 
meeting in September. A detailed account of the ex- 
penditure of this appropriation appears later in this 
report. 

The development in the south part of the town has 
continued, and many new streets have been constructed 
all under the betterment law. 

At the town meeting in November it was voted to elect 
the Selectmen for three year terms and this process will 
be put in operation at the annual election this year. 


Valuation and Tax Rate 


The valuation of land in the town increased from $49,- 
010,800 in 1929 to $49,856,400 in 1930, the increase being 
$845,600. The valuation of buildings increased from 
$100,185,900 in 1929 to $103,760,800 in 1930, an increase 
of $3,574,900. The total increase in real estate valua- 
tions in 1930 was $4,420,500. The valuation of tangible 
personal property increased from $16,463,300 in 1929 to 
$16,687,900 in 1930, being an increase of $224,600. The 
total valuation of all property real and personal in 1930 
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was $170,3805,100, a total increase of $4,645,100. The 
number of polls increased from 12,967 in 1929 to 13,097 
in 1930, an increase of 130. The amount of excise tax 
collected (on automobiles) represented a valuation of 
$9,834,760 as against $11,233,550 in 1929. There was an 
increase in the tax rate from $19.00 in 1929 to $19.90 in 
1930 due to an increase in expenditures. 


Finances 


There is a balance of free cash in the treasury at the 
end of the current year amounting to $84,586.87. The 
net tax levy for 1930, omitting the overlay, was $3,380,- 
265.49. The amount collected was $3,216,557.40, leaving 
a balance uncollected of $163,708.09. The sum of $346,- 
067.32 was collected from previous levies, leaving the 
amount of excess taxes collected $182,359.23.

Condition of Current Special Appropriations 


The appropriations closed January 1, 1931, together 
with the expenditures therefrom and the balances car- 
ried to general unexpended balance account, are shown in 
the accompanying table under the heading “Closed”. — 


Appropriations Carried Forward, 1931 


There is a balance in the special appropriation for 
School and Library Building of $999.36 and in the appro- 
priation for the Administration Building for the Water 
Department, $2,505.10. These two sums being borrowed 
money can be appropriated for a similar purpose when 
the occasion arises. This is also true of that part of the 
balance of $4,616.17 remaining in the appropriation for 
the New Lawrence School which will not be used for that 
purpose. There are balances in three appropriations for 
the construction of highways made in past years amount- 
ing to $63,788.60. This is all borrowed money and can be 
reappropriated at the annual meeting for the construc- 
tion of highways. The preceding table shows in detail 
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the amount spent from each of the special appropria- 
tions carried forward and the different reports contained 
in the annual report of the town comment upon these 
subjects. The balance in the Overlay of 1928, $4,652.38 
will be added to the balance in the Emergency Fund. 
The sum of $3,859.00 has been taken from the Overlay of 
1929 leaving a balance of $7,385.49 carried to free cash. 
There is left in the Overlay of 1930, $8,051.19 which will 
be set up as a Special appropriation. 


Summary 


The total amount appropriated in 1930 for general ex- 
penses, including the county and metropolitan taxes and 
payment of funded debt and interest was $4,684,205.71 
of which $4,466,181.13 was expended. Of the total 
amount of $1,618,228.35, $1,073,131.35 was expended. 
There was also expended for State and Military Aid and 
for Soldiers’ Exemptions the sums of $716.00 and 
$485.73. The total amount expended for all purposes 
was $5,540,514.21. The following table shows the amount 
expended in previous years:

Annual Appropriations For 1931 


The amount recommended for general expenses and 
the amounts proposed for new special appropriations are 
given in the following tables. The amounts asked for the 
general expenses of the public schools, public library, 
water supply, public parks and grounds, comprising head- 
ings A, B and C, and the first two items of D in table 
following, have been recommended by the different 
boards having these matters in charge and have not 
received the independent judgment of the Selectmen. 
Reference is made to the reports of these Boards for in- 
formation in regard to these appropriations. All other 
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amounts included in the table of regular appropriations 
are recommended by the Selectmen. The total amount 
proposed for general expenses, omitting the amounts for 
state, county and metropolitan taxes, but including pay- 
ments of funded debt and interest is $4,225,967.27. The 
total of the proposed special appropriations included in 
the warrant for the annual town meeting is $620,500. 
Of these special appropriations it is recommended that 
the sum of $500,000 be borrowed. It is also recom- 
mended that the balances in the special appropriations 
for School and Library Building on Heath Street and the 
Administration Building, Water Department amounting 
to $3,504.46 be used and also the sum of $63,788.60 of 
outstanding balances for the construction of highways. 
If they are used there will be a balance of $56,611.40 to 
be included in the tax levy.

Highway Department 


The petition of the town employees. for the extension 
of the Saturday half-holiday from the eight months 
period to the twelve months period was approved by the 
Board. The Highway Department also undertook its 
proportionate responsibility for the relief of unemploy- 
ment by retaining the temporary summer employees until 
the end of the year and in view of the special appropria- 
tions passed at the November meeting were able to em- 
ploy an additional number of thirty-five men for the 
month of December. 

Electric automatic traffic signals were installed at 
Washington Square:on Beacon Street and at the junction 
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of Cypress and Washington Streets. In consequence 
thereof there has been a marked improvement in the 
regulation of traffic at these points and the number of 
accidents has been greatly reduced. 

A new utility building was erected at the Kent Street 
lot providing for the proper storage of equipment and 
Sanitary conveniences for the employees. A sand shed 
providing for the protective storage of three hundred 
tons of sand was also erected and will greatly facilitate 
the work of sanding in wintertime which was handi- 
capped due to the freezing of open storage piles. 

Approximately 4.75 miles of roadway were resurfaced 
and nine miles were treated with a flush coat preserva- 
tive which protects the surface and retards wear and 
disintegration. . 

Harvard Street within the limits of the town was 
designated as a “through way”. This was found advis- 
able in view of the success which had accompanied the 
previous designation of Beacon Street and Boylston 
Street as “through ways’’. 

Much needed work of dredging and cleaning Leverett 
Pond and the brook channel was accomplished under a 
co-operative contract with the City of Boston.

Sanitation 


The cost of collecting ashes and paper for the year 
represented the lowest cost for this service for the past 
ten years. 

The ever perplexing problem of adequate dumping 
facilities still confronts the department although suffic- 
ient space was available on private property to take care 
of the requirements of the past year. 

The contract with Louis Dean of Cedar Crest Farm, 
Waltham, for the purchase of garbage collected by the 
town was extended under the option contained in the 
original contract for a period of two years.

Detective Bureau 


This Bureau is now composed of one Detective Lieu- 
tenant, two Detective Sergeants and one patrolman who 
has been detailed for duty in plain clothes. This import- 
ant branch of the service during the year has been under 
the direction of Detective Lieutenant Robert J. Evans 
with the same satisfactory results as in past years. 

Many important arrests have been made by members 
of the bureau and through their efficient work a large 
amount of property stolen in Brookline and elsewhere 
has been recovered. 

The following is a report of Detective Lieutenant 
Robert J. Evans: 
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Crime 


On August 3 Patrolman Joseph P. O’Brien was brutal- 
ly shot down while in performance of duty by one of 
two suspicious acting men while in the act of questioning 
them to ascertain their business. The officer received 
two bullet wounds in his body from which he died at the 
Peter Bent Brigham Hospital on August 4. One of these 
men was arrested on August 7 and is now being held 
at the County Jail awaiting trial. The second man has 
not yet been apprehended. 

On November 9 Anthony Scazzini, 71 Babcock Street, 
reported that he was assaulted by two men near his home 
and robbed of a diamond ring and sum of money. No 
arrest made on this case. 

On November 16 Ben Berman, proprietor of a drug 
store at 148 Harvard Street, was held up by one of three 
men with a gun in his place of business and a small 
amount of money stolen from the cash register. This 
case cleared up by the arrest of three men in Boston on 
December 6 and will later be arraigned in Brookline 
Court. 

On December 13, a bomb was exploded at the side door 
entrance of house of Barney Kravit, 244 Summit Avenue, 
which did some damage to the building and adjoining 
house but fortunately no persons were injured. This 
was evidently the work of a gang faction and the occu- 
pants of the house have given us little assistance in clear- 
ing up the situation. 

On December 21, Max Mattuson employed by the 
Amory Drug Company at 163 Amory Street alleged that 
he was held up by three men with guns and $60 taken 
from a drawer. No arrest made in this case. 

It is gratifying to note that we have had fewer house 
burglaries during 1930 than in previous years and on 
the whole good order has prevailed. 


Police Signal System 


The Gamewell Police Signal System under the care- 
ful supervision of Superintendent Davis has given very 
satisfactory service during the year. There are now 
fifty-six boxes or stations from which men on street duty 
communicate with police headquarters.

_In 1926 nine boxes were equipped with sirenes or 
lights for the purpose of calling men on street patrol 
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in emergency cases. This equipment has added to the 
efficiency of the service and I strongly recommend that 
a survey be made of the entire system for the purpose 
of bringing it up to date. 

One new box was installed at the corner of Shaw 
and Wolcott Roads during the year so that now boxes 
are easily accessible from all parts of the Town. 

The Telephone Typewriter System installed in 1929 
has given splendid service and at the present time 
there are twenty-two police departments in the hook- 


up. 


Traffic 


The use of automatic signals for the control of motor 
vehicle traffic has proven a great success. Signals 
have been installed at the following street intersections 
durtng the year: 


Jan. 6—Washington, Cypress and School Streets. 
July 20—Carlton and Mountfort Streets. 
Sept. 20—-Beacon and Washington Streets. 


This makes a total of nine intersections now con- 
trolled by automatic signal devices. 

Electric flashing beacons have been installed at the 
following intersections: 


Cypress and Kendall Streets. 
Boylston Street and Reservoir Road.

Our motor vehicles equipment at the present time 
consists of the following make and type of machines:

I recommend that the Ford touring car and one Ford 
Runabout be exchanged for new ones. 

It has been the practice in the past to turn the motor- 
cycles in each year for new ones and I recommend the 
same plan for 1981. 

The remaining part of the equipment is new and in 
excellent condition. 

There have been 118 calls for the ambulance during 
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the year of which 55 were for accidents and 63 for 
sick cases covering a total of 716 miles. 

The patrol van has responded to 644 calls for 
arrests, fires and other e nergencies covering a total of 
186614 miles. 


The Force 


The following changes have taken place in the De- 
partment during the year: 

Sergeant Joseph J. O’Connell, Jr., promoted to rank 
of Lieutenant April 21. 

Patrolman Alexander Minnis promoted to rank of 
Sergeant April 28. 

Patrolman Joseph P. O’Brien died August 4.

Four patrolmen have been before the Committee on 
Police for violating rules governing the department 
and ordered to be reprimanded by the Chief. 

The morale of the department for the year has been 
good—several members at times have performed extra 
duty on their own initiative and have cleaned up 
important cases. 

I recommend the appointment of two more patrol- 
men, one to provide for an extra motorcycle man and 
one for clerical work at headquarters the first half of 
the night. 


Especial Mention 


The following named members of the force are 
deserving of especial mention for meritorious service 
performed during the year: 

Patrolmen Lawrence K. Grennan, Joseph Priestly 
and Thomas J. Ochiltree for arrest of a dangerous 
criminal on June 28 for breaking and entering a dwell- 
ing house in the night time.

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Police Station 


The new addition added to the building has given 
extra space to the Clerk of Court’s office on the second 
floor and one more room on the first floor. The clerk 
of court’s office and vault have been fitted up with 
up-to-date metal counters and filing cabinets. The 
room on lower floor has been furnished for use by 
members of the Detective Bureau and the department 
clerk. 

Oil burners for heating purposes have been installed 
and up to time of making this report are giving satis- 
factory results. 


Safety Work 


For the protection of children all public and par- 
ochial schools have been visited twice during the year 
and short safety talks given to all grades by a Lieuten- 
ant who is well trained for that work.

REPORT OF FIRE DEPARTMENT 


January 10, 1931. 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Town Hall, Brookline, Mass. 


Gentlemen:—I herewith submit the annual report of 
the Fire Department for the year ending December 31, 
1930. 

The Department responded to 606 alarms during 
the past year, which is one less than the previous year. 

Our Department Physicians, Drs. Arthur A. Cush- 
ing and Frederick L. Hayes, have rendered conspicu- 
ous service to the members of the Department during 
the year. 

The special equipment purchased by this Depart- 
ment has proven invaluable, as we have responded to 
several emergency calls requiring extensive use of the 
same. 

Our recommendations for the installation of addi- 
tional fire alarm boxes have been forwarded to the 
Board of Selectmen. _ 

Approximately fifty per cent of the improvements 
recommended by the Special Committee, which was 
appointed by the Chairman of the Board of Selectmen 
to consider the future development of the Fire Depart- 
ment, have been completed. The remainder of these 
recommendations we sincerely recommend and urge 
be completed the ensuing year, as we believe they are 
of vital importance to the fire protection of the Town. 
They appear in our budget under a separate heading. 

Our new fire station D was completed and put into 
service this year, together with a new aerial ladder 
truck and company, also a new hose.tender for Engine 
4 and has already proven a wonderful addition to the 
fire protection of the Town. 

Our Fire Prevention Bureau, First Aid School, Drill 
and Pump Schools and other special branches of the 
Department are still rendering fine service and assist- 
ing in increasing the efficiency of the Department. 


Fire Record 


During the past year the Department responded 
to 606 alarms; 214 bell alarms and 392 still or tele- 
phone alarms. .We responded to 42 Boston and 5 New- 
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ton alarms during the year and we had seven two-

This year three different candlepower lamps have 
been tried. The old magnetite lamps were changed 
to 1500 cp which are a great improvement. On 
Mountfort Street the 1000 cp lamps were used and 
light the street well. The concrete poles were used. 
On Babcock Street, all residential, the 600 cp were 
used and the street is now well lighted. 

The 20 cp lamps are on separate poles and also on 
what is called the number eight hundred and twenty 
bracket. These have been in use for many years and 
are very satisfactory. 
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Gaslights 


There have not been many changes during the year. 
Some of the new streets have had the lights installed 
where the travel increased, the others have had the 
posts set and are ready to be connected when needed. 

While Newton Street was under construction the 
street lights were removed and set as the work pro- 
gressed. Many of the lamps were out a long time but 
have all been set and are all lighted again. 


Fire Alarm 


In connection with the setting of the new fire boxes 
new lead cable was placed on Harvard Street, Naples 
Road and Pleasant Street. It was intended to use 
more cable but to keep the wires cleared on Newton 
Street, the men would be called so often that there 
was not time enough to do more before cold weather. 

The new boxes were installed at the following loca- 
tions: 

No. 622 Harvard Street and Shailer Street. 

No. 338 Marion Street near Cabot School. 

No. 167 Kent Street and Station Street. 

No. 864 Washington Street at Evans Road. 

No. 251 Beacon Street opposite St. Paul Street. 

No. 821 Tappan Street near No. 290. 

No. 38 Washington Street and Greenough Street. 

No. 516 Sargent Crossway. . 

No. 612 Newton Street and West Roxbury Park- 

way. 

No. 751 Wolcott Road opposite No. 37. 


The amount of lead cable used was 3043 feet and 
about two and a half miles of the Ferrin cable. 

Changes of the wirring in the alleyway from St. 
Mary’s Street to Carlton Street would involve so much 
expense and might not be permanent, it was thought 
best to install a duct line on Euston Street from St. 
Mary’s Street to Carlton Street. This places the wires 
out of danger from sleet and damage from crossing 
with electric light wires. 

The Fire Commissioner has recommended ten boxes 
-be purchased this coming year, if this is done, it will 
require quite a lot of lead cable and Ferrin cable. 


Police Telegraph 


Very little was done on this system this year. Six 
box movements were overhauled and are in good con- 
dition for future use. 
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One new box No. 146 was added and was located on 
Wolcott Road opposite Alberta Road. 

New cable was run on Thorndike Street replacing 
the old which was broken during a sleet storm. 

The cost for repairs to the register, time stamp and 
take-up with other pieces of apparatus on the desk, 
was more than was anticipated the first of the year 
and estimates for these cannot be made. 


Edison Electric [[luminating Company 
Underground 


The company finished the conduit work on Babcock 
Street, the petition having been presented and passed 
in 1929. 

Although the conduit has been placed on Babcock 
Street, the work of connecting the houses seems to 
have stopped. The poles will have to be removed the 
coming year and in order to do this, work must be done 
on the houses. 

At the time Beacon Street was resurfaced the com- 
pany placed a 16 duct line from Corey Road to the 
Boston line so that the street would not be opened up 
when the company made the change at some later 
date. Seventy-two streets have had duct lines ex- 
tended from conduit already in.

Three new manholes were built and two enlarged. 

The total number of feet of conduit placed through- 
out the town was 1084.1. Channing Road, Lee Street 
and Sears Road were the only streets having long 
distance. 

Underground connections retired during 1930 were 
in Cypress Street and Fairbanks Street. 

I have suggested to the Telephone Company to ex- 
tend the underground duct on Lancaster Terrace to 
Summit Avenue. Lancaster Terrace has a great many 
trees, bad corners for a pole line and should these 
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poles come down during a storm, it would probably cut 
off two hospitals for some time. 


House Wiring 


The wiring of apartment houses dropped off this 
year. One block of apartments only was built during 
the year. The number of two apartments and single 
houses has increased. 

Ninety-seven new houses and eighty old ones -were 
wired. The total number of permits issued was 1982. 
Motors for oil burners and refrigerators have in- 
creased, and 594 is the total for all motors. 

The Edison Electric Illuminating Company has 
started a drive for electric ranges and a few have been 
installed.

REPORT OF BUILDING 
DEPARTMENT 


December 31, 1930. 
To the Board of Selectmen, Brookline, Mass. 


Gentlemen: I respectfully submit the forty-first an- 
nual report of the Building Department for the year end- 
ing December 31, 1930. 

It is a fact of common knowledge that building oper- 
ations is the accepted index of business conditions and 
the truth of this is borne out by the summary of oper- 
ations for the year just closed which is embodied in this 
report. 

An interesting comparison of certain classes of build- 
ings for the years 1929 and 1930 indicates one reason for 
the falling off in construction, namely, the practical im- 
possibility of financing speculative operations. 

The number of private dwellings for which permits 
were issued in 1930 is seventy-nine (79) as compared 
with ninety-one (91) in 1929. These buildings are large- 
ly financed through bank mortgages. On the other hand 
the number of permits issued for apartment houses for 
1930 is five as compared with thirty-nine in 1929. For 
purposes of comparison it may be noted that the figure 
for 1929 is considerably below the average for some years 
past since the latter part of that year was influenced by 
the depression which has existed throughout all of 1930. 

Apartment house construction is wholly speculative 
and the initial financing is done through construction 
loans. For the past year this has offered no attraction 
to the investor and the natural result has been a practical 
suspension of such operations. 

The splendid development in the southern section of 
the town continues and a number of high grade private 
residences have been erected. 

An important amendment to the Zoning By-Law was 
the inclusion of vacant land within the jurisdiction of 
the provisions of the use and occupancy sections. 

Another important matter affecting the welfare of the 
town was the action of the town meeting in authorizing 
the Selectmen to seek authority from the General Court 
giving them jurisdiction over the so-called fraternity 


houses. 
Inspection has been made of all lodging houses, fra- 
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ternity houses, hotels, hospitals, convalescent homes and 
schools and in several cases additional means of egress 
were provided. 

Inspections were made of all premises for which li- 
censes for gasoline were applied for and reports on same 
submitted to your Board. 

All passenger and freight elevators were inspected and 
corrections made where necessary. 

The following summary gives in detail the permits is- 
sued during 19380.

There were 452 permits for plumbing issued, of which 
84 were for work in new buildings and 368 for alter- 
ations and additions to existing plumbing. 

The total estimated cost of plumbing installation was 
$285,883.00 |

A comparison of the above record with that of 1929 
shows a noticeable decrease. This was due to the gen- 
eral depression of the building business, but it is hoped 
that next year will prove more prosperous.

As in the past years this division has willingly extend- 
ed its assistance to other departments when called upon 
to do so. 

Our plumbing laws have been generally well observed, 
but violations have occurred at times and were corrected 
without resorting to legal measures.

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REPORT OF INSPECTOR OF GAS FITTING 


Mr. Ernest Lyon, Building Commissioner, 
Brookline, Mass. 


Dear Sir:—I respectfully submit the annual report 
for gas fitting and fixture installation for the year end- 
ing December 31, 19380. 

The total number of applications received was 729, 
for which permits were issued. Of this number 90 were 
for new houses, 27 for office, bakeries, manufacturing 
and store buildings, 8 for garages, 19 for fire jobs, 2 
for gymnasiums for private schools, 1 for new fire sta- 
tion, 66 for houses and garages heated by gas fired 
boilers and 516 for repairs and additional work done 
in houses and buildings erected prior to 1930. 

In addition to the regular inspections and testing of 
all new work, many inspections have been made of old 
houses and buildings. Where defective appliances or 
piping were found, owners were notified and conditions 
were rectified. 

A number of complaints was received of dangerous 
condition of various appliances and all have been made 
safe to the satisfaction of this department. 

During the past year we have had 66 fnstallanone of 
gas fired boilers which makes approximately 381 in- 
stalled in Brookline at the present time. Owners of 
homes heated by gas fired boilers seem well pleased with 
the many comforts derived from using gas for fuel. 

The flue question for gas appliances is still a serious 
problem but the writer sincerely hopes that contractors 
building homes will consider the necessity of having 
sufficient flues to care for possible future needs. 

The writer is again pleased to report that there have 
been no serious accidents caused by gas the past year. 
A few slight explosions have been caused chiefly by 
carelessness such as incinerators overcrowded with rub- 
bish, and people looking for gas difficulties with lighted 
matches. 

Gas was used in one instance this past year for sui- 
cidal purpose. 

All public buildings such as churches, halls, auditor- 
ae hospital, etc., have been inspected for emergency 
ights. 

Where gas violations were found, adjustments have 
been made without drastic action being necessary.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 
TOWN ENGINEER

Gentlemen:—The following is the Annual Report of 
the expenses and operations of the Engineering Depart- 
ment for the year ending December 31, 1930:

Although the Department has had even a busier 
year than in 1929, in accordance with your instructions 
this report will cover briefly only the most important 
matters carried out during the year. 


Sewers and Drains 


The sewer and drain contracts mentioned in last 
year’s report as being unfinished were, with one excep- 
tion, completed early in the year. The work on the 
Newton Street District sewer contract was not accepted 
until the middle of the summer. 

On August 13 this Department was notified by the 
City of Boston Sewer Department that their sewer, 
which had been constructed to furnish an outlet for 
the Newton Street District drainage, had been com- 
pleted. The Brookline sewage was at once turned into 
their structure and the pumps at No. 1 Grove Street, 
which had been caring for all the sewage in the dis- 
trict up to that time, were stopped and the Brookline 
Sewer Department notified that there would be no 
further necessity of their being maintained. 

In connection with the construction of Princeton 
Road and Rangeley Road an outlet was arranged for 
through land of Eichorn and others, as it was necessary 
on account of the grades to extend the work beyond 
the limits of the Town of Brookline. This matter was 
taken up directly with the owner of the land and 
satisfactory arrangements were made for carrying out 
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this work which was necessary in order to drain the 
land in the vicinity of the above mentioned streets to 
the proper level. 

The Englewood Avenue sewer which had given 
trouble during heavy rains for a great many years was 
re-laid with 12” and 15” pipe from the main sewer on 
the southerly side of Beacon Street to the Boston- 
‘ Brookline Line at Lanark Road. This will prevent 
further danger from flooding even though the City 
of Boston does not remove the surface water from 
its system which discharges into this pipe, and which 
has been the principal source of trouble. 

Upon petition of the Sargent Estate a trunk sewer 
which had been laid by the Town in Sargent Road to a 
point near Sargent’s Pond, was extended to Cottage 
Street, the Sargent Estate giving the necessary right of 
way for the sewer and also for a surface water drain. 
Although the drain may not be used immediately it 
was thought wise to construct it at this time because 
it could be laid in connection with the sewer at a much 
reduced cost and would save disturbing private land 
at later date when the property might be fully de- 
veloped. 

Sewers and drains have been constructed in the pro- 
posed streets on the Coffin Estate between Carlton 
Street and Ivy Street. On account of the grade of the 
land it was necessary in order to obtain a proper outlet 
to lower the existing sewer in Carlton Street from the 
side line of Beacon Street to Churchill Street. The 
owner of the land to be developed agreed to pay 
the cost of this work in the public street. In connection 
with the re-laying of the sewer a surface water drain 
was also constructed at a considerable saving. These 
streets will be presented to the Town for acceptance 
at the Annual Meeting and the fact that the sewers 
and drains are in place will greatly facilitate the 
completion of the work. 

In anticipation of the acceptance at the next Annual 
Town Meeting of Jordan Road, Lapland Street and 
Cramond Road the sewers and drains and water pipe 
are in process of being laid in these streets. It is most 
desirable to complete the underground work well in 
advance of the actual street construction to allow the 
thorough settlement of trenches. It is to be regretted 
that this method cannot always be followed but at 
times it is necessary to include in the street contract 
the laying of most of the underground work. This 
method is, of course, preferable to the building of 
underground structures after the new street surface is 
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laid as, of course, no building can be or should be 
erected until sewers, drains, water and gas are avail- 
able. 

At the beginning of the season this Department 
established a new policy in regard to the furnishing 
of material for sewers and drains. In previous years 
the Department has purchased and delivered all sewer 
pipe, cement and brick on the job. This entailed a 
great amount of work, not only in ordering material 
and being responsible for its delivery at the proper 
time but also in checking of bills and the attendant 
amount of bookkeeping. The standard specifications 
were re-written and the furnishing of practically all 
materials was made a part of the contract. This 
method has so far proved satisfactory, as the Town 
has undoubtedly obtained all material at as low a price 
as when furnished directly and it has also eliminated 
the loss from breakage, etc., which had become a very 
serious matter. | 

-There have been 15 contracts let for the construc- 
tion of sewers and drains during the year, all of which 
have been completed except that for the Cramond 
Road and Lapland Street work. 3 

There have been 132 buildings connected with the 
public sewer and 160 permits issued by this Depart- 
ment. Seventy-five (75) connections have been made 
with surface water drains. There have been 36 
repairs necessitated from root stoppages and the Town 
has paid claims amounting to $2124.50 for the repairs 
where the stoppages were found to be within the street 
limits and caused by roots from roadside trees. 

Although the number of real estate transfers were 
fewer than in former years there have been 399 
inquiries regarding sewer assessments. This Depart- 
ment has prepared 12 sewer charges and 289 sewer 
assessments, amounting to $386486.66, and delivered 
them to your Board for formal action. 

The “Separation Work’’ mentioned last year as being 
finished except the restoring of sidewalks, grading, etc., 
was completed satisfactorily early in the season. Sur-. 
face water drains have been laid in Aspinwall Avenue 
in anticipation of the roadway being surfaced with an 
improved pavement during the coming year. This com- 
pletes the “Separation Work” in this street and except 
for the drain laid in Carlton Street, is practically all the 
“Separation Work,” that has been done during the 
year. 

On account of the great amount of work which this 
Department has been asked to carry out it has been 
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impossible to accomplish much in the way of recon- 
structing the record sewer plans. 

All data relating to sewers and drains laid or 
acquired during the year is shown in the accompany- 
ing tables.

At the Annual Meeting the following streets were 
accepted by the Town, to be constructed under the 
Betterment Law:

The portion of Newton Street, from Hammond 
Street to its intersection with the West Roxbury Park- 
“way about 600 feet west of South Street, was also 
relocated and widened at the same meeting. 

On June 5 the contract for the construction of 
Arlington Road and Kensington Circle was awarded 
to Reynolds Brothers, Inc. As the sewers, drains and 
water pipe had previously been laid in these streets 
the work was completed promptly and in a very satis- 
factory manner. 

On July 2 a contract for the construction of Belling- 
ham Road, including the underground work, was 
awarded to Edward O’Toole. The work was com- 
pleted in December. 

The contract for the construction of Princeton Road 
and Rangeley Road included all the underground work 
in the latter street and a surface water drain in Prince- 
ton Road, and the drainage right of way leading 
through land of Eichorn. This work was carried out 
by Reynolds Brothers, Inc. and completed early in 
December. 

Six streets in the South Street District were con- 
structed under one contract with C. M. Callahan, Inc. 
In connection with this work the portion of South 
Street, between Clearwater Road and the Town Line, 
was reconstructed and the grades greatly improved at 
its junction with Ledyard Road by cutting down the 
summit about one and one-half feet. This necessitated 
lowering the water pipe for about 100 feet but the 
improvement is well worth the extra cost. 
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Before the construction of Russett Road and Bonad 
Road the Department endeavored to obtain from the 
Commonwealth the exact location of a boulevard 140 
feet in width which had been authorized by the last 
legislature. A tentative plan had been submitted to 
the Massachusetts Highway Department but as they 
had been unable to devote any time to the study of the 
exact location it was impossible to obtain any definite 
plan from this Department. This matter was called 
to the attention of your Board and it was directed that 
the construction of the streets under contract proceed 
without reference to the proposed boulevard. This 
contract was completed about the middle of December. 

All the above mentioned streets were laid out under 
the Betterment Law and the assessments have been 
made up by this Department and levied by the Town 
in the case of Arlington Road and Kensington Circle. 
The figures for the betterments on the remaining 
streets will be compiled as soon as the work of this 
Department will allow. 

The contract for the reconstruction of Newton 
Street, from South Street to Hammond Street, was 
awarded to C. M. Callahan, Inc: | This work owas 
delayed until the Metropolitan Parkway was opened 
to traffic as it was thought unwise to entirely close this 
most important cross-town thoroughfare. The con- 
struction was also delayed by the laying of two large 
gas mains from South Street to Hammond Street and 
in several places by the relocation of the Water 
Department’s force main. 

The construction of the portion between South Street 
and the intersection of the West Roxbury Parkway 
required a large amount of filling. Most of this was 
obtained last year from various contracts carried out 
by this Department. An additional amount was found 
necessary this year because of the great settlement 
which had taken place during the winter, but this was 
also obtained without cost. There will undoubtedly 
be further settlement but even if the surface of the 
macadam has to be reconstructed for a short distance 
the final cost will be less than to have removed the mud 
before the filling was placed. 

At the westerly end of the work there was a very de- 
cided change in grade, which affected the abutting prop- 
erty seriously, but the Town has reconstructed the walls 
and driveways in a very thorough manner so that all the 
owners have expressed themselves as entirely satisfied 
and are very much pleased with the change. 

The entire slope between the roadway built by the 
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Town and the Metropolitan Parkway has been loamed, 
graded and seeded. As it was possible to obtain the nec- 
essary loam at a very low figure this work has been very 
inexpensive. It is hoped that this method of finishing 
the area between the roadways will meet the approval 
of the Town and State authorities. 

All the work on the betterment streets was completed 
at a figure much below the estimated cost but in the case 
of Newton Street, while the cost is well within the limits 
of the appropriation there was less margin than in any 
other contract. This was because of the great amount of 
grading which had to be carried out by extra work 
around the improved property. 

The reconstruction of this section of Newton Street 
has greatly increased the safety of the traveling public. 
Previous to the widening accidents were an almost daily 
occurrence: since the opening of the street there have 
been no accidents as far as is known. It is probable that 
some re-arrangement of traffic conditions will have to be 
-made at the junction of the West Roxbury Parkway and 
Newton Street. The construction of an island was con- 
sidered by the Metropolitan District Commission when 
they were completing their work but at that time their 
Engineer came to the conclusion that an island was not 
the most satisfactory way of solving the traffic problem 
at this point, his idea being that the safety of the public 
could be increased by some other method of regulating 
the traffic. | 

The courtesy of the Metropolitan District Commission 
in allowing commercial vehicles to use their parkway 
during our construction was very greatly appreciated, 
not only by the Town Officials but by the general public, 
who would have been put to a very great inconvenience 
had this cross-town connection been entirely closed as 
such a procedure would have necessitated a detour of 
about three and one-half miles. 

Plans and estimates of cost and schedule of better- 
ments were prepared for Jordan Road and Lancaster 
Terrace. The former road was included in the Warrant 
for the Annual Town Meeting last year but was with- 
drawn before action by the meeting on account of the 
necessary releases not having been obtained. 

Plans, specifications and schedules of betterments have 
been prepared for the following streets: 


Chilton Street. 
Churchill Street. 
Cramond Road. 
Lapland Street. 
Risley Road. 
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Sherrin Road. 
Conant Road. 
Payson Road. 
Hackensack Road. 
Leland Road. 


The Department has also been directed to prepare a 
plan and estimate of cost for the widening of Cypress 
Street to a width of 50 feet, from Searle Avenue to Davis 
Avenue. 

The Department was requested to report on the ques- 
tion of the widening of Newton Street, from South Street 
easterly and prepared a tentative plan showing a study 
for a width of 80 feet for the remainder of the distance 
to the West Roxbury line. The portion of Newton Street 
from the Newton Line to South Street is already laid out 
to that width except for the portion which parallels the 
West Roxbury Parkway. This portion, together with 
the parkway, include a total width of 125 feet. The sug- 
gestion presented was practically on the basis of the 
plans made by the former Town Engineer, Mr. Alexis H. 
French, except that a more decided straightening of line 
was recommended near Clyde Street, where there is a 
bad reverse curve. 

The Department was finally directed to prepare plans 
and estimates on the basis of a 60-feet width to Clyde 
Street and this plan as well as Cypress Street will be 
completed ready for action by the town at the next 
Annual Meeting. 

The remainder of the surface of Summit Avenue, 
from Mason Terrace to the Boston Line, was paved with 
a reinforced concrete surface similar to that laid the 
previous year on the easterly section of this street. This 
work was carried out in a very satisfactory manner by 
A. A. R. Doyle. 

Under a contract with John McCourt Company the 
remainder of the northerly roadway of Beacon Street, 
from Corey Road to the Boston Line, was resurfaced 
with a sheet asphalt top on a concrete base. This work 
was completed very satisfactorily well within the time 
specified in the contract. The bridle path was also re- 
surfaced with a bituminous macadam top. 

Late in the fall a contract was made with A. G. Tom- 
asello & Son, Inc., for resurfacing Hammond Street, 
from Boylston Street 500 feet westerly, with a sheet 
asphalt top on a concrete base. 

Permanent monuments of either granite, concrete or 
iron have been set at all points of curvature in the streets 
which have been constructed during the year, the total 
number being 173. In addition there have been 42 monu- 
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ments set on other streets in the Town and 6 reset on 
account of changes in grade necessitated by the recon- 
_ struction of sidewalks, etc.

Board of Survey 


The lines and grades of eight (8) streets have been 
passed upon by this Department and after the necessary 
changes have been approved by the Board of Survey. 
The appended table shows all the streets acted upon by 
that Board up to the present time. 


Park Department 


In March a contract was made by the City of Boston 
with D. M. Biggs & Co., for the removal of deposits in 
Leverett Pond and the River through the Riverdale Park- 
way. An agreement was made between the City and the 
Town by which the City should carry out the work and 
‘the Town pay for a certain proportion of the total cost. 
It was also agreed that the Town should furnish such 
additional engineering assistance as required by the City. 
An assistant from this Department was detailed to assist 
the Boston engineers. The work was completed within 
the time specified in the contract. 

This Department has set monuments in the new line 
which was established by the agreement between the 
Town and the Country Club, where an exchange of land 
has: been made on account of the proposed Municipal 
Golf Club. An accurate topographical survey was made 
of the area adjacent to Newton Street opposite Wolcott 
Road, where a contemplated Golf Club House is to be 
located and points have been placed to show the location 
of the new building. The necessary levels regarding 
drainage for the golf course was furnished to the land- 
scape architects, Stiles and Van Kleek. The question of 
drainage is a very serious one and this Department has 
endeavored to give all assistance possible in connection 
with the working out of the problem. As there are 400 
acres of land which must drain through the grounds in 
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addition to the area of the land itself, and as the surface 
is for almost its entire length practically level, it can be 
readily seen that the drainage problem is a very import- . 
ant factor to be considered in connection with the con- 
struction of the course. 

Various other lines and grades have been given on 
different park areas from time to time at the request of 
the Park Department. 


Water Department 


The method adopted last year of including in the con- 
tracts for streets or sewers the excavation necessary for 
the laying of water pipes in all new streets has been con- 
tinued this year and has proved most satisfactory both 
on account of the advantageous prices and because of the 
fact that it enables the actual work of street construc- 
tion to be carried out much more expeditiously. | 


Assessors’ Plans 


For many years it has been customary to furnish the 
various departments of the Town with sets of assessors’ 
plans. In some cases photostatic reproductions on a much 
smaller scale were used and for other departments direct | 
prints from Assessors’ tracings on a scale of 50 were fur- 
nished. This year a new method was followed and the 
plans were reproduced on a scale of about 120 by a black 
and white process. The entire set of plans was bound 
in book form, which made a volume very convenient for 
all purposes. An edition of 100 was published at a cost 
to the Town of $620. Of this edition 70 were sold to 
real estate dealers and others at a price of $10.00 each, 
so that as far as publishing was concerned, there was no 
cost to the Town even for the volumes used by. its own 
departments. This, of course, does not take into con- 
sideration the actual cost of preparing the plans, of 
which no estimate has been made. The preparing of 
these plans and bringing them up to date, which neces- 
sitates ordinarily about 5,000 changes, was done as usual 
by this Department. It is hoped that some such arrange- 
ment for publishing may be made this year although it 
is not expected that enough copies will be sold to offset 
the entire cost. 


Planning Board 


Many studies have been made of various public im- 
provements for the Planning Board. 
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Miscellaneous 


On November 12 the Officials of the City of Newton 
met the Brookline Committee and perambulated the 
boundary line between Brookline and Newton and certi- 
fied that all monuments were in place. Previous to the 
perambulation the monuments had been examined by 
this Department and it was found that the stone marking 
the point where the line crossed Heath Street in Brook- 
line (Florence Street in Newton) had been removed. 
This was replaced with a substantial monument before 
the perambulation. A granite monument 4 feet in height 
was set on the northerly line of Newton Street as ac- 
cepted by the Town December 6, 1928 where it is inter- 
sected by the Brookline-Newton line. 

In connection with the construction of Ledyard Road 
and Clearwater Road large granite monuments were set 
on the Brookline-Boston Line where it was intersected by 
the southerly line of Ledyard Road and the easterly line 
of Clearwater Road. 

The usual number of photographs have been taken for 
accident cases and lawsuits. In addtion to this there have 
been a great number of photographs taken as records of 
the construction work, it being the practice of the De- 
partment to cover the entire length of all new streets 
before construction starts so that a complete record may 
be kept of the actual conditions in case of any dispute in 
connection with land damages. It is the intention of the 
Department to make a record of the conditions immedi- 
ately after the completion but owing to the great pres- 
sure of work this record has not been kept up to date as 
closely as desirable. The total number of photographs 
taken during 1930 was about 198. 

The usual number of display plans have been made for 
Town Meetings, Hearings, etc. 

One hundred thirty-two house numbers have been as- 
signed for new buildings. It has not been possible to 
check up the actual number placed on the buildings in 
accordance with the law but it is hoped that this may 
be done during the winter as it is most important that 
the proper number be placed on all buildings. 

The five Ford cars owned by this Department have 
been in constant use during the year and in addition two 
others were furnished by the Town Engineer. A great 
proportion of the work of the Department during the 
past year has been in the southerly part of the Town, 
where there are no other transportation facilities and 
it is only because of the availability of all these cars that 
the Department has been able to attend properly to its 
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work as the contracts were separated by a distance of 
at least five miles in some cases. The supplying of extra 
cars made it possible to dispense with the services of 
probably at least two inspectors. The amount of the 
contract work has been so great that the regular work 
of the Department has been much neglected. This has 
been the condition for the past two years and will prob- 
ably continue another year. If this is the case an 
addition to the number of assistants must be made as it 
is imperative that the records of the Department be kept 
up to date. The Assessor’s plans, for which this De- 
partment is responsible, are not progressing as rapidly 
as could be wished and the set of sewer plans are in such 
condition that they are in certain cases almost unusable. 

The Town Engineer wishes to thank his assistants for 
the manner in which they have responded to the extra 
tasks assigned them. 

There has been the usual amount of overtime neces- 
sary on account of the hours which practically all the 
contractors insist on working but the question of pay- 
ment for this overtime has been satisfactorily adjusted.

In 1929, a petition was filed by the town employees 
requesting the extension of the Saturday half holiday to 
the entire twelve month period. This petition after re- 
ceiving the approval of the Board of Selectmen, as well 
as the Committee of Thirty, was finally adopted at the 
annual Town Meeting. The budget for 1931 will there- 
fore provide for the entire twelve month period. 

The department has co-operated in every way possible 
to relieve the acute unemployment situation. The tem-. 
porary summer employees who are usually laid. off in 
November were retained until the end of the year. In 
addition to this, approximately thirty-five men were em- 
ployed during the month of December.

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At the special town meeting in November, an addi- 
tional appropriation of $2,500.00 was made to provide 
funds for unemployment relief. This amount was 
expended for intensive cleaning in the southern part of 
the town. The ever increasing automobile traffic reflects 
itself materially in the cleaning work required in the 
congested areas. The constant attention of the patrol 
sweeper must be given to his entire section. It is truly 
discouraging to him upon retracing his steps after a 
comparatively short time to find that the freshly 
cleaned area is again littered with newspapers, candy 
wrappers, fruit refuse, etc. It is the argument of sani- 
tation officials that a community can be no cleaner than 
the lowest standard prevailing among its inhabitants. 
This is a sad commentary on our civic pride and it is 
hoped that the citizens of Brookline will strive to co- 
operate in every way possible to keep our town clean and 
orderly.

Brookline maintains a very high standard of snow re- 
moval. Thoroughfare plowing begins as soon as from two 
to three inches of snow has fallen and is continued until 
the work is completed. Sidewalks are plowed to permit 
pedestrians to pass in comfort until the men are able to 
shovel the walks clean. The business areas are thor- 
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oughly cleared to enable the merchants to conduct busi- 
ness with the least possible interruption due to parking 
problems of patrons. 

Last year certain streets in the interest of safety were 
set aside for the children for coasting. To this list was 
added a portion of Woodland Road in the rear of Holy- 
hood Cemetery, Lawton Street, and Stanton Road from 
Weybridge Road to Greenough Street. 

The department now possesses a full complement of 
modern snow fighting equipment. 

The increasing tendency of automobiles to travel with- 
out skid chains has increased the expectations of this 
department with respect to sanding. A generous quantity 
of sand is also used on the sidewalks to safeguard pedes- 
trian travel whenever quick freezing prevents the street 
department forces from shovelling the walks entirely 
clean. This liberal use of sand consequently increases 
the burden of our street cleaning forces each spring. It 
is interesting to note, however, the apparent decrease in 
the pedestrian snow and ice claims against the town. 

A new 300 gallon gasoline tank was purchased and 
mounted on one of our old chassis to refuel the various 
trucks and tractors which are engaged in snow work. 
This enables the work to proceed without the necessity of 
these units returning to the town yard with the conse- 
quent loss of time.

A marked improvement in traffic regulation has re- 
sulted from the installation of electric automatic signals 
at the junction of Cypress and Washington Streets as 
well as at Washington Square. 

All traffic signs and signals throughout the town have 
been standardized to conform to the state regulations 
which have been adopted by the Department of Public 
Works acting under authority of the statute. 

A new utility building was erected on the Kent Street 
lot which provides adequate storage and shelter for tools 
and other equipment. Sanitary facilities in accordance 
with Health Regulations have also been provided. 

The proper and adequate storage of sand has always 
been a problem of the department. When it was stored 
in the open, freezing greatly hindered the work of load- 
ing sand trucks. A sand shed having a maximum capac- 
ity of 300 tons was constructed adjacent to the utility 
- building. . 

As provided by the budget, a new gasoline motor drawn 
road roller was purchased as well as a new Chevrolet car 
for one of the inspectors. 

The department during the past season completed 
approximately 4.75 miles of resurfacing and 9.2 miles of 
flush coat treatment. The road way of Hammond Street 
from a point south of Heath Street to Woodland Road 
which portion is constructed on a telford base was sur-. 
faced with an asphalt top and should provide many more 
years of service. 

Last year, Beacon Street and Boylston Street were 
designated as “through ways’. As a consequence thereof 
movement of traffic along these thoroughfares has shown 
a marked improvement and accordingly Harvard Street 
within the limits of Brookline was similarly designated. 

An experiment with a new patented type of macadam 
roadway known as Penolithic is being carried on certain 
portions of Cypress Street and Essex Street. 

Under a co-operative contract with the City of Boston 
the much needed work of cleaning Leverett Pond and the 
brook channel was completed. In consequence also of the 
separation of surface drainage program, there are now 
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three drain inlets entering the Pond. These inlets have a 
tendency to vary the temperature of the water in the 
ponds with a consequent danger to skaters in wintertime. 
The Park Commissioners of Boston and Brookline have 
been notified to this effect for the purpose of taking what- 
ever action they may deem necessary. 

The comparatively open winter experienced this year 
resulted in excessive road disintegration due to frost ac- 
tion which necessitated a proportionately larger amount 
of bituminous patching. 

A macadam surface was laid on Allandale Road and 
during the work, the roadway was considerably widened. 
This new roadway now furnishes an excellent route to 
West Roxbury and the Arnold Arboretum. 

Continuing the work of providing sufficient railings 
along public ways as required by statute, fences were con- 
structed along the Reservoir on Lee Street and on Ham- 
mond Street. 

The entire cost of maintaining the Highway Depart- 
ment garage has been transferred to the various appro- 
priations by means of a rental charge for the use of 
equipment. 

The receipts and transfers of the department which 
are credited to the Highway, Sidewalk and Sanitation 
accounts amounted to $19,201.13. Although the amount 
received for sidewalk work was approximately 60% 
higher than 1929, yet the total receipts were sub- 
stantially lower than the figure of $25,000.00 for the 
previous year. This was due to the business depression 
which reflected materially in the building activity. Only 
thirty-seven permits for building purposes in fact were 
issued as compared with one hundred and six for the 
previous year. The total number of permits for all pur- 
poses were 1301 as against 1688 for the year 1929.

The work of laying an improved pavement on Aspin- 
wall Avenue which has become an important and highly 
travelled crosstown thoroughfare will be undertaken next 
year. The work has been contemplated for some time 
but was delayed pending the laying of a new surface 
water drain which was installed this year. 

It is also the intention of the department to remove the 
wood block pavement on Washington Street from Park 
Street to Beacon Street and lay an asphalt top on the 
existing concrete base. Any unexpended balance will be 
used to extend the improved pavement on the north road- 
way of Beacon Street.

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Considerable damage has been done to sidewalks 
throughout the town due to the promiscuous crossing by 
automobile owners where no driveway has been con- 
structed. Tree lawns have been worn away and concrete 
as well as gyranolithic walks have been broken and 
cracked. Due to the alarming increase of the abuse, the 
department will conduct a survey each year to determine 
the location of the offenders. Unless proper driveways 
are constructed, it will be necessary to prosecute property 
owners for crossing without a permit. _ 

A new half-ton sidewalk roller was purchased for use 
in connection with the laying of asphalt sidewalks. Its 
use has effected a much smoother walk and greater com- 
pression. 

An additional appropriation of $5,000.00 was voted at 
the November meeting for unemployment relief. This 
together with the $2,500.00 appropriation for cleaning 
enabled the department to employ approximately thirty- 
five extra men until the end of December.

As a result of the new sewer which has been laid in 
Newton Street, it will no longer be necessary to actively 
maintain the electric service pump opposite the pumping 
station. 

During severe rainstorms, the department has always 
been called upon to assist property owners in pumping 
out cellars. It has been necessary in the past to call upon 
the Fire Department. As an emergency measure, this 
department has purchased two modern pressure pumps 
and will be equipped for any such emergency to clear 
cellars in the shortest possible time and thereby minimize 
damage to public or private property. 


Carlton Street Passageway 


An appropriation of $1,000.00 was made at the Novem- 
ber meeting to provide for the extension of the passage- 
way from Monmouth Street across land used by the Fire 
and School Departments through to St. Mary’s Street. 
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This work which was done at a cost of $903.92 was neces- 
sary to enable the proper manipulation of service and 
sanitary collection trucks.

The net cost of $73,868.15 for the collection and dis- 
posal of ashes and paper represents the lowest cost for 
this work during the past ten years. | 

The problems of dumping facilities for non-combustible 
material continues to be the major consideration. For- 
tunately we have been authorized by the Metropolitan 
District Commission to deposit filling along the line of the 
proposed parkway extension east of Newton Street. This 
should relieve the situation somewhat for 1931 although 
the long haul for the trucks will undoubtedly reduce the 
collection tonnage of each truck. 

The encroachment of the new golf course onto the land 
of the Highway Department will be felt quite keenly in 
the proper operation of the Incinerator inasmuch as the 
lowlands which were used for the depositing of non-com- 
bustible residue will no longer be available.

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COLLECTION OF GARBAGE 


January 1, 1931. 


To the Board of Health:— 


Gentlemen:—I respectfully submit the annual report 
of the expenditures and of the work done in the collection 
of garbage for the year ending December 31, 1930. 

The contract with the Cedarcrest Farm, Waltham for 
the garbage delivered at their plant was renewed on 
May 1, for a period of two years on the basis of the town 
receiving $12,000.00 per annum for all the material 
delivered. 

The present system of collection of garbage which was 
instituted in 1921 continues. The householder receives 
three collections per week and commercial establishments 
daily. Owing to the increased number of new houses in 
the southerly part of the Town it is necessary to purchase 
an additional truck to take care of a new route to be estab- 
lished. The budget for 1931 includes an amount to take 
care of this new truck.

Legislative enactments have brought nearly every 
commodity in use, either directly or indirectly, under the 
Weights and Measures laws, the intelligent enforce- 
ment of which affords needed protection to the public 
through promoting greater care and justice in commer- 
cial transactions. Consequently the foregoing tabula- 
tions, while complete, but partially indicate the amount 
and value of the work. The continued commercial 
growth of the town, with the more general use of the 
more modern time-saving weighing and measuring 
devices, has made it necessary to be prepared at all 
times to go out with the apparatus for re-testing pumps, 
meters, scales, etc. at places of business. The small 
sedan truck, purchased in April, has made it possible 
to do the work with greater economy and efficiency. 

Testing and Sealing. There has been a large increase 
in the number of gasolene and oil pumps, many of 
which are equipped with the new electric meters which 
require the utmost care in adjusting when first tested. 
All types of measuring pumps are continually getting 
out of order, and, because of the increased number, 
the necessary re-testing and sealing constitute the 
larger part of this work. In testing and sealing new 
weighing and measuring devices it has been found ad- 
visable to have a representative of the manufacturers 
present whenever possible. This procedure has effected

a saving of time, reduced condemnations and prevented 
inconvenience to merchants. 

Re-Weighings. The re-weighings are separately 
tabulated this year in order to correspond with the 
form used by the State Department, consequently cubic 
measurements and various capacity determinations 
made are tabulated under Inspections. There were 
226 more re-weighings than last year, 126 more were 
found underweight and 160 more overweight. A very 
large percentage of the most commonly used foodstuffs 
was included in those underweight; these were mostly 
packaged by large manufacturers from other states. 
Action taken through the Federal and State authorities 
has effected large savings to both consumers and mer- 
chants. After finding that many twenty-five pound 
bags of nut coal, put up by two out-of-town dealers, 
were inexcusably underweight, and one dealer’s supply 
contained in addition excessive amounts of pea coal 
and screenings, some of the bags were taken to the 
State Department to determine the amount of inferior 
coal. Upon inspecting conditions at the yards mechan- 
ical defects in the bagging machines were found. The 
dealers promptly complied with the order to remove 
the shortweight and poor quality coal from the Brook- ° 
line stores and, as the expense was considerable, prose- 
cutions were withheld. This department has recently 
purchased a Federal standard round mesh sizing 
machine and will now be in a position to make its own 
determinations for prosecution and keep a close check 
on both bag and bulk coal. Nineteen per cent of bag 
coal, eleven per cent of bread, twenty-three per cent of 
flour and twenty-seven per cent of ice were found 
underweight in amounts to warrant the prosecution 
made and notifications sent to Federal and State auth- 
orities. Adjustments to citizens have been because of 
errors and omissions amounting to several hundred dol- 
lars. Only two loads of coal were found slightly under- 
weight, the majority being from ten to fifty pounds 
overweight. 

Inspections... Complaints against and discrepancies 
at chain stores have greatly increased and are largely 
against those concerns whose systems of operation 
make the store employees responsible financially for 
the weight of all foodstuffs consigned to them. This 
policy encourages sharp practices, which, in many in- 
stances, are sheer dishonesty. A large number of these 
discrepancies were overcharges of one or two cents; 
thus the consumers are obliged to absorb the normal 
merchandising shrinkage which should rightfully be 
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borne by the corporations. Much has been accomp- 
lished by inducing chain store officials to eliminate such 
procedures as react unfavorably to consumers, but 
prosecution will be resorted to if necessary. Fewer in- 
accuracies in clinical thermometers, peddlers’ scales, 
bread labels and milk jars were found, while taxi- 
meters and net-weight packaged goods required a 
great deal of effort in effecting satisfactory corrections. 

Peddlers. Through the co-operation of the State 
Director of Standards and the Chief of Police the num- 
ber of peddlers has been reduced .to those against 
whom no complaints have been received. The few vio- 
lations found were immediately corrected and no prose- 
cutions were made by the police. 

Miscellaneous. There was but one prosecution for 
short weight ice which resulted in conviction. As a 
result of complaints, investigations and adjustments 
were made in six cases, all favorable to purchasers. 
The capacity determinations were made upon requests 
of citizens. Such services as the law requires of a 
Measurer of Wood and Bark, an Inspector of Petrol- 
eum or a Surveyor of Lumber were rendered. Two ad- 
justments were made and the certificates issued when 
required. 


Fuel Furnished The Town 


Coal. The anthracite and bituminous coal delivered 
under the 1930-31 contracts have been from the same 
sources as that furnished by the same contractors in 
previous years, consequently mechanical analysis was 
not necessary. Both supplies and also the screenings 
have been of exceptionally good quality. A consider- 
able quantity of bituminous coal delivered the first of 
the year under the 1929-30 contract did not conform to 
the specifications as to slack and consequently, with the 
exception of the two central heating plants where it 
was used in combination with screenings, was unsuit- 
able for the type of grates used. It was necessary to 
take the matter up with the Board and order the coal 
replaced in certain buildings, after which all further 
deliveries were satisfactory. The following table 
shows the quality of coal delivered with amounts and 
adjustments. The specified standard for ash in furn- 
ace and egg is 10.5 per cent; stove and nut 12.5 per 
cent; yard screenings 16 per cent; bituminous 8 per 
cent and 14,300 B. T. U’s.

Fuel Ou. Following the installation of oil burners in 
several of the municipal buildings during the summer 
it was thought advisable to investigate the conditions 
under which other municipalities purchased fuel oil, 
before presenting a form of contract to the Board for 
adoption. This afforded opportunity to obtain data 
from the Federal Bureau of Mines and to consult fuel 
oil experts. A form of contract has now been drafted 
and approved by the Town Counsel. It will be re- 
written and submitted to the Board at an early date. 
In view of the variations in the samples analyzed it is 
recommended that all fuel oil be purchased under 
a contract as soon as possible. The fuel oil thus far used 
has been purchased under agreement as to quality and 
price. While it has been of good quality averaging 19,350 
B. T. U’s per pound, six of the eight samples analyzed 
were not within the specified gravity, varying from 34.5° 
to 84.9° Baumé at 60° Fah. The oil most suitable for the 
types of burners in use should be 28°—32° Baumé at 60° 
Fah. Attention has been given to other details necessary 
to insure an economical and satisfactory fuel supply.

REPORT OF THE GYMNASIUM 
AND BATH COMMITTEE 


December 31, 1930. 


The Gymnasium and Bath Committee herewith 
present their annual report for the year ending Decem- 
ber 31, 1930. 

The classes at the gymnasium and the swimming pool 
have been very well attended during the past year. 
While the numbers at the gymnasium show a slight 
drop from the preceding year, this is due to the fact 
that the classes were not started until October 15 in- 
stead of the usual time of October 1, because during 
the American Legion Convention the building was used 
for housing about 300 visiting Legionnaires. 

In addition to the regular gymnasium group work the 
members have the opportunity of playing handball, indoor 
baseball, basketball, as well as using all the various pieces 
of apparatus. A League of six teams was conducted in 
basketball, and suitable prizes were awarded to the 
winners. 

Free instruction in swimming is always available to 
the residents of the town and in addition classes in Life 
Saving are held, for which certificates of the American 
Red Cross Association are awarded to those who pass the 
prescribed test. 

The shower baths at the Heath School continue to be 
open to the residents in that vicinity and the attendance 
figures indicate that the privilege is appreciated. During 
the past year 8,462 baths were taken in that building. 
The showers are open two evenings a week in the winter 
and three evenings-and Saturday afternoons in the sum- 
mer.

REPORT OF THE PLAYGROUND 
COMMISSIONERS 


December 31, 1930. 


The Board of Playground Commissioners herewith 
present their annual report for the year ending Decem- 
ber 31, 1930. 

The duties of the Playground Department are divided 
into supervised play on the various playgrounds during 
the summer months, and the conducting of the recrea- 
tional center in the Winthrop School during the other 
months of the year. 

During the past summer recreational classes were held 
on eight of the town grounds with experienced instruc- 
tors in charge, and large numbers of children took ad- 
vantage of the opportunities offered for supervised play 
in various forms. 

Once again a Twilight Baseball League composed of 
six teams from various parts of the town carried out a 
long schedule of games, which contests were held three 
evenings each week, and afforded, in addition to the ex- 
ercise of those participating, much pleasure and enter- 
tainment for large crowds of adults who witnessed them. 

During the afternoons and evenings of the Fall and 
winter months, the recreational centers at the Winthrop 
School on Brookline Avenue provided for the boys and 
girls a varied program, consisting of games, handwork, 
dancing and other activities. There was also a Mothers’ 
Club conducted one evening each week which was for 
social purposes and which was likewise largely attended.

REPORT OF THE PLANNING 
BOARD 
For the Year Ending December 31, 1930 


The Planning Board respectfully submits to the 
Town its seventeenth annual report for the year end- 
ing December 31, 1930. 

There have been six regular meetings of the Board 
and three public hearings. 

At the Annual Town Meeting Mr. James D. Hender- 
son was elected for a term of one year, William B. 
Coffin for a term of two years and John H. Sherburne 
for a term of three years. 

On December 15 General John H. Sherburne, Chair- 
man of the Board, tendered his resignation on account 
of business which took him away from Boston and on 
December 29 a joint convention was held with the 
Selectmen and the Planning Board and Mr. Henry 
Ware was elected to fill the vacancy. Ata meeting of 
the Planning Board held on the same day Mr. Gorham 
Dana was elected Chairman. 

On January 6 a hearing was held to consider three 
petitions for changes in zone. Mr. John J. Gaffey, 
owner of a lot of land on the westerly side of Milton 
Road, petitioned that the zone be changed so that this 
lot would be in a 8-D district. All the abutters signed 
the petition and no one appeared to object. After 
taking the matter under consideration the Board voted 
to recommend this change to the Town and at the 
Annual Town Meeting a vote was passed making it a 
3-D district. 

The second petition was from Carbone, et al, own- 
ers of the lot of land on the northeasterly side of 
Harvard Street at Green Street, who wished to have 
the business district in which the greater part of their 
lot was situated extended so that it would include a 
depth of 150 feet. The Board took favorable action 
on this petition on the basis of a depth of 140 feet and 
presented it to the Selectmen for insertion in the 
annual warrant. This recommendation was not ac- 
cepted by the Town Meeting. 

The third petition was for a change in zone of 
property on the northeasterly side of Westbourne Ter- 
race owned by Esau Jenkins et al. After hearing the 
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arguments for and against the change the Board voted 
to lay the petition on the table. 

On May 22 another hearing on the Carbone petition 
was held after being duly advertised. As a majority 
of the Planning Board was not present at this hearing, 
at a subsequent meeting of the Board it was decided 
that the petitioner was entitled to another duly adver- 
tised hearing and on December 22 such a hearing was 
held to reconsider the petition and also three other 
requests for changes in zone. The first request was 
that all the land between Mountfort Street, the Boston 
and Albany Railroad and St. Mary’s Street be placed 
in the 2-B district. The second petition was that the 
remainder of the land owned by Frank B. Connor on 
Davis Court be changed to a business district. The 
third petition was that the land owned by Carroll and 
Healey on the easterly side of Hammond Street near 
Heath Street, be changed from a residential to a business 
district. 

After the hearing the Board took under considera- 
tion the arguments presented and in the case of the 
first request voted to recommend to the town that the 
two lots fronting on St. Mary’s Street and the lot 
immediately in the rear of these two lots on Mountfort 
Street be changed to a 2-B district. These lots are 
designated on the Assessors’ Plans as being Lots 1, 2 
and 3, in Block 6. 

Petition No. 2 was for change in zone of land owned. 
by Frank B. Connor on Davis Court. As Mr. Connor 
did not appear the matter was laid on the table. 

On the third and fourth petitions it was voted to 
defer action. 

At a meeting of the Board held December 29 Mr. 
Connor appeared before the Board and was given an 
opportunity to state his reasons for wishing for the 
change in zone of his property on Davis Court. After 
considering the arguments the Board voted to recom- 
mend to the town that the remainder of the lot owned 
by Mr. Connor, fronting on Davis Court, be changed 
from a 3-D district to a 2-C district. 

On petition No. 3 relative to a change in zone of land 
owned by Carbone, at the corner of Harvard and 
Green Streets the Board voted to make the same 
recommendation to the town as at the previous hear- 
ing when the same matter was considered by them, 
which was that Mr. Carbone’s land between the por- 
tion now in the business district and a line 140 feet 
from Harvard Street be placed in a business zone. 
The fourth petition was for change in zone of land 
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owned by Carroll and Healey on Hammond Street. It 
was voted to lay the matter on the table. 

The Board has approved plans for several new 
streets in various parts of the town. Plans for the 
development of a portion of the Lapham Estate on 
Heath Street were presented at the meeting of the 
Board on September 15 and several suggestions were 
made as to alignment and location which were adopted 
by the owner. At the same meeting the landscape 
architect representing the Dolan Estate on South 
Street presented. plans for four streets for the develop- 
ment of this property which were approved after 
minor changes. 

The Board has given considerable study to the ques- 
tion of a proposed street which would lead from Boy]- 
ston Street across to Cleveland Circle and plans show- 
ing several locations have been presented to the Board 
by the Engineering Department. It was thought by 
the Board that this might relieve the traffic situation 
on Boylston Street between this point and the Boston 
‘line when the Worcester Turnpike is rebuilt. No 
definite recommendation has been made as yet. 

Much consideration has been given to the question 
of the widening of Boylston Street through Brookline. 
This street formed a part of the old Worcester Turn- 
pike. It is the intention of the State to improve this 
street for its entire length so as to make it the main 
artery between Boston and Worcester. The past sea- 
son a contract has been let for the construction of 
about 14 miles at the westerly end and plans are being 
made for the continuation of this work towards Boston 
and a second contract will be let early in 1931. This 
means that a great volume of traffic will be turned on 
to this thoroughfare within a short time and it is im- 
perative that the question of the improvement of the 
Brookline section be taken up at once. The Board 
hopes to make a definite reeommendation to the Town 
in connection with their study for the improvement 
of the entrance to the Village. 

At the request of the Selectmen the Planning Board 
is considering plans for the improvement of Wash- 
ington Street, between Village Square and the Boston 
Line, this always having been considered the main 
entrance to the Town. This is one of the most difficult 
problems presented to the Board since the question of 
zoning, as it involves not only caring for the increase 
of the vehicular traffic which will be caused by the 
Boylston Street improvement but also the question of 
a proper terminus for the proposed Huntington Avenue 
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Subway, as well as the other street car lines which 
may have to remain on the surface. So many ques- 
tions are involved that it will take considerable time to 
work the matter out in all its details but the Board 
intends to give the matter careful and continuous con- 
sideration until a satisfactory plan is worked out, as it 
realizes that until a final definite plan has been made | 
and approved by all parties nothing can be done either 
in the direction of land takings or construction. 

~ Because of the great importance of this matter and 
the Boylston Street widening problem, the Board is 
desirous of engaging the services of an expert in City 
Planning and have asked Mr. Robert Whitten to prepare 
a brief report on the need for the preparation of a traffic 
and thorofare plan for the northerly part of the Town of 
Brookline. Mr. Whitten is the expert who has been em- 
ployed by the City of Boston to study the problems of | 
greater Boston and has just published a most complete 
report on that subject. Mr. Whitten’s report is as follows: 


To the Brookline Planning Board: 


The Need for the Preparation of a Traffic and Thoro- 
fare Plan for the Northerly Part of the 
Town of Brookline 


The Town of Brookline is confronted with serious 
traffic problems that seem to demand a solution on 
general town planning lines. A number of improve- 
ment projects are being considered that are so inter- © 
related that it is unwise to decide them without their 
being carefully co-ordinated with each other and with 
a general plan of town development. 

There are many factors that make the present an 
opportune time for Brookline to make a careful sur- 
vey of street and traffic problems as they affect the 
northerly part of the Town and particularly the area 
in and around Village Square. 

These are: 

1. The reconstruction now under way of the Wor- 
cester turnpike by the State Highway Department and 
its proposed extension through Boylston Street and Vil- 
lage Square to the Riverway and Huntington Avenue. 

2. The proposed Huntington Avenue subway and 
its effect on vehicular, street car and motor bus traffic 
in and around Village Square. 

3. The proposed separation of roadway grades at 
the Riverway, Huntington Avenue and Washington 
Street at the Boston-Brookline line and its effect on ad- 
jacent highways and park drives in Brookline. 
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4. The proposal contained in the Thorofare Plan of 
the Boston City Planning Board for the development of 
a park roadway extending along the westerly or Brook- 
line side of the Muddy River and paralleling the Riv- 
erway. 

5. The proposal contained in the Thorofare Plan 
of the Boston City Planning Board for the Construction 
by the State of the so-called Roxbury Crosstown ex- 
press highway extending from the Old Colony Park- 
way to the Charles River at Ashby Street and located 
partly along St. Mary’s Street at the Boston-Brookline 
line. 

6. Plans to improve the approaches to the Cottage 
Farm Bridge. 

7. The proposal to extend the Boylston Street sub- 
way out Commonwealth Avenue. 

8. The proposed war memorial in its relation to 
proposed highway improvements. 

In connection with the Worcester Turnpike now un- 
der construction which will lead directly into Boylston 
Street at the Newton line it is necessary to determine 
whether Boylston Street should be widened, whether 
the present car tracks can be removed and motor buses 
installed and what changes need be made at Village 
Square. Also whether it may be desirable to construct 
a new highway from Boylston Street to Beacon Street 
at or near Cleveland Circle so that a portion of the 
traffic coming in over the new route will be diverted 
to Beacon Street or to Commonwealth Avenue. A 
careful estimate should be made of probable traffic 
coming into Brookline over the Worcester route so that 
the plans for widening and other improvements may 
be based on the probable traffic to be served. Boylston 
Street now has a width varying all the way from 65 
to 100 feet. 

The Trustees of the Metropolitan Transit District 
have submitted plans for subway extensions that vital- 
ly affect Brookline. The Huntington Avenue subway 
as at present proposed will extend either to South 
Huntington Avenue or to a terminal near Village 
Square. It is assumed that it may be extended later 
over the Highland Branch of the Boston and Albany 
Railroad. Present plans should be carefully consid- 
ered by Brookline with reference to the best ultimate 
disposition of stations, terminals and surface tracks in 
and around Village Square. If the Highland Branch 
is to be used in connection with the subway at some 
future time, the present station, terminals and track 
arrangements should be planned with that in view. 
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Beacon Street, the principal traffic route through 
Brookline, should be carefully studied as to location 
and width of its roadways and the improvement of 
traffic conditions at important intersections. Beacon 
Street is 160 feet wide. It has a double roadway; one 
of 30 feet and one of 50 feet. It also has a reservation 
for surface tracks and a “‘bridle path.” The “bridle 
path” is used for parking of automobiles. The 30-foot 
roadway was designed for use as a service roadway 
only, but is now used also for one-direction traffic. 
During rush hours this 30-foot roadway is very con- 
gested. 

Many of the improvements already referred to cen- 
ter in and about Village Square. They are all more 
or less interrelated and need to be studied in connec- 
tion with a general plan of devolpment for Village 
Square and its vicinity. The fulfillment of such general 
plan may well envisage the economic and aesthetic re- 
generation of this important center and gateway. 

The Boston City Planning Board has recently sub- 
mitted its Thorofare Plan Report. This is a most care- 
ful and comprehensive survey and a number of its im- 
portant highway and parkway proposals vitally affect 
Brookline. They should be studied with reference to 
Brookline’s needs and interests and with reference to 
any adjustments and improvements in Brookline 
streets that may be appropriate to secure a reasonable 
correlation with Boston’s proposals. 

. The Division of Metropolitan Planning in co-opera- 

tion with the Boston Planning Board has made a most 
complete traffic analysis: and forecast covering the en- 
tire metropolitan district, so that an unusually com- 
plete factual basis is available for a study of Brook- 
line’s highway requirements to take care of present 
and future traffic. 

It is evident that the Town has a considerable num- 
ber of rather urgent highway and transit problems. 
They are closely interrelated. It would be unwise to 
attempt their solution in a piecemeal manner. They 
all involve consideration not only of present needs and 
conditions but a careful appraisal of future improve- 
ments and requirements. All the present projects need 
to be considered as parts of a general plan designed to 
meet future as well as present needs. 

A special appropriation of not less than $4,000 will 
be required in order that the Board may undertake 
this work. With this amount for special studies and 
with the co-operation of the Town Engineer it will be 
feasible to prepare a co-ordinated plan in which the 
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various problems and projects now under consider- 
ation will find their appropriate solution and place. 

The cost of the proposed studies and plan will be 
saved many times over in the future cost of adjust- 
ments and corrections that would otherwise be re- 
quired. Moreover, these studies and plans will add 
immensely to the efficiency and value of the improve- 
ments which will in any case be made.

The number of deaths in the town from all causes 


was 498 including 136 deaths of persons temporarily 
sojourning here. The mortality rate per 1,000 inhabit- 
ants was 11.88 as compared with 11.55 in 1929. 

We request all citizens to read the reports of the 
different health departments and especially that of 
the Health Officer. 

We call special attention to the following points. 
The deaths from heart disease have increased, there 
being more deaths from that cause than any other. 
The deaths from this disease last year were 28% of 
all the deaths in the town. Angina pectoris or disease 
of the coronary artery of the heart is the particular 
form of heart disease which is responsible for most of 
this increase. The suggestions of the Health Officer in 
his report are interesting in this connection. There was 
an increase in the number of cases of diphtheria in the 
town showing that there are still unprotected children. 
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It is encouraging to note that we had the smallest 
number of cases of tuberculosis reported in many 
years. There was only one death from tuberculosis of 
persons under 30 years of age. This shows the value 
of prevention work. For the first time in the history 
of the department there were cases reported of psitta- 
cosis and the comments of the Health Officer show the 
probable cause of this disease being in Brookline. 

We again recommend that all citizens read the 
Health Bulletin issued four times a year by the depart- 
ment as each number contains many valuable sugges- 
tions for maintaining our good health record.

REPORT OF THE HEALTH 
OFFICER 


To the Board of Health: 


Gentlemen:—lI have the honor to submit the follow- 
ing report for the year ending December 31, 1930. 


Mortality 


The number of deaths in Brookline from all causes 
was 498. The United States Census gave Brookline a 
population of 47,490 as of April 1, 1930. Estimating 
the population on July 1, 1930 to have been 47,730, 
the 498 deaths give Brookline a mortality rate of 10.43 
per 1,000 inhabitants as compared with 11.15 for 1929. 

If, as is our custom, we exclude 136 deaths of per- 
sons temporarily sojourning here, most of whom were 
patients in various Brookline hospitals, and include 
205 deaths of persons who died in other places but who 
are described in the death certificates as being resi- 
dents of Brookline, we have a total of 567 deaths, or 
a mortality rate of 11.88 as compared with 11.15 in 
1929. 

In correcting our death rate in this way we undoubt- 
edly include a considerable number of deaths of per- 
sons outside the town who are not really residents. For 
example, persons without a permanent home often 
give the address of a Brookline relative or friend when 
entering a Boston hospital and in the event of their 
death a copy of the death certificate is sent to Brook- 
line, and such a death is included in our figures. 

In Table I which gives the principal causes of death 
we have made a similar correction, excluding deaths 
of non-residents in the town and including deaths of 
residents outside the town. Most of the Brookline 
hospitals are for surgical cases, and there is one large 
institution to which many cancer and other incurable 
cases come from all over the country. On the other 
hand when a Brookline patient requires medical care 
in a hospital he is almost always sent to a Boston hos- 
pital. Therefore if these corrections are not made, 
our Classification of the causes of death is very mis- 
leading.

A complete record of the causes of all deaths will be found in the Town 
Clerk’s report on the Vital Statistics. 


A study of Table I shows that again heart disease 
has increased its lead over all other causes and the 
162 deaths from this cause comprise over 28% of all 
the deaths. Angina pectoris or disease of the coron- 
ary artery of the heart is the particular form of 
heart disease which is responsible for most of this 

increase of deaths from heart disease in Brookline. 
Thus in 1915 there were 5 deaths caused by angina, a 
rate of 15 per 100,000 inhabitants; in 1920, 9 deaths, 
with a rate of 24; in 1925, 23 deaths, with a rate of 
54; in 1930, 45 deaths, with a rate of 94. In addition 
to the 45 deaths from angina or coronary artery dis- 
ease in 1930 there were 27 deaths of individuals who 
died suddenly where the medical examiners stated 
that death was due to “cardio-vascular causes.” It is 
safe to say that a large proportion of these deaths were 
also due to angina. 

There must be some reason for this six-fold increase 
of angina as a cause of death in fifteen years and the 
subject well merits very careful study. At the present 
time we can only offer a surmise. 

It is well known that angina is relatively rare among 
individuals whose occupations entail manual labor. It 
is much more common among those in sedentary occu- 
pations. Regular work or exercise which causes in- 
creased activity of the heart muscle and the passage 
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of more blood through the coronary artery would seem 
to be important in preventing the development of 
sclerosis in this artery. 

The question therefore arises whether there have 
been any changes in the habits of life of our citizens in 
recent years which would result in less regular exer- 
cise for their heart muscles. The only marked change © 
that occurs to us is the use of the automobile. There 
is no question that as a result of the automobile many 
of our citizens are walking very much less than for- 
merly, and there are some who for long periods of the 
year get practically no exercise. Whether or not this 
is the cause of the increase in the deaths from angina 
cannot be determined without further study. The sub- 
ject is certainly very important and demands scientific 
investigation. 

Cancer with 71 deaths continues to be second among 
the causes of death. Cerebral hemorrhage is a close 
third with 70 deaths, an increase of 13 over the pre- 
vious year. There was a decrease in all the other im- 
portant causes, except in the case of 48 deaths from 
‘external causes.” These include 10 deaths from au- 
tomobile accidents, 8 suicides, 12 deaths ces from 
falls, and 1 aviation accident. 

There were 5 puerperal deaths, all of whian occurred 
in hospitals outside the town. 


Communicable Diseases 


In Tables II, III, and IV, will be found the cases of 
communicable diseases by months, by ages and sex, 
and also for the past ten years. The deaths do not in- 
clude those of non-residents in the town, but do include 
deaths of residents outside of the town if they had the 
disease while living in the town.

| Tuberculosis 
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Diphtheria. There were 16 cases of diphtheria re- 
ported and for the seventh consecutive year there has 
not been a death from this disease. The number of cases 
is the largest we have had since the diphtheria prevention 
work started in 1923 with the exception of 1924 when 
there were also 16 cases. It is however less than one- 
half as many as we had had in the years previous to 
the prevention work. As has been repeatedly pointed 
out in these reports we still have enough unprotected 
children to permit the disease to spread occasionally. 

During the year 644 children in the public and paro- 
chial schools were tested—supposedly for the first time 
—and if found susceptible were given toxin-antitoxin. 
It is quite obvious that many of these children had been 
previously immunized, either in other schools or by 
private physicians because so large a percentage of 
them (43%) were found to be immune. In fact in 
some of those schools, attended largely by children of 
well-to-do parents, where six years ago we found the 
smallest number of children naturally immune, we now 
find that the number of immune children on the first 
test exceeds the number of susceptibles. It is exceed- 
ingly gratifying to have this very definite evidence of 
the good work of private physicians in protecting the 
children under their supervision. There were 467 chil-

dren who had been given toxin-antitoxin in previous 
years who were retested. Of these 63 were still sus- 
ceptible and were again immunized. 

At the Community Health Centre of the Brookline 
Friendly Society there were 132 infants or pre-school 
children immunized, a most helpful contribution to this 
work. There were also 32 pre-school children inocu- 
lated in connection with the school work. The total 
number of children recorded as having been tested or 
inoculated since 1922 is 7,475 while there are prob- 
ably several thousand more that have been done by 
private physicians or in other places, of which we have 
no record. 

Scarlet Fever. There were 170 cases of scarlet 
fever with 2 deaths. In 1929 there were 194 cases, 
the largest number ever reported. Most. of 1929 
cases were in the village section of the town (precincts 
4 and 5) and cases continued to be reported frequently 
from that section during the first quarter of 1930. Dur- 
ing the last part of this year the cases have been un- 
usually frequent among the pupils of the Devotion, 
Lawrence and Runkle schools. 

Measles. There were 557 cases reported with one 
death. In 1929 there were only 74 cases. 

Whooping Cough. There were 220 cases and one 
death. 

Small Pox. There were no cases reported. 

Typhoid Fever. There were three cases and no 
deaths. All the cases very certainly contracted the 
disease outside the town. 

Infantile Paralysis. There were 4 cases and one 
death. Miss Thomas, one of our health nurses, has 
been giving massage and muscle training to children 
suffering from the effects of this disease in previous 
years. 

Tuberculosis. There were 26 cases of pulmonary 
tuberculosis reported and 2 of other forms of the dis- 
ease—a total of 28 cases as compared with 62 in 1929. 
This is the smallest number of cases we have had re- 
ported for many years and, as there is no reason to 
believe that the reporting of the cases is any less com- 
plete, the situation is very gratifying. 

Excluding deaths of non-residents in the town and 
including the deaths of residents outside the town there 
were 15 deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis and 2 
from other forms. These 17 deaths give us a rate of 
55.6 per 100,000 inhabitants as compared with 38.2 
last year. In Table V it will be seen that there was 
only one death under 30 years. This is an exceedingly 
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favorable sign. The preventive work done in the town 
during the past fifteen years has been largely among 
children, and any results in preventing fatal forms of 
the disease should first be shown in a reduction of the 
deaths of adolescents and young adults.

At the Tuberculosis Dispensary Dr. Horace K. Bout- 
well has been the attending physician and Mrs. E. R. 
Jarvis the ‘tuberculosis nurse.” There were 87 clinics 
held at which 640 chest examinations were made of 
249 individuals, of which number 111 were new pa- 
tients. In addition there were 140 visits by patients 
who came to be weighed and have pulse and tempera- 
ture taken. There were 25 patients sent to hospitals. 

On December 31, 1930 the Dispensary records 
showed the location of 168 tuberculosis cases as fol- 
lows:

Mrs. Jarvis made 2,718 home visits in connection 
with her tuberculosis work, 166 visits for other rea- 
sons, and assisted at 87 clinics. In addition to her du- 
ties in connection with tuberculosis Mrs. Jarvis acts 
as Supervisor of Nurses, assists in the diphtheria pre- 
vention work at the Parochial Schools and helps the 
health officer in the collecting and tabulating of statis- 
tical data. She has used her own car in her work and 
has frequently driven the other nurses on distant calls. 

The department has offered a free consultation service 
with specialists and X-Ray examinations, but no use 
of this service has been made by physicians during the 
past year. 

Valuable assistance from other agencies has been re- 
ceived. The Brookline Anti-Tuberculosis Society, whose 
funds come largely from the sale of Christmas seals, 
sent to summer camps and homes 83 children who had 
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been exposed to tuberculosis or who had signs of the 
disease. This is a most valuable contribution to our 
work. They also gave warm clothing for the sanitoria 
patients. The Elks have been most generous in gifts 
to needy cases. 

Pneumonia and Influenza. There were reported 37 
cases of lobar pneumonia with 11 deaths and 7 cases 
of influenza with 3 deaths. In addition there were 18 
deaths of residents from broncho-pneumonia, and 4 
from acute bronchitis, a total of 36 deaths from acute 
respiratory infections as compared with 52 in 1929. 

Venereal Diseases. Since January 1, 1930 the State 
law has required that physicians report cases of gonor- 
rhoea and syphilis without the name of the patient to 
the State Department of Health. If patients fail to 
continue treatment until cured, physicians are required 
to report the patients by name to the State, and the 
State then reports the case to the local Board of Health. 
Under this law there were reported to the State 
from Brookline 54 cases of gonorrhoea and 41 cases of 
syphilis: There were 10 cases of gonorrhoea and 6 
cases of syphilis reported by name as having lapsed 
treatment. It was possible to persuade all of these to 
resume treatment except four that could not be lo- 
cated. 

Psittacosis. There were three and possibly four cases 
of this disease brought to the attention of the Board of 
Health. Three of these cases had visited a certain bird 
store in Boston, to which cases of the disease in other 
municipalities have been traced. All three had noted 
and been in close proximity to a sick parrot and all 
were taken sick after a period corresponding to the 
usual incubation period of the disease. They all three 
had pneumonia with a low white count and typhoid 
symptoms, but with all cultures and blood tests nega- 
tive for typhoid. All three were very ill but recovered. 
The doubtful case was much less severe, and the only 
known source of infection was a canary bird which 
came from the same store.

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Public Health Nurses 


Miss Mary A. MacDonald and Miss Regina A. 
Thomas have served throughout the year. 

The nurses visit the homes in which cases of conta- 
gious disease have been reported. They placard the 
house if that is required; they obtain information in re- 
gard to the source of infection; they give advice in re- 
gard to precautions; they investigate the health of the 
other members of the household and see that the chil- 
dren are excluded from school. 

As far as time permits they investigate the cause 

of absence of pupils from some of the public and the par- 
ochial schools. The causes of these absences are shown 
in Table VI which includes 9 cases of scarlet fever, 36 
of whooping cough, 81 of measles, 34 of mumps and 
32 of chicken-pox. 
While the primary object of this absentee work is 
the control of the contagious diseases, probably even 
greater benefits come from the opportunities which 
several thousand visits in the homes afford for teach- 
ing healthy living.

Infant Mortality and Birth Rate 


There were 5 deaths in the town of infants under 
one year, 2 of whom were non-residents. In addition 
there were 19 infants of Brookline parents who died 
outside of the town. 

More and more it is coming to be the custom for 
Brookline mothers to go to hospitals outside of the 
town for care during childbirth. In 1923 about 50% 
of the births were outside the town, while in 1930 
about 78% were outside. This makes it exceedingly 
dificult to compute our infant mortality rate. The 
only method, however, which will give us any idea of 
our true rate is to include all births and all deaths of 
infants of Brookline mothers wherever they occur and 
to exclude births and deaths of infants of non-resident 
mothers. On this basis there were 534 live births and 
21 deaths giving a rate of 39.3 per 1,000 births. 

If we include only births occurring in town (127) 
and all deaths in the town (5), our rate is 39.3. 

The birth rate per 1,000 population based on all 
births of Brookline mothers is 11.19.

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There were 10 stillbirths. 
In the above table the deaths of 19 infants of Brookline parents occurring 


out of town are included, and the deaths of 8 infants of non-resident parents 
are excluded. 


In Table VII it is shown that of the 21 infant deaths, 
17 were due to causes present at birth. We have reason 
to believe that the majority of the mothers of these 17 
infants and of the 10 stillborn infants had fairly ade- 
quate pre-natal and obstetrical care and we are not 
very hopeful of being able to materially reduce this 
part of our infant mortality under present conditions 
of. modern life. 

Miss Elizabeth F. Dempsey, the Child Welfare 
Nurse, works in connection with the clinics of the 
Health Centre of the Brookline Friendly Society and 
submits the following report: 


Child Welfare Work 

During the year, 495 children have been under the 
supervision of the Child Welfare Clinic. 383 of these 
were infants under two years and 112 were children 
from two to six years old. 

When a child is first admitted to the Clinic, it is 
weighed and given a full physical examination by the 
Baby Specialist in charge of the Clinic and after look- 
ing over the baby, the doctor talks with the mother 
and advises her as to what the baby needs and what 
she must do to develop good health and behavior habits 
while the child is growing up. 
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After the first visit to the Clinic, the nurse always 
makes a visit to the home to be sure that the mother 
has understood what the doctor has told her and to 
help her to plan and carry out the directions given. 
After the first visit, the Welfare nurse usually plans to 
make a monthly visit to the home to be sure that every- 
thing is going well and to get acquainted with the 
family. 

The Child Welfare Clinics are for the supervision . 
of Well children. Sick children are not treated but 
are referred to the family physician or to the out-pa- 
tient departments of the nearby hospitals for medical 
care. 

As part of the general program of health supervi- 
sion, the Child Welfare Clinics have undertaken the 
immunization of the children against diphtheria, and 
also their vaccination. 

Of the children under care, only 69 have not been 
immunized and of this number, 34 are too young for 
inoculations -and will be.immunized next year. It is 
the hope of the Child Welfare workers to get as many 
children immunized as _ possible before their first 
birthday and checked up in the second year by the 
Schick Test to be sure that an immunity is established. 
In this way the child is protected through the whole 
Preschool period. 

Free dental work for the children of the Preschool 
Clinic is made possible by the School Dental Clinic and 
218 children have been referred to the dental clinic to 
have their teeth cared for. aR

Medical Inspection of Parochial Schools 


Medical inspection of the pupils at St. Mary’s and St. 
Aidan’s Parochial Schools is provided by the Health 
Department. This work has been in charge of Dr. 
David M. Hassman who is also Medical director of the 
public schools. One of our health nurses devotes the 
greater part of her time to the care of the pupils of 
these schools. 
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Examination of Pre-School Children 


Last spring the Health Department undertook the 
medical examination of children who are soon to enter 
the public and parochial schools. The object of these 
examinations is the correction of physical defects as 
early in life as possible so that the child will be in 
better health when he begins the school work. There 
were 215 pre-school children examined by Dr. Hass- 
man and 110 were vaccinated. 


The Health Bulletin 


The Bulletin has been published quarterly and dis- 
tributed by the Police Department to every house in 
the town. We believe it is serving the purpose of pro- 
moting education in health matters of informing resi- 
dents of the quality of the milk’ sold by the various 
dealers and of giving publicity to the various activities 
of the department. 


The Hospital Relief Fund 


This fund was used to provide prompt hospital care 
to 137 individuals needing such care but unable to pay 
the hospital charges. The demands on this fund were 
much greater than in previous years on account of the 
large amount of unemployment. The appropriation 
made was $7,000 but as this amount was overdrawn, 
an additional appropriation of $4,000 was made at the 
. special town meeting in December. It seems desirable 
that in the future more careful investigation should be 
made of the legal settlement and financial status of 
the beneficiaries of this fund.

Dr. Connelly submits the following report: 

The past year has been a most successful and en- 
couraging one. While our records show no marked 
change in the number of patients treated, we feel that 
more has been accomplished. The plan of procedure 
may be stated as follows: 

1. Dental prophylaxis, which includes examination 
and instruction to parents and children in proper 
mouth hygiene and diet. | 

2. Removal of all teeth that are infected. 

3. To fill all temporary teeth as well as the first per- 
manent molars (six year molars). 

4. To concentrate on the pre-school children and 
those in the primary grades and only emergency 
work for children beyond the third grade. 

5. No fillings where aesthetic appearance is involved, 
and no root treatment. 

We are striving to promote good oral health. With 
this view in mind we are working to accomplish this 
end. The pre-school child is the one who concerns us 
most. An improvement is noted from this point of 
view. The clinic is very grateful for the kind help 
Miss Ross and her staff at the Community Health Cen- 
ter have given us.

Number of days treatment: Scarlet fever, 3,277; Tuberculosis, 5,958; 
Miscellaneous diseases, 101; Total, 9,336. 
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There were no cases of diphtheria admitted during 
the year. The few cases in the town that required hos- 
pitalization were sent to other hospitals and the so- 
called diphtheria wing was used during most of the 
year for tuberculosis patients. Seven measles patients 
and four miscellaneous cases were cared for in a part 
of this same building. 

There have been 123 cases of scarlet fever treated 
with one fatality. Anti-toxin was used in only 11 of 
the severer cases. The reactions following its use were 
frequent and in two cases immediate and alarming. 
In almost every instance however it caused a rapid 
subsidence of the acute symptoms of the disease and 
complications were relatively less frequent among the 
patients receiving the anti-toxin despite the fact that 
they were all severe cases. There were 5 children who 
had their tonsils removed before discharge. 

In the tuberculosis wards there were 33 patients 
treated. They were classified as follows: advanced 19; 
_ moderately advanced 10; incipient 2; non tubercular 
2. Of these 11 were discharged “improved”; 2 ‘‘not 
improved”; 10 died and 10 remain in the hospital. 

Occupational therapy has been carried on during 
most of the year. The lamp treatment has been used 
for a few of the patients. 
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THE BACTERIOLOGICAL LABORATORY 


A total of 3,658 examinations was made during 1930 
as follows: ; 

Diphtheria. There were 227 cultures and 40 swabs 
examined from persons suspected of having diphtheria 
and 21 cultures were found to be positive. There were 
65 cultures for release and 414 for the detection of 
carriers. The total number of culture examinations 
was 746, of which number 98 were re-incubated and 
examined a second time. There were 4 tests made 
with animals to determine the virulence of the diph- 
theria bacillus. 

Tuberculosis. There were 153 sputum examinations 
of which 27 were positive. 

Typhoid and Paratyphoid. There were 52 specimens 
of blood examined of which 5 gave a positive Widal 
reaction and there were 14 negative paratyphoid tests. 

Opthalmia and Gonorrhoea. There were 2 positive 
ophthalmia smears and 247 other smears for the diag- 
nosis of gonorrhoeal infections, of which 70 were 
positive. 

Vincent's Angina (Trench Mouth). There were 13 
smears submitted by the dentists and 2 smears by the 
physicians for a diagnosis of Vincent’s Angina. Of 
these 11 were positive and 4 were negative. 

Scarlet Fever Control. There were 68 cultures and 
swabs examined, by special request, for Haemolytic 
and other Streptococci. Of these 47 were negative and 
21 were positive. 

Urine Analyses. There were 19 chemical and micro- 
scopical examinations of urine made for the physi- 
cians and residents of the town. 

Miscellaneous Examinations. In addition to the above 
there were 4 special bacteriological and pathological 
examinations. 

Milk Examinations. There were 739 samples of milk 
and cream submitted by the Agent for the Inspection 
of Milk and Provisions which were plated and the 
number of bacteria per cubic centimeter counted. The 
results of these milk counts have been published in 
the Health Bulletin. There were 739 samples exam- 
ined microscopically for the presence of pus and strepto- 
cocci. Counts were made of 40 samples of ice cream 
and there were 282 special milk examinations. 
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Water Hxaaminations. Three hundred ninety-four 
bacteriological and chemical examinations of the Muni- 
cipal Water Supply and the water from the swimming 
pool of the Bathhouse have been made at weekly in- 
tervals. The total number of samples examined was 
105. Plate counts were made of these and also iests 
for the colon bacillus.. One hundred forty-two’ chem- 
ical tests have been made of 48 samples of water to 
determine the percentage of chlorine and the hy dro- 
gen-ion concentration in the water of the swimming 
pool after the disinfectant had been added. The av- 
erage of the counts of the town water for the year was 
2.1 bacteria per cubic centimeter. 

Outfits. There were 1351 outfits for cultures and for 
the collection of specimens made up and distributed to 
the doctors. These outfits are kept at the Laboratory. 
and at the following drug stores: Young & Brown’s,* 
Harvard Square; Coolidge Corner Pharmacy,* corner 
of Harvard and Webster Streets; Chestnut Hill Phar- 
macy,* 1186 Boylston St., Gammon Drug Co., corner 
of Beacon and Tappan Street. 

Anti-toxin Vaccine, etc., (1,500) outfits furnished free 
by the State Department of Health, were distributed 
from the Laboratory to physicians or through the drug 
stores above designated with a (*). 

The Fly and Mosquito Control work is directed by Mr. 
Nyhen, Bacteriologist, from the Laboratory. Attention 
is called to his report of this work.

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REPORT OF QUARANTINE INSPECTOR - 


Brookline, Mass., December 31, 1930. 
To the Board of Health: . 


Gentlemen:—The following is the report for the year 
ending December 31, 1930. 

Quarantine There were one hundred four quarantine 
inspections made, seventy-eight milk jar restrictions 
placed, one handler of food and one of milk quarantined 
in connection with cases of infectious disease occurring 
within the town. Fifteen persons having or exposed to 
infectious disease were prohibited from handling milk 
at out-of-town locations until released by a physician’s 
certificate. Seven cases of reported illness were investi- 
gated, eleven medical examinations ordered and two blood 
tests taken for analysis from a suspected typhoid carrier. 
One large lot of bakery products and one of milk were 
destroyed. Much additional work in preventing milk 
supplies from being carriers of infectious disease was 
done in co-operation with health officials in outlying 
districts. 

Disinfection There were twenty-three rooms, seven 
lots of bedding, two of clothing, seventeen of books and 
- three hundred eighty-five milk and cream jars disin- 
fected. Four lots of bedding, a quantity of rugs and cloth- 
ing were naphtha cleansed. The premises and equip- 
ment at one bakery and two milk plants were cleansed 
and sterilized. Five lots of bedding, twenty-four of books, 
four of clothing, two of room furnishings and one hun- 
dred twenty-five food cartons were condemned and 
destroyed. 

Miscellaneous ‘This includes such work required by 
agents of the Board and householders as was deemed 
necessary to prevent transmission of infectious disease. 
A considerable quantity of disinfectant and instructional 
service have been furnished which also include the re- 
quirements of the Inspector of Animals following diseases 
of animals.

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REPORT OF TENEMENT HOUSE INSPECTOR 


To the Board of Health: 


Gentlemen:—lI have the honor to submit the eighteenth 
annual report of the Tenement House Inspector for the 
year ending December 31, 1930. 

During the year there were no permits issued to 
build apartment houses. One permit was renewed vo 
build a block containing eighteen suites. This block 
was started last year and the work was discontinued 
for some time. 

The supply of apartments is still greater than the 
demand in all classes of apartment houses. At the 
present time there are approximately nine hunderd 
vacant apartments. 

Permits were issued by the Board of Health for five 
basement suites in apartment houses during the year. 
I found three rooms being occupied in the basement 
of one apartment house for which your Board had re- 
fused to grant a permit. Found one room being oc- 
cupied in the basement of an apartment house for 
which no permit had been issued by the Board of 
Health and for which no permit could be issued as the 
room could not be made to comply with the Board of 
Health regulations governing basement rooms. The 
agent of the property was notified and the use of that 
room for living purposes was discontinued. 

I also made one hundred and twenty-six inspec- 
tions of basement suites for which permits had already 
been granted. As a whole these suites were found to 
be in good condition with the exception of three suites 
Where it was necessary to have some of the ceilings 
whitened and the walls of the rooms either painted or 
papered. 

During the year there were seventy water-closet 
bowls which were found in unsanitary condition and 
on reinspections found the same had been put in san- 
itary condition. 

In one tenement house where I had notified the 
agent to give the house a thorough cleaning and in- 
stall new plumbing, rather than comply with my te- 
quest, he agreed to close the house as unfit for human 
habitation, which he did. 

One case of overcrowding was found during the 
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year and the tenant was notified to obtain larger quar- 
ters. 

Forty-nine unsightly ceilings were whitened and the 
walls of nineteen rooms were either painted or 
papered. 

Forty-one complaints were received during the year 
of hallways not properly lighted. The owners of these 
houses were all notified that Court action would be 
taken if they did not comply with Section 2138 of Ar- 
ticle 21 of the Tenement House Law. 

I had the owner of one apartment house before the 
Court for a preliminary hearing to show cause why a 
complaint should not be issued against him for main- 
taining a nuisance in the basement of his house. No 
complaint was issued, the Court giving the owner ten 
days to abate the nuisance and on reinspection found 
that the owner had complied with the orders of the 
Court. 

Three hundred and fifty-two fire hazards were abated, 
the cause of same being defective smoke pipes, plaster off 
ceiling in basement and wood laths exposed, papers and 
combustible rubbish scattered around premises and 
proper receptacles not provided for ashes and rubbish. 
One hundred and forty-two metal receptacles were pro- 
vided during the year where fire hazards were found to 
exist. On complaints received of fire hazards in apart- 
ment houses, many were received from the Chief of the 
Fire Department and I had his co-operation in abating 
the same. 

During the year the Building Commissioner and the 
writer started a drive against the owners of apartment 
houses who did not comply with the law which requires 
all fire doors in party walls in the basements to be self- 
closing. Many of these doors were found to be mechan- 
ically out of order and in many instances the doors were 
tied back for the convenience of the janitor. In case of 
fire where these doors were not closed, it would give fire 
a chance to spread from one building to another. The 
owners of sixty-three houses where these conditions were 
found to exist, were notified that if these doors were not 
made self-closing and kept closed, the Building Commis- 
sioner would order the openings between houses bricked 
up. 
One hundred and thirty-one complaints were received 
during the year of obstructed egresses and three hundred 
and eighty-two egresses were found obstructed. Hither 
tenants or owners were notified and cards were posted in 
hallways. I found it necessary to summons four of the 
most persistent violators of Section 210 of Article 21 of 
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the Tenement House Law before the Court.- All were 
found guilty and three of the cases were placed on file and 
one paid a fine of Five Dollars. 

Seventy-six complaints were received by this depart- 
ment during the year for insufficient heat and hot water. 
All complaints were thoroughly investigated and in most 
cases found to be justifiable. In many cases I found that 
there was no intention on the owners’ part to fail to fur- 
nish heat, the trouble being the fault of the janitor and 
after warning the owner and the janitor, I usually got 
good results. I had the owner of one apartment house 
before Court on a preliminary hearing to show cause why 
a complaint should not be issued against him for violation 
of Chapter 186, Section 14 of the General Laws. No com- 
plaint was issued as the owner agreed with the Court that 
in the future sufficient heat would be supplied and on 
reinspection I found everything satisfactory. 

All complaints received during the year of apartment 
houses being infested with rats and mice were referred to 
the Sanitary Agent who took charge of same. 

One hundred and ninety-one inspections and reinspec- - 
tions were made of lodging houses during the year. Asa 
whole these houses were found to be properly maintained. 
The following table shows the conditions found in lodg- 
ing houses that were inspected:

A great many miscellaneous inspections were made in 
apartment houses during the year for various causes such 
as dogs and cats in apartments, dampness in cellars, stag- 
nant water in yards, gas shut off, gas fixtures leaking, 
water shut off, shaking rugs and mops from windows, 
houses infested with water bugs and other pests.

The shifting of a large portion of the milk supply from 
Vermont to Maine dairies due to the encroachment of the 
New York market; the excluding of Western cream to 
promote the interests of producers in New England in- 
spected areas, which action was commended by the New 
England Council, and steps taken for regulatory meas- 
ures; the adoption of a permit system for cream distrib- 
uted by local dealers; the extension of the tuberculin test 
which has greatly increased the number of supplies from 
tuberculosis-free herds; efforts to induce dealers selling 
raw milk to pasteurize all their product, in anticipation of 
the adoption of a regulation prohibiting the sale of unpas- 
teurized milk (unless certified) and cream and the inspec- 
tion incident to converting several cream producing areas 
to milk production were factors which greatly increased 
the work and the amount of travel necessary to super- 
vision. Notwithstanding a continued increase in the con- 
sumption of dairy products and a decrease in the number 
of contributing milk producing animals due to tuberculin 
testing, there has been the largest surplus of milk since 
1919. A large part of this surplus was produced in the 
modified accredited areas, which demonstrates the eco- 
nomic value resulting in the larger production from tuber- 
culosis-free herds. 

Quality. The extremely low bacterial content and the 
very few samples found contaminated from any source 
have far exceeded expectation. While the purity and 
safety of the milk supply are the most essential factors, a 
considerably higher fat content is also noted. The fol- 
lowing chart shows the improvement over last year and 
also over a five and ten year period. 
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It is noted that the average bacterial content of all the 
several kinds of milk, except. that sold at chain stores, is 
lower than the maximum standard of 10,000 bacteria 
per c.c. for certified milk. There were but six samples of 
Market, one of Grade A, six of Special and one of Certi- 
‘fied milk containing bacteria in excess of the various 
established standards, or fourteen in all as compared with 
fifty-one last year. The sediment tests showed eight sam- 
ples of Market, three of Grade A, five of Special and two 
of Certified milk which contained an inexcusable amount 
of dirt, while only three samples of Market, one of Grade 
A and one of Special milk contained bacterial contamina- 
tron. The average butter fat of all samples was 4.2 per 
cent as compared with 3.95 last year, with but three sam- 
ples of Market milk below the legal standard of 3.35 per 
cent in butter fat and one of Grade A below the required 
standard of 4.00 per cent. The milk supplied chain stores 
is of as good quality, and with one exception, from the 
same sources as that supplied to homes. The higher 
bacterial content is due to insufficient icing and careless- 
ness in handling. Recognizing that many people depend 
upon store milk for their children, every effort is being 
made to induce the proprietors to install mechanical re- 
frigeration and otherwise care for the milk so that it may 
meet the standards of other supplies. The dissemination 
of milk inspection records in the “Health Bulletin,” the 
segregation of local supplies where necessary to admit of 
adequate supervision, the exclusion and rejection of un- 
desirable supplies, the activity of state officials in enforc- 
ing the laws relative to pasteurizing equipment, with the 
more general recognition by dealers that the quality and 
freshness of their milk is essential to the growth of their 
business were all appreciative factors in the results ob- 
tained. Most of the exclusions noted in the table were 
Market milk dairies. 

Market. The changes in dairy locations referred to 
were, with few exceptions, those affecting the Market 
milk supply. These new dairies required greater super- 
vision and are responsible for the larger number of in- 
spections and rejections recorded. In three instances 
action was taken to prevent the distribution of illegally 
standardized, refilled or remade milk. 

Grade A. A revised state regulation is awaiting a pub- 
lic hearing and the approval of the governor and council. 
If approved this will provide for a higher standard of 
purity and the tuberculin testing under the Federal 
accredited-herd plan of the producing herds. All but one 
of the samples were well above the required 4.00 per cent 
butter fat. In order to prevent the illegal standardizing

of this product by the addition of cream other than that 
made from Grade A milk at the time of processing, fre- 
quent inspection and laboratory analyses are necessary. 
The above practice was responsible for the rejection of 
four supplies and the cancellation of eight dairy permits 
was for various other sanitary deficiencies. 

Special. Because of the action taken, as proposed last 
year, there is now but one supply that can be criticized 
as inferior to the quality implied on the cap and definite 
steps have been taken to improve or eliminate it. Most 
of these supplies, including those sold under various 
trade names, are of high quality. 

“Baby Milk’. None of the supplies thus labelled met 
the requirements of milk specially adapted for infant 
feeding, consequently permission to use this designa- 
tion was refused and no permits issued. 

Certified. This milk is now all produced and handled 
under the most rigid sanitary control, three supplies hav- 
ing been eliminated by the Medical Milk Commission. 
It can be obtained either raw or pasteurized. 

School Supply. No change has been made in the 
source of supply. It has received the most careful bac- 
teriological and sanitary supervision and has conformed 
to the rigid specifications under which it is purchased. 
A more general use of milk in the schools has been advo- 
cated as an aid to the promotion of mental vigor and 
physical resistance. The average dairy score is 93.8, 
fat 4.46, solids not fat 9.02, bacteria 6,691 per c.c. and 
sediment score 98.5, with no samples showing bacterial 
contamination. 

Pre-Pasteurized Samples. Samples for bacteriolog- 
ical examination of raw milk intended for pasteuriza- 
tion have been taken from the pasteurizing plants of all 
dealers and supplies resampled where counts were high. 
This recent provision of the law has proven of great 
value in bettering the conditions under which milk is 
produced and handled prior to pasteurization. It has 
also been responsible for the adoption, by many dealers, 
of the Metholene Blue test by which they, themselves, 
can determine which contributing supplies should be im- 
proved or excluded. There were but four samples of 
Grade A and four of ungraded milk which contained 
bacteria in excess of the legal requirements of 250,000 
and 750,000 bacteria per c.c. respectively, as compared 
with a total of twenty last year from a smaller number 
of samples. One large composite supply of Grade A 
milk was excluded until corrected and desired changes 
were made in three others. 

Cream. The higher average bacteria as shown on 
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the quality chart is due to the extremely high counts 
upon samples, evidently Western cream, from the sup- 
plies of three dealers. All other supplies showed an 
improvement equalling that in milk. It has been found 
desirable to adopt a permit system for cream as required 
for milk so that dealers are now obliged to obtain a 
permit before accepting a supply for distribution in 
Brookline. This will admit of checking up the contrib- 
uting supplies and, with the continued exclusion of 
Western cream, more satisfactory results are antici- 
pated. There were four samples containing deleterious 
substances, three deficient in labelled fat content and 
three contaminated. Seven supplies were rejected and 
two excluded because of various unsanitary conditions. 

Ice Cream. There were but two complaints of illness 
due to the eating of ice cream and investigation indi- 
cated that over-indulgence and not contamination was 
the cause. All chemical standards were well above the 
legal standard in butter fat, two contained foreign sub- 
stances and one was evidently refrozen. One supply 
was excluded and suitable action taken to correct the 
others. 

Dairies. The fact that fully ninety per cent of our 
milk supply is produced in districts from one hundred to 
three hundred miles distant makes the inspection of dair- 
ies the hardest and most costly part of milk control. 
While the dairies supplying the local dealers will score 
substantially higher than last year, due to the extension 
of the tuberculin test, they are, however, as a whole far 
below a desirable sanitary standard and compare unfav- 
orably with the sanitary advancement made in processing 
and distributing. One of the most difficult problems is 
the shifting to producing areas where no inspection had 
been done by the municipalities in which the milk had 
been distributed, thus discarding dairy districts, which 
under frequent inspection for years, had been gotten into 
acceptable condition. For this reason and the fact that 
the purity and quality of our milk supply depend very 
largely upon the sanitary conditions at dairies, it has 
been necessary to give more time to this phase of the 
work. Additional to those excluded and rejected, correc- 
tions of a permanent nature were effected at two hun- 
dred fifteen dairies. 

Creameries. One creamery was condemned because of 
a polluted water supply and one because of continued 
unsanitary conditions, both supplies being still excluded 
pending corrections. At seven equipment was condemned 
and replaced with modern types; at eleven rotary can 
washers were installed; at seven adequate can storage 
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was provided; at six aerators were partitioned off or 
covers installed; at four the premises were enlarged; at 
two larger boilers were installed; at five flush toilets were 
provided; at two the water supplies were made safe, while 
at five other miscellaneous major corrections were ef- 
fected. Two were entirely rebuilt. . Regarding the 
methods employed, at twelve the required temperature 
control devices were not being used, at eleven the holding 
and heating temperatures were either not sufficient or not 
under control as required by Massachusetts regulations. 
The recording charts at the latter are being frequently 
checked. | 

Receiving and Shipping Stations. The six reported 
last year as lacking sterilizing and cooling facilities have 
been closed rather than make the corrections required. 
In cases where milk is removed from the cans for either 
cooling or weighing, it is now required that adequate 
sterilizing facilities be provided. Because of this, hot 
water installations have been made at six stations and 
one creamery was built to handle the product of four of 
the stations closed. 

Transportation. The increased use of refrigerated . 
truck and railway tank cars has eliminated much of the 
contamination to which milk has previously been sub- 
jected. There were but three corrections necessary. 

Tuberculin Tested Herds. Three additional dealers 
now obtain their milk from tuberculin tested herds under 
Federal control. Two hundred seventy herds, repre- 
senting more than three thousand animals, contributing 
to the local supply, have been tested in Massachusetts 
and about fifteen hundred additional in adjoining states. 
The percentage of reactors was very high and Dr. Delano, 
the Department veterinarian, is checking up on all re- 
placements to prevent additions being made in violation 
of Rule V, of the Federal regulations. The safeguarding 
of the milk supply through the tuberculin test eliminates 
one ot the most serious menaces to infant life and is un- 
doubtedly, a major factor in decreasing tuberculosis of 
the human type. 

Protection From Disease. There have been no out- 
breaks of infectious disease traceable to the milk supply 
during the year. Four cases among handlers of milk 
required the quarantining of some fifteen persons and 
five additional cases of reported illnesses were investi- 
gated with negative results. The testing of animals for 
contagious abortion has been advocated because of the 
uncertainty as to whether or not the infection is respon- 
sible for the transmission, through milk, of diseases other 
than undulant fever. The water in one creamery in Ver- 
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mont was found to come from a lake into which the 
sewage from some fifty cottages emptied. Because of 
vigorous protest made after the exclusion of this cream, 
much of which was distributed by local dealers, it was 
necessary to make an extra trip with an agricultural 
engineer. His survey and the chemist’s report upon the 
samples of water taken justified your agent’s action and 
a safe water supply is now being installed. The activities 
of boards of health in insisting upon the use of safe water 
supplies at creameries and other food processing plants 
have undoubtedly been a potent factor in the marked re- 
duction of the morbidity rate of typhoid in the Metro- 
politan District. 

Licenses and Permits. The revocations and refusals 
tabulated are those in connection with the improvement, 
protection and control of the milk supply. There were 
some seven hundred fifty cancelled because of changes in 
ownership and dairy locations. Those revoked for fail- 
ure to comply with sanitary regulations, included two 
milk licenses, three dealers’ permits, eight Grade A per- 
mits and, in addition to dairies excluded, eighteen pro- 
ducers’ permits. Those refused were eleven milk, one 
cream, five ice cream licenses, seven dealers’, ten Grade A 
and twenty producers’ permits. Four requests to use the 
label “Baby Milk” and two for “Special” were also re- 
fused. 

Milk Regulations. Although the desired revision of 
the milk regulations has been completed for several 
months, their presentation to the Board has been with- 
held because of the section relative to pasteurization. 
Observation of enforcement elsewhere clearly indicated 
the desirability of first inducing distributors of raw milk 
to install pasteurizing equipment and, as a result, all 
but two dealers have complied. This delay has conserved 
the business of several reliable dealers. It has also 
seemed desirable to await the outcome of further attempts 
to obtain greater uniformity in milk regulations through- 
out the state. 


Food, Drugs, Etc. 


The problem of providing more adequate inspection 
at food shops, especially those having common vict- 
uallers’ licenses, and which are open for business Sun- 
days, holidays and nights, has been solved through an 
arrangement with the chemist to do such work on a per- 
hour basis at a reasonable compensation. Much of this 
work can be more advantageously done after regular 
business hours and, incidently, the presence of mice, cock- 
roaches and other vermin is more easily determined. It

has thus been possible to correct this previous weak spot 
in our inspection service without extra cost, by rear- 
rangement of the work required by temporary assist- 
ants. It has also eliminated the necessity of requiring ~ 
the appointment of a full time inspector, as has been 
previously suggested. 

Laboratory Work. Of the thirty-five food samples 
found to be violations of the law, four were adulterated, 
three deficient in food value, four contained deleterious 
foreign matter, six excessive moisture, ten were decom- 
posed and eight of drugs were below the A. O. A. C. 
standards. The food represented by the decomposed 
samples was condemned and destroyed; two food com- 
modities were withdrawn from sale and corrections 
effected in the others. The examination of drinking 
water from the summer homes of citizens as a means of 
protection has shown results that demonstrate its value. 
Three such samples were polluted as were also six from 
creameries and dairies. 

Inspected. This applies to such foodstuffs as require 
no analysis to determine their edibleness. The enforce- 
ment of the recently enacted Kosher meat law has clari- 
fied the difficulty previously reported and made it pos- 
sible to more adequately protect the religious principles 
of certain of our citizens and also prevent fraud through 
preventing the sale of mislabelled meats. Notwithstand- 
ing the drought few lots of inferior vegetables and ber- 
ries were on the market. 

Condemnations. The foodstuffs seized and destroyed 
under provisions of the seizure law were very largely 
those spoiled through lack of proper refrigeration. A 
quantity of milk and two lots of bakery products, how- 
ever, had been handled by persons having and exposed to 
infectious disease. 

Store Inspections. 'The corrections tabulated are those 
of a permanent nature only and were chiefly the renovat- 
ing of unsanitary premises, installations of adequate ster- 
ilizing, refrigerating, ventilating, fly and dust prevention 
and toilet facilities. In addition to those stores serving 
foods or beverages to be consumed on the premises where 
hot water is a requisite, all other food stores have been 
required to install hot water facilities. This order was 
issued because dirty contact equipment and toilets were 
more often found in stores not having these facilities, 
this lack being offered as an excuse by local managers. 
The chain store officials promptly complied with the 
order with one exception. The attorney for this con- 
cern questioned the validity of the regulation as apply- 
ing to stores where no commodities were served to be con-

sumed on the premises, but after an opinion from the 
Town Counsel and a conference with the vice-president 
of the company, co-operation was extended and the in- 
stallations made. With the additional inspection pro- 
vided our food stores will, on the whole, score well above 
the average in sanitation. 

Licensed Victuallers. Three eating places were ordered 
temporarily closed to be cleaned up after every effort had 
been made to have them corrected. One went out of busi- 
ness and two were sold to parties who immediately reno- 
vated. The policy of the Selectmen in requiring a report 
upon sanitary conditions before issuing or renewing com- 
mon victuallers’ licenses has made it possible to obtain 
desired results more promptly and with less difficulty and 
none have been granted during the year which have not 
been approved by both the Chief of Police and the agent. 

Hearings. Under authority of the Board five hear- 
ings required by law were given following violations of 
the food, drug and bakery laws and eight were given for 
violations of the local milk and food regulations, all of 
which resulted in compliance; seven were given to appli- 
cants for milk and cream licenses and permits. Of five 
to applicants for common victuallers’ licenses and four 
to persons applying for permits to manufacture food in 
basements, approval of two of the former and three of 
the latter were withheld. 

Prosecutions. One chain store concern was convicted 
of the sale of contaminated meat and a substantial fine 
imposed while two meat shop proprietors were found 
guilty of maintaining dirty premises and the cases placed 
on file. 

Miscellaneous. The records show thirteen violations 
in temperature of milk at stores and four upon vehicles 
and there were nine violations of temperatures in re- 
frigerated display cases. The chain stores are the worst 
offenders in the care of milk, fresh meats and fish. A 
recent adoption of an amendment to the food regula- 
tions has made it possible to obtain more careful atten- 
tion to these susceptible commodities. The investiga- 
tions were all made in connection with the protection of 
the milk and food supplies from infection and contam- 
ination, the results of which are elsewhere reported. 

The facilities afforded, the opportunities for gaining 
knowledge and the efficiency of associates are greatly 
appreciated. The report of the Inspector of Animals 
follows.

At the request of the Director of Animal Industry for 
Massachusetts, the annual Inspection of all domestic ani- 
mals and premises was made. 

At this time, I found several animals suffering from a 
skin affliction. These I had isolated for fear it might be 
infectious. However, after treatment and changing the 
feed, they completely recovered and were released. 

In one instance, the ventilation was insufficient, and 
in another the light and drainage unsatisfactory, both of 
which were corrected.

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Contagious and Infectious Disease 


In June the State passed a regulation in regard to Bang 
Abortion Disease (Contagious or Infectious Abortion). 

Animals suffering from it can only be brought into the 
State under special permit, and then held in quarantine 
yntil they have recovered or passed two negative blood 
tests three months apart. 

This disease, which is by no means new, has affected 
the dairy industry throughout the entire country to such 
an extent economically, that its cause, control, and its 
relation to public health, has been very carefully studied. 
There is still a difference of opinion, as to whether it 
is responsible for undulant fever in the human family 
or not. I think, there is without a doubt in the milking 
period of a cow suffering from Bang disease, a time 
when raw milk would be dangerous as human food. 

There are at present three animals in Brookline that 
are positive to the blood test, none of which are giving 
milk. 

The annual tuberculin testing and replacements from 
clean herds has continued to keep the town dele from 
Bovine Tuberculosis. 


Glanders 


With the decreasing use of horses: commercially, and 
with the existing regulations in regard to imported 
horses, the testing of interstate shipment of saddle and 
race horses, is keeping glanders under control. 


Dairies & Creameries 


At the request of Mr. Ward, Agent for Food and Milk, 
numerous inspections were made of creameries and dair- 
ies, located in New England and New York State. 

With the constant increased use of dairy products, due 
to growth in population, and other causes, it becomes a 
greater problem for the Agent for Food and Milk each 
year. However, I am only too glad to give him every 
assistance possible. _ 


Meat Inspection 


Also at the request of Mr. Ward, numerous store in- 
spections were made, where meat, fish and fowl were 
offered for sale. Several condemnations were made, also 
ene appearance in Court at the Agent’s request.

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REPORT OF DIVISION OF FLY AND 
MOSQUITO CONTROL 


Brookline, Mass., January 10, 1931. 
To the Board of Health, Brookline, Mass.: 


Gentlemen:—I have the honor to submit my 30th 
annual report of the Division of Fly & Mosquito Control. 
The control of insects which affect the Public Health as 
“nuisances, sources of filth and causes of sickness,’ are 
included in the work of the Division in so far as our 
appropriation will permit. The major objectives are the 
control of the fly and mosquito nuisances. 

Thirty years ago the methods employed in municipal 
sanitation and Public Health practice reflected the accu- 
mulation of the superstitions and customs of the pre- 
ceding centuries, many of which still remain and flour- 
ish today—frustrating the teaching of science and its 
practical application in Public Health work. The work 
of the Division of Fly and Mosquito Control for the past 
thirty years has been a pioneer effort to teach, demon- 
strate and apply the scientific methods of “preven- 
tive sanitation” in the control of insects and the trans- 
mission of infectious diseases by them and to over-come 
the popular prevailing superstitions and obsolete methods 
of the ages which were the underlying causes of the 
resistance to the newer Public Health methods. The 
value of scientific methods has been successfully demon- 
strated by the work of the Division of Fly and Mosquito 
Control since 1901. 

The rapid growth of the town has increased the work 
of the division to a point where it is clearly obvious that 
we must soon increase the number of its workers who 
should be specially trained and educated in modern Pub- 
lic Health methods and who should be employed perman- 
ently. When this has been accomplished we will be pre- 
pared to advance and achieve further successful under- 
takings in the interest of better Public Health. We must 
think of Brookline Health work in terms of 1940 now, 
rather than in terms of 1920 as a basis for planning our 
immediate program and estimates. 


Mosquito Control 


Rainfall. The precipitation of rain from April 1 to 
October 1, was 14.37 inches (U. S. Weather Bureau-Sta- 
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tion at Boston). The normal rainfall for this station is 
20.61 inches. : 

Sanitary Inspection. The division made 100,252 in- 
spections and found 33,530 barrels, buckets, cans and 
other receptacles of which 8,423 contained water. Of the 
receptacles which held water, 208 showed mosquito lar- 
vae of the genus Culex. Our inspectors destroyed the 
mosquito larvae and demolished all the receptacles by 
appropriate methods. Our inspectors further reported 
966 new pools in streets, house gutters, yards, gardens, 
trees and flat roofs of houses and garages, 53 new catch 
basins on private property, 70 new catch basins on public 
and private streets and 14 sunken garbage cans with 
water, hitherto not recorded. Only pools which showed 
water for 5 days were recorded. 

Petrolizing. There were 42,900 applications of oil to 
4,290 catch basins on private property and the highways. 
There were 41,220 inspections of 3,748 listed pools, 
ditches and 374 sunken garbage cans containing stagnant 
water. 

Fish Control. The division stocked 12 ponds and 
ditches with top minnows (Gambusia affinis). The pro- 
prietors of Hall’s Pond restocked this pool with Gambusia 
affinis. Repeated examinations of Hall’s Pond failed to 
show mosquito larvae. Leverett Pond was stocked with 
top minnows but larvae were secured at five different 
places on the Brookline shore. This was due to protec- 
tion afforded by the aquatic vegetation and grasses and to 
pools formed on the shore bottom from which the pond 
had receded. Three large ornamental basins constructed 
in the course of a small stream were stocked with Gam- 
busia affinis to control Anopheles breeding. Recurring 
rain freshets facilitated the escape of the fish from one 
of these basins. Anopheles larvae were repeatedly found 
in the basin without the fish while the adjacent basin 
from which the minnows could not escape showed no mos- 
quito larvae. Again, as in 1929, some of these pools dried 
’ in the summer causing loss of the fish. Otherwise the 
fish were effective in controlling the breeding of mosqui- 
toes in the pools in which they were placed. 

Dumps. There were 21 private and public dumps re- 
ported and kept under watch. This number was 15 less 
than the number reported in 1929 and 51 less than in 
1928. These 21 dumps were reported 16 times by our in- 
spectors as breeding places of the mosquito where recep- 
tacles were found with water and mosquito larvae therein. 
The routine destruction or secure burial of water con- 
tainers such as buckets, barrels, boxes, certain cans and 
other receptacles must be diligently pursued to control 
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mosquito breeding at the dumps. It has been suggested 
that the citizens should be instructed to demolish water 
containers before they leave their premises. Every citi- 
zen and town employee handling this refuse should co- 
operate with this division and do his part to demolish 
them and thereby reduce the numbers of these mosquito 
breeding water containers when they leave the homes or 
stores to be deposited and abandoned at the dumps. 

Ditch Maintenance. We excavated and regraded 2,655 
feet of Sawmill Brook and the Putterham Stream which 
is tributary to it, through the land of Messrs. D. Driscoll 
and P. O’Loughlin. The work was extended on both 
streams northerly from Newton Street to the boundary 
line of the land of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 
There remains to be completed the work on Sawmill 
Brook northerly to the Newton line and easterly on the 
Putterham Brook to a point south of the Incinerator on 
Hammond Street. The portion of the work completed in 
1930 should be of great value in draining a large swamp, 
approximating 75 acres more or less, through which these 
streams flow. We excavated and regraded also, 475 feet 
of a natural brook, a headwater stream of Stoney Brook 
flowing southerly through the swamp lands of Dr. George 
Torney, Rebecca Segal and the Commonwealth of Mass. 
This brook channel was almost completely obliterated 
and obstructed by the recent construction of the State 
Boulevard and the city and town sewer through these 
swamp lands. The city of Boston co-operated splendidly 
by deepening the brook on the Boston side of the line to 
the grade called for in our plan. The work on this brook 
will effectively abate a serious mosquito breeding swamp 
of long standing. There remains about 500 feet of this 
stream to be cleaned and regraded. In addition we 
cleaned 5,801 feet of the brooks and ditches on the Shat- — 
tuck and Winslow Estates, the Larz Anderson and ad- 
jacent properties on Clyde Street. 

The plan for the new golf course on the Putterham 
Reservation calls for the deepening and extension of the 
ditch system in this former swamp area of 68 acres. 
This will prove of great permanent value in mosquito 
control work in this section. 

Of the 8,932 feet of ditch maintenance work completed, 
3,131 feet were regraded and 5,801 feet were cleaned and 
repaired. . ! 

Pumping. No pumping was necessary this year to 
lower the water levels in Sawmill Brook Swamp. This 
swamp was dry for long periods for the second year in 
succession. 

Results. Mosquito larvae were reported from 310 
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locations. Of these, the genus Aedes was listed from 16 
places, the genus Culex from 291 places and the genus 
Anopheles from 3 places on certain estates near the east- 
erly boundary of the town. The larvae were promptly 
destroyed by our men. 

There was one case of Malaria reported to your Board 
for 1930. This man contracted the disease while serving 
in the British Army in Egypt, about 25 years ago. 


Fly Control 


Fly control is “Preventive Sanitation.” The flies and 
the refuse and filth in which they breed are “nuisances, 
sources of filth and causes of sickness,’’ within the mean- 
ing of the general laws. The town by-laws prohibit per- 
sons from “putting’’, or “suffering to accumulate” or 
“leaving without the license of the Board of Health” on 
their premises or on other persons’ property, all the 
various kinds of fifth and refuse, animal or vegetable 
which become the breeding place for the flies in the fly 
season. Every public spirited citizen is urged to comply 
in a reasonable way with the full intent of the law gov- 
erning “rubbish and filth.’”’ Therefore, if all the citizens 
give the Board of Health their fullest co-operation in com- 
plying with the law in this matter we will certainly con- 
trol the fly nuisance economically. 

Thousands of citizens loyally help abate this nuisance 
every year. We wish to enroll everybody we can reach 
in this effort for better Public Health for all, especially 
the children. | 

Sanitary Inspection. The fly and mosquito inspec- 
tions were made jointly whenever possible. The object 
of these inspections was: First, to educate all the resi- 
dents to abate the insanitary conditions which breed 
flies; second, to secure the prompt sanitary abatement of 
all fly breeding nuisances and thus reduce the number of 
flies in the town. 

Of the total 100,252 joint inspections made, 20,117 
were especially directed against the abatement of the fly 
nuisances as follows: 

Stables and Manure. Our inspectors reported 152 
heaps of manure of various sizes. Of these, 24 were for 
garden purposes, 44 were found at the stables, 47 at hen- 
sheds and pigeon roosts and 10 at pet stock hutches. 
Letters of advice were sent to all owners of birds and 
animals. Enclosed in the letters were extracts from the 
by-laws on filth and rubbish. Owners of animals were 
requested to comply with the law without undue delay. 
We loaned large fly traps to residents in 1930 and we are 
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prepared to loan these traps in 1931. We found it neces- 
sary to prosecute one complaint in court for violation of 
the town by-laws for “suffering to accumulate and leay- 
ing’ refuse, filth and manure on certain premises. 

Garbage. Our inspectors filed complaints against 
6,607 persons for 11,484 fly breeding nuisances which 
were violations of the Town By-laws and the Board of 
Health regulations. The inspectors interviewed the re- 
sponsible employees and the accountable householders 
whenever interviews could be secured. ‘The citizens re- 
sponded splendidly to the requests and a large majority 
promptly corrected the insanitary conditions on their 
premises. 

The care given garbage cans in the fly season is very 
important. Not only must the garbage be completely 
removed from the can at least once a week, but the entire 
can should be cleaned with a larvacide of soap-suds and 
kerosene, or the can may be burned by making a fire in it. 
Deposits of garbage which remain and accumulate for 
long periods of time will be usually heavily infested with 
fly maggots. The dirty swill cans are, then, real fly incu- 
bators of which we found 4,257 scattered throughout the 
town. Three pint samples of garbage from the deposits 
of a large number of cans yielded from 50 to 5000 fly 
maggots. 

The summary of the garbage nuisance work is given in 
the following table.

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Incinerators. Our inspectors recorded 310 inciner- 
ators, an increase of 95 over last year. 

We recommend odorless incineration for a trial at 
stores and homes in congested municipalities in the inter- 
est of more effective sanitation. 

Grass. Our inspectors reported 817 persons for 
“throwing, leaving and suffering to accumulate” upon 
their premises, refuse consisting of grass cuttings, straw, 
hay, cloth, burlap, excelsior, paper and vegetable refuse. 
This refuse should be carted to the dump or the incin- 
erator. 

Privies. There were 93 insanitary privies for work- 
men reported by our inspectors. Of these there were 52, 
or 55% found with non-fly tight sheds and 45 or 46% ina 
very filthy condition. The building contractors were 
urged to provide promptly, sewer connected water clos- 
ets; contractors doing work in the streets were asked to 
use with care, sewer manholes available and all were 
urged to comply with the law. Architects should require 
in their specifications, tank flushed water closets con- 
nected with the sewer, cess-pool or septic tank, instead of 
privies, as the first job to be started on all new buildings. 
Expensive sewers are provided for just this purpose and 
when provided, prompt use should be made of them. 
Many contractors now of their own initiative, realizing 
the unnecessary expense involved in the construction and 
care of a privy, proceed at once to install a tank flushed 
water closet connected with the sewer and save money. 

Miscellaneous. There were 89 complaints received 
and investigated. There were 12 complaints referred to 
other departments for their attention. 

Dumps. The dumps of the town are the lingering evi- 
dence of the customs of primitive peoples. These dump 
sites will be explored years hence and they will supply 
considerable evidence to the people then living here of 
the progress made in sanitation. 

Clean ashes are not insanitary refuse and therefore are 
not objectionable. Considerable grass, straw, cloth, 
paper, sawdust, store and market refuse, vegetable and 
animal filth are carted to the dump in which swarms 
of flies breed. Complaints of fly nuisances at the dumps 
are often made and these complaints are justified. Great 
care is needed to prevent these complaints. Enough 
clean ashes are not available in summer to adequately 
bury all the fly breeding refuse sent there. Special treat- 
ment for burial and incineration of animal and vegetable 
refuse is advised. Other appropriate methods can be 
found to reduce the fly and rat nuisances at the dumps. 
Team work will accomplish this abatement. Every citi- 
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zen and municipal employee is urged to co-operate to 
abolish the dump fly nuisance by preventive measures. 

Summary. There was a total of 12,606 fly breeding 
nuisances and complaints recorded at this office. The 
achievement herein recorded was due to the fine work of 
the men and the splendid co-operation of the citizens.

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REPORT OF THE SANITARY AGENT 


| December 30, 19380. 
To the Board of Health, Brookline, Mass.: 


Gentlemen:—I submit herewith the thirty-eighth an- 
nual report of the Sanitary Agent for the year ending 
December 31, 1930. 

Regular inspections have been made by the Sanitary 
Agent together with a large number of investigations 
of complaints of unsanitary conditions and related mat- 
ters received from residents or referred for investiga- 
tions and report by your Board. 

The number of complaints received in 19380 was 
1,108 compared with 1,025 in 1929. 

The following summary shows the number and char- 
acter of unsanitary and offensive conditions which 
were investigated and corrected.

Following out the usual practice a general inspec- 
tion was made of yards and cellars in the congested 
and business districts following the melting of the snow 
and ice in the spring and this inspection showed a con- 
siderable accumulation of rubbish and debris which 
your Agent caused to be removed. 

During the year thirty-five complaints were received 
of smoke nuisances. Of this number nineteen were 
from oil burning plants and fifteen from plants using 
soft coal as fuel. 

The chief source of complaints in oil burning plants 
is the continued use of heavy fuel oil especially in 
plants not automatically controlled. 

In connection with complaints of coal burning plants, 
over firing or lack of attention is the chief cause of 
complaint. 
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A number of inspections were made of the bakeries 
in the town. The general standard of sanitation was 
satisfactory and when conditions were found not up 
to the standard and called to the attention of those in 
charge, corrections were made. 

The barber shops of the town were inspected during 
the year and wherever unsanitary conditions were 
found corrections were promptly made. 

There continues to be an increased demand for the 
services of this department in the matter of extermina- 
tion of rats and mice and it is believed that this import- 
ant matter affecting public health is of great value to 
the welfare of the townspeople. The number of prem- 
ises treated was 634 as compared to 591 in 1929. 

Further improvements in the sanitary conditions in 
and about new buildings and on contracting work has 
been made due to the substitution of chemical closets. 
in place of the workmen privy. The number of chem- 
ical closets installed was sixteen. The number of 
privies inspected was thirteen and of this number ten 
were abolished, three made fly tight, and fourteen 
water closets were installed. 

During the year the Board granted twenty licenses 
to keep fowl, three permits to build and maintain cess- 
pools and one permit to keep horses.

The Board of Public Welfare respectfully submits its 
report for the year ending December 31, 1930. 


Outdoor Relief 


Due to unemployment the number of applications for 
ald has greatly increased our expenditures although every 
possible effort was made to secure positions for those out 
of work. In January of 1930 we carried over 77 fam- 
ilies and during the year 116 new cases have been added 
after careful investigation, many of these received aid 
for the first time. Total number of families 193, com- 
prising 737 persons—387 being under 16 years of age.

The town has also paid for aid rendered several fam- 
ilies living elsewhere but retaining legal settlement in 
this town.

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Walnut Hills Cemetery 


The Walnut Hills Cemetery has received the usual care 
throughout the year. 

An appropriation of One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dol- 
lars was made at the Annual Town Meeting to continue 
the work of resurfacing the main avenues which was be- 
gun in 1927. As in previous years the subgrading was done 
by the regular cemetery force and the resurfacing by con- 
tract. 

This practice has been very satisfactory and the 
Trustees recommend that an appropriation of One 
Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars be made to continue 
this work during the coming year. 

The posts and wall adjoining the main entrance have 
been rebuilt this year and the gates put in good condi- 
tion. This work was paid for out of the balance of last 
year’s appropriation for the new wall. 

At the Annual Town Meeting there was appropri- 
ated Thirty One Hundred ($3,100.00) Dollars for the 
purpose of laying a water pipe and installing two hy- 
drants in the grounds, which has been done by the 
Water Department. | 

Further laterals have been extended to various parts 
of the cemetery and the Trustees ask that the balance 
of this appropriation be carried over in order that the 
extension work may be continued. 

The Trustees further recommend an appropriation 
of One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars for the grading 
and surfacing of Pierce Avenue and the adjoining land. 


Brookline Cemetery 


The trees and ground in the Brookline Cemetery 
have been given their usual attention. In addition to 
this, considerable work has been done to make more 
presentable the rough bank at the northeasterly corner 
of the cemetery by the application of loam. It is the 
intent of the Trustees, in the Spring, to plant this slope 
with shrubbery. 

The Trustees recommend that five hundred ($500.00) 
dollars be appropriated for the care and maintenance of 
the Brookline Cemetery for 1931.

REPORT OF THE PARK 
COMMISSIONERS 


The Board of Park Commissioners respectfully sub- 
mits the following report of its operations for the year 
1930, together with an estimate of expenditures for 
1931: 

By statute, all parks and playgrounds and by Article ~ 
IX of the Town By-laws, all public grounds are placed 
in the charge of this Board. The total area under its 
care and control is approximately 376 acres or about 
8.6 per cent of the entire town. For a detailed state- 
ment of this area reference should be made to the 
219th Annual Town Report at pages 370 ff., to which 
should be added the Pierce Playground on School 
street. 
| The Municipal Golf Course 

The event of most interest to the public during the 
past year was the authorization by the Town of the con- 
struction of an eighteen hole golf course on Putterham 
Playground. Work was begun early in October and 
owing to favorable weather tremendous progress has 
been made. It is, however, impossible at this time to 
predict when the course will be completed. 


Brookline Field 


The improvements planned will be completed in the 
spring of 1981. Owing to the work being carried on 
and the increased use of:the field by the High School 
only $750. was received from rentals. 


Tennis 


The new courts on Beacon and Amory Playground 
have proved to be very popular and the sum of $1321 
has been received this year from fees. 


. Leverett Pond and Muddy River 
The work of dredging the above named waters was 
finished in the early spring. 


Longwood Playground 


This area has been filled, loamed and seeded and 
should be ready for use in the fall of 1931. 
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In General 


In addition to the regular routine work, the drive 
leading to the Main Library has been widened and 
fences erected at the Lowell Playground and the 
Runkle and Devotion Schools to ensure the safety of the 
children. 

Again the Board publicly expresses its aroreciation 
of the faithful and efficient service of its Secretary, 
Superintendent and other employees.

REPORT OF TREE PLANTING 
COMMITTEE 


During 1930 a total of 667 trees were planted, an un- 
usual number because of the real estate development in 
the southerly part of the town, this extensive program 
was forced upon the department. The following are the 
streets planted: Bournewood, Bonad, Wallis, Cary, Jeffer- 
son, Randolph, Arlington, Russett, Princeton, Rangeley, 
Bellingham, Ledyard and Clearwater Roads, Kensington 
Circle, Grove and Newton Streets. 

The trees selected for this development were red oak, 
European linden, Oriental plane, a small leaf elm (Ulmus 
pumula) red maple and the red leaf variety of Norway 
maple. The expense came out of the appropriation for 
construction of Streets. An experiment was made in 
setting out some Japanese cherry and crab trees on road- 
ways laid out through the former property of Mr. J. 
Randolph Coolidge. Because of the dry season, it was 
feared many would not survive, but owing to special care 
and treatment not a single tree was lost. The shrubs on 
the Hoar Memorial also survived the drought very well. 

224 trees were planted elsewhere in the town, many to 
fill in gaps caused by death or injury. Some were re- 
moved upon request either to construct driveways or be- 
cause of too much shade. 62 dead trees were cut down. 

Creosoting and spraying were done for gypsy moths 
which were found in patches throughout the town and 
spraying for scale insects, tent.caterpillars and canker 
worms, the latter found to be particularly bad on Ham- 
mond Street. On private property by request the depart- 
ment did some spraying for elm leaf minors. 

On October 2nd, there was a fire on the Water Works 
Reservation at Dedham which burned about 5000 pine 
trees including some of the finest specimens. The cause 
of the fire is unknown. 50 men from Brookline aided the 
Dedham Fire Department in controlling the fire. 

The usual amount of pruning has been done. The 
underbrush in the pine forest on the Water Works Reser- 
vation at Dedham was removed through the generosity 
of a private citizen, to give employment to men out of 
work.

The Department planted 667 trees on public streets. 
The construction of new streets in the southerly part of 
the town under the Betterment Act necessitated this in- 
tensive program. ‘The policy to increase the number of 
varieties of trees for street planting has been continued 
with gratifying results. 

The amount of money available by statute for care and 
planting trees in any one year is $2.00 for each ratable 
poll. With the constantly increasing number of street 
trees planted authority should be obtained from the Leg- 
islature to increase this amount so that our trees which 
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are of such great importance can be adequately taken 
care of. As appears in the expenses the item of pruning 
is the largest expense and with the constantly increasing 
program of planting more trees the cost of maintenance 
will increase. 

About one-third of the roadside trees on public streets 
were pruned last year. The work of thinning out road- 
side trees in the Fisher Hill section was continued on 
Buckminster Road, Druce Street and Dean Road. The 
trees on these streets were planted many years ago, about 
30 feet apart, and have reached the stage where they are 
interfering with each other. The Department’s policy of 
removing trees on some of these streets each year should 
be continued. 

Fire has continued to be the greatest enemy to the pine 
forest on the Water Department’s land in Dedham. The 
severe fire of October 2nd of this past year destroyed a 
large acreage of pine trees averaging from 5 to 15 feet in 
height.

During the past year careful attention was paid to the 
various insects affecting the trees. The continued appear- 
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ance of the fall web worm with its unsightliness is a 
source of trouble to our trees. In order to properly con- 
trol this insect spraying must be done in the limited 
period during the last week of July and the first of 
August, when such spraying is most effective.. 

Our trees have been treated for the egg-clusters of the 
gypsy moths and wherever necessary spraying with ar- 
senate of lead has been done. It is the policy of the De- 
partment to examine each year for egg-clusters of the 
gypsy moths on the trees in the Town and this method 
has proved most effective in controlling the gypsy moth 


situation.

REPORT 


The Water Board herewith submits its 55th annual 
report for the fiscal year ending December 31, 1930. At 
the annual Town meeting held March 4, Mr. Francis W. 
Hamilton was re-elected a member of the Board for three 
years. The Board organized with the choice of Mr. Tim- 
othy J. Burke as Chairman, Z. R. Forbes as Registrar 
and Clerk, and F. F. Forbes Superintendent of the Works. 

On May 1, 1930, Mr. W. B. Webber, Chief Engineer at 
the High Service Pumping Station since the establish- 
ment of the plant in 1886, requested to be retired because 
of ill health. The Board accepted his request for retire- 
ment with regret and in full appreciation of his long and 
faithful service. 

On July 18, Mr. Walter B. Bushway, having been certi- 
fied by the Civil Service Commission as eligible for 
appointment as Assistant Superintendent of the Water 
Department, was appointed to this position. 

In conjunction with the ordinary routine work of this 
Department, 12903 feet of main pipe have been laid in 
various new streets, built by the Town in the Walnut 
Hills District. These extensions were all made during 
the construction of the streets. The trenches were ma- 
chine excavated by contract and at a much lower cost 
than could have been done by hand labor. Mains have 
also been extended in Grove Street and the West Rox- 
bury Parkway, details of which will be found in the 
report of the Superintendent. 

The Force Mains in Cedar Swamp, West Roxbury, 
have been lowered to conform to the level of the sur- 
rounding grounds and now rest on concrete piers which 
are carried down to a firm gravel foundation. The exca- 
vation and concrete work was done under contract with — 
B. F. Quimby & Son. The mains were lowered to their 
new level while under full pressure, by employees of the 
Water Department, without accident of any kind. 

A settlement of land between the West Roxbury Park- 
way and Allendale Road, due to drainage, which occurred 
during the latter part of the summer, caused an ex- 
tremely dangerous condition of the force mains in Grove 
Street, similar to that which occurred in Cedar Swamp. 
The mains in this street are supported by wooden pilés, 
and, in order to prevent a collapse of these supports, 
which would have resulted in endangering the water 
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supply of the Town, it became imperative to strengthen 
them without delay. Plans and specifications for addi- 
tional piling and concrete supports were prepared and 
bids solicited. The contract was awarded to A. Daddeiro 
& Son, they being the lowest bidder. This work has been 
completed and the mains are now in a condition to effectu- 
ally withstand any further settlement of adjoining 
ground without danger of breaking. 

_ The cost of this emergency work was, by authority 
granted by the Board of Selectmen, charge to any unex- 
pended balances in the amounts appropriated for main- 
tenance and extension for the present year. 

A new service building, of brick and concrete construc- 
tion has been erected in the pipe yard lot, Pearl Street, in 
accordance with plans and specifications prepared by An- 
drews, Jones, Biscoe and Whittemore, Architects. Nine- 
teen proposals for the construction of this building were 
received, ranging in price from $24,400.00 to $32,756.00. 
The lowest bid, that of Frankini Bros., was accepted. 
The building has been completed to the satisfaction of the 
Board, and will greatly facilitate the work of the Depart- 
ment and also provide fire-proof storage for much valu- 
able equipment. 

During the coming year it will be necessary to remove 
the old wooden storage building and make certain changes 
in the wire fencing, to conform to the location of the new 
building, and install an oil burner, for heating purposes, 
and make several other changes in the drive-ways, the 
cost of which is included in the amount recommended for 
general maintenance. 

As in past years the State Board of Health have made 
periodical analyses of water, taken from the driven wells 
system and from the final effluent of the filter. These 
analyses show little change in the iron and mangenese 
content of the raw water and a very uniform final afflu- 
ent, free from mangenese and very low in iron. 

During the past year it has been difficult, in times of 
greatest need, to generate sufficient steam to supply the 
main pumping engines and the auxiliary steam driven 
turbines at the Low Service Station. 

The plant, originally constructed, provided a chimney 
with flue capacity for two boilers only. Two additional 
boilers have since been added and when all are in service 
the flue capacity of the chimney is insufficient to provide 
the required draught. This results in poor coal combus- 
tion and consequent curtailment of steam generated. 

In order to fully meet the steam requirements at this 
station a larger chimney, designed to furnish ample 
draught for four boilers, should be built. The Board 
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recommends an appropriation of $6,000.00 for this work. 
The Board approves the recommendations of the Sup- 
erintendent for cleaning the force mains from the Low 
Service Pumping Station to the Reservoirs on Fisher Hill 
and also for the renewing of the electric light generating 
set at the Low Service Pumping Station. 
The following appropriations are recommended for the

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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 


Brookline, Mass., December 31, 1930. 


To the Brookline Water Board: 


Gentlemen:—I respectfully submit the fifty-fifth annual 
report of the Superintendent of the. Water Works for the 
year ending December 31, 1930. 

A brief summary of the work of the Water Department 
for the past season is as follows: 

One hundred and nine services were laid, a fewer num- 
ber than in previous years, owing to less building. 

Nearly the same number of feet of street mains were 
laid. The streets in which the new mains were laid are 
shown further along in this report. 

The changing of the lines and grades on Newton Street 
for a large part of the distance between South Street and ° 
Hammond Street made it necessary to relay the 12 inch 
main between Wolcott Road and Hammond Street and 
for most of the distance between the Parkway and South 
Street. All the service pipes were relaid and the hyd- 
rants moved back or placed in new locations. This work 
was spread out over a greater part of the season, much 
to the inconvenience of the Department. | 

All the service pipes in that part of Beacon Street and 
Summit Avenue, which were resurfaced in a permanent 
way, were relaid excepting those recently laid. 

Only two hydrants were broken by automobiles. 

Sixty-seven gates were placed on hydrants which have 
been in use for a long time for reasons stated in pre- 
vious reports. This work will be continued until all hyd- 
rants are provided with gates. 

The driven wells were carefully examined and all the 
ditches in the meadows near the wells were thoroughly 
cleaned. 

The yield of the wells was less than ever before, owing 
to the low water in the Charles River. Never since the 
records of the heights of the water in Charles River have 
been taken, extending over a period of nearly 50 years, 
has it been as low for so long a period. The ground water 
was lowered nearly 20 feet near the driven wells. 

The filter continued to give excellent results removing 
all the mangenese, and most of the iron. One filter was. 
resanded and one more should be resanded the coming 
season. 

The coke in some of the tricklers is getting clogged in 
spite of the usual flushing. This in no way effects the 
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efficiency but lessens the amount of water which can pass 
through them. It may be desirable the coming season to 
remove the coke and wash it, supplying what new coke 
may be needed to bring the trickler to grade. 

The pumping machinery and all auxiliaries at both 
stations has required only the normal repairs with one 
exception. The exhaust valve in the low pressure cylin- 
der of engine No. 4 broke, causing no damage to any 
other part. The pump was out of commission only two 
or three days and the expense of repairing was small. 
With the exception of the electric light engine, all machin- 
ery isin good repair. It is hoped that a new electric light 
engine can be purchased the coming year. 

In May of this year, a meter was placed by the Metro- 
politan Water Department between the Metropolitan and 
Brookline mains, to measure all the Metropolitan water 
supplied the Town. | 

The amount furnished is shown in the table of con- 
sumption further along in the report. Previous to the 
time the meter was installed, the amount used was esti- 
mated. The increase in consumption is no more than 
might be expected when the dry season is taken into 
account. 

Mention was made in the last annual report of the 
decreased capacity of the force mains owing to the for- 
mation of tubicles on the inside. 

It is not possible to deliver to the Town, by at least 
300,000 gallons per day, as much water as the Town is 
allowed to take from the Charles River Basin. 

Brookline is using more water each year and it is decid- 
edly for the interest of the Town to take the full amount 
allowed, when needed. It is hoped the mains may be 
cleaned the coming year. 

The new shop and store house has been completed. 
During the winter the various things in the old building 
will be moved to the new one and the old building will be 
torn down the coming spring. 

A new automobile has been purchased in place of an 
old one too much worn to be economically repaired. 

The usual care has been taken of the hydrants, reser- 
voirs, grounds, and other parts not mentioned above. 

For a detail of water consumed and pipe laid, etc., 
attention is called to the table appended, all of which is 
respectfully submitted.

The Trustees of the Public Library of Brookline pre- 
sent herewith their seventy-fourth annual report covering 
the condition and conduct of the affairs of the Library for 
the year 19380. 

The past year has seen but few changes in the organ- 
ization of the Library. There have been no changes in 
the Board of Trustees and the organization of the Board 
remains the same. The Library Committee which serves 
as the executive committee of the Board is composed 
again of Mrs. Philip S. Parker, chairman, Thomas M. 
Devlin, Barrett P. Tyler and Arthur L. Endicott. The 
other officers of the Board are shown on the opposite page 
of this report. Among the staff there have been no 
changes among the heads of departments and there have 
been but few vacancies in the minor positions on the 
staff. These have been satisfactorily filled by the librar- 
ian as they occurred. 

Mr. George Johnson, the head janitor, who served the 
Library efficiently and faithfully for 19 years died on 
November 23, 1930. 

The circulation for the year reached the highest point 
in the history of the Library, 391,095 volumes, an in- 
crease in circulation over the previous year of 5, 246 vol- 
umes. The largest increase was made at the Chestnut 
Hill Branch. The circulation from this Library increased 
during the year from 17,612 to 20,212 volumes, or approx- 
imately 15%. The library at Coolidge Corner showed a 
decrease in circulation of 518 volumes, 108,769 volumes 
having been put into circulation through this branch dur- 
ing the year. In spite of the small decrease this is more 
than 50% of the number of books circulated from the 
delivery desk and the Children’s Department at the main 
library. The total number of volumes in the Library at 
the end of the year 1930 was 135,086, an increase of 3,346 
over the number of volumes in the Library at the begin- 
ning of the year. The Library also contains pictures, 
photographs, and prints to the number of 24,517 to which 
collection 1,542 were added during the year. 

The expenses of the Library for 1930 from the town 
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appropriation amount to $70,448.58, slightly less than the 
previous year and the Trustees are asking for no increase 
in the budget for the year 1931. In addition to the town 
appropriation the Trustees have received $3,053.35 from 
the income of funds in the custody of the town treasurer 
for the benefit of the Library. As has been the policy in 
the past the income received from these funds is used al- 
most entirely for the purchase of books of real permanent 
value. 

The Trustees are convinced that the future growth and 
usefulness of the Library to the citizens of the town will 
be through the extension of its branches and believe that 
increased library facilities at Washington Square would 
largely increase the circulation of the Library and be 
much appreciated by the residents in that vicinity. We 
are ready to recommend that the deposit station at Wash- 
ington Square be replaced with a branch library as soon 
as the present financial depression is passed and the 
necessary expense has the approval of the Board of 
Selectmen. 

The Trustees have discussed with the librarian during 
the year the possibility of adopting some method to re- 
duce the loss of books from the Library. They find from 
what figures are available that the Brookline Library is 
not suffering in this regard more than similar libraries 
where the books are all kept on open shelves. Neverthe- 
less the loss is very considerable and we are taking steps 
to reduce it. Many books we know are taken out of the 
Library without being registered simply through care- 
lessness but the fact that the librarian can predict with 
some accuracy the type of books which will be missed 
convinces us that this loss is not entirely on account of 
carelessness and thoughtlessness but is in Some measure 
premeditated. If the patrons of the Library feel that 
they are in any way inconvenienced by the methods which 
the librarian is taking, they may be assured that our 
endeavor is for the benefit of the patrons who obey the 
rules of the Library and in order that they may be more 
likely to find the books they wish when they call at the 
Library. 

The Trustees wish to express their grateful apprecia- 
tion to the residents of the town who are constantly show- 
ing their interest in the Library by their gifts of various 
kinds. While there has been no outstanding gift received 
this year to compare with the Edward W. Baker Collec- 
tion of a year ago, the Library has received many books, 
pictures, photographs, etc. for which the Trustees wish to 
express their thanks to each of the donors. 

The Library could not maintain its present standard 
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and occupy the high position it does among the public 
libraries of the State without the constant effort of the 
librarian and the library staff in carrying out the policies 
formulated by the Trustees and we wish again this year 
to thank both the librarian and the library staff for their 
faithful co-operation and for their constant vigilance to 
make the Library more attractive and of greater service 
to the citizens of Brookline each year.

Trustees of the Public Library. 
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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


Brookline, January 1, 1931. 
To the Trustees of the Public Library: 


Gentlemen:—My 29th report, the 74th of the Public 
Library, is herewith submitted. 

The work of the Library has gone on steadily during 
the year, but no new undertakings have been begun. The 
increase in circulation of books recorded is small in the 
aggregate, although highly satisfactory in two branches. 

The following figures summarize a few of the chief lib- 
rary activities for 1930. 

The Library was open 82 hours each week for 10 
months and 63 hours for 2 months. 

The Coolidge Corner Branch was open 72 hours each 
week for 10 months and 63 hours for 2 months. 

The Library and its branches issued 391,095 books for 
home use in 1930, a gain of 5,246 volumes over 1929. 

This figure represents 8.23 books per capita of popula- 
tion. (Population according to 1930 census is 47,490.) 

9,569 pictures were circulated during the year. 

~The School Department sent 18,921 books and 6961 pic- . 
tures to 186 school rooms. 

3,208 new borrowers were registered, making a total of 
14,383 borrowers at present. 

8,781 new books were added to the Library by purchase 
and gift. The total book stock is now 135,086. 

The expenditure for books in 1930 was $13,533.39. 
$10,726.22 from the town appropriation and $2,807.17 
from the income of special funds. Of this total expendi- 
ture a little over one quarter was spent on children’s 
books, about one fifth on adult fiction new and old, and 
the remainder, more than one half, was spent for more 
serious reading of the adult population. 

Hach year our records show the purchase of more 
books and especially the purchase of books on a wider 
variety of subjects. The selection is approached from 
many angles with the needs and tastes of a very various 
public in view,—needs both unspoken and recorded. The 
Librarian has tried to keep within a definitely agreed 
proportion of our book funds in buying current fiction 
for which the demand is so unceasing that it would be. 
easy to let it absorb the entire amount allotted to books. 

We try to respond to the very large number of requests 
for special books in so far as these are books likely to be 
of use to enough borrowers to justify their purchase. The 
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Librarian finds constant suggestion for purchase in the 
requests for information and for books that come to 
the Reference Department, which often reveal the pov- 
erty of the library in some specific subject, as on a recent 
occasion—for books on the preparation of leather and on 
the manufacture of rubber. Or these requests may show 
that although we have a fair assortment of books on a 
subject, such as, for instance, the study and teaching of 
English, the constant demand is evidence of the need 
of many more. 

All libraries that have thrown their shelves wide open 
to the Public are today suffering from the results of too 
great liberality. We are all confronted with losses from 
open shelves which have increased greatly since the war. 
It must be evident to everyone that better control of the 
exits from the Loan Desk and from the Reading Rooms 
constitutes the only effective remedy. 

The Librarian believes that a determined and continu- 
ous effort must be made to control the unruly element 
which drifts in and out of our library looking for a friend, 
or for trouble, taking what is wanted without formality 
because in all likelihood cards are held for unpaid fines. 
It is too soon to say whether the new railings are going to 
help us. They are intended to guide to the right of the 
. Loan Desk those entering the Library while reserving the 
opposite side for the exit, and bringing both passageways 
very near the Desk so as to give the assistant in charge 
some control of those who pass. Railings close two of the 
fiction alcoves also, leaving an entrance only in the centre. 
If, as we propose, the Loan Desk is extended towards the 
front, it will leave a narrow passage across the room from 
side to side, giving the assistants at the desk still better 
view and control. 

The loss of books according to the 1930 inventory is 
1120 volumes. This inventory, which we complete in two 
years, covered in 1930 all books in branches, all fiction 
and juveniles, and a good deal more than half the non-fic- 
tion at the main library. This figure, our total circulation 
for the year being 391,095, represents a loss of less than 
2 in a thousand of circulation, and is largely from fiction, 
juveniles, and from such books in the classes, history, 
sociology, literature and technology as are needed by the 
students who often resent paying for what the town can 
be made to supply. It is true that the number of books 
recorded as missing always contains a few which are out 
of place on the shelves as it is an impossible task to keep 
over 135,000 books legibly marked and in perfect order 
on the shelves when they are most of them accessible to 
the public. 
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In the celebration of the 300th anniversary of the city 
of which our town was for many years a part the Library 
took a modest part. A special bulletin was published in 
July with illustrations of a few of our earliest buildings, 
etc., with the historical summary reprinted in abridged 
form from the “Report on the Municipal Policy of Brook- 
line,” and calling attention to the exhibit of Brookline pic- 
tures (chiefly from the Edward W. Baker collection) dis- 
played at the central library during the summer. months. 
Much interest was shown both in this exhibit and in the 
bulletin. Collections of books on the early history of Bos- 
ton and of New England were brought together both at 
the main library and at Coolidge Corner and some inter- 
esting manuscripts and other illustrative material was 
displayed in our exhibition cases. Of especial interest were 
a few pictures lent to us for this occasion—an oil painting 
of the original Punch Bowl! Tavern, from Mr. E. B. Dane, 
some quaint photographs from Miss Mabel Chapin of the 
famous house on Walnut Street, in which “Mr. Commis- 
sioner Hulton” lived, and two photographs from Dr. 
Carleton Francis of the old Shurtleff House. The beauti- 
ful map of revolutionary Boston, by Henry Pelham, given 
to us several years ago by Mr. Dane has now been framed 
and is hung in Gardner Hall. This map is especially in- 
teresting as showing Brookline when its only approach 
from Boston was over the “Neck’’, and also because it 
shows the earliest centre in the town with the First Par- 
ish Church and the Hulton house mentioned above. 

The branch at Coolidge Corner has seemed to fill satis- 
factorily its place in that active community, although the 
number of books lent in 1930 is 518 less than those issued 
in 1929. The demand through the busiest season on the 
stock of books at this branch is so great that the shelves 
show great need of reinforcement, which may account for 
the falling off in the circulation. The Library is starting 
a revolving collection of new non-fiction for the use of all 
branches, by means of which it is hoped to secure greater 
variety for all without too great expenditure of book 
funds. 

Many books on subjects of interest to Jewish readers 
have been bought especially for Coolidge Corner and 
lately a small collection of books in the Yiddish lan- 
guage has been borrowed from the Division of Public 
Libraries for the use of some of the older readers. 
These books have met such an immediate response 
from borrowers that the little collection is proving 
wholly inadequate to our needs. The Librarian plans 
to buy a few Yiddish books for our own collection. 

The branch at Chestnut Hill has shown steady 
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growth in its present home, with a circulation of 20,- 
217 to its credit in 1930, an increase of 2,605 over 
books lent in 1929. This increase in the use of books 
has been accompanied by improved behaviour of the 
younger readers, which is perhaps partly accountable 
for a conspicuous growth in the issue of books to older 
readers. In short Mrs. Roscoe’s successful manage- 
ment of the young people has greatly added to the at- 
tractiveness of her branch to those of all ages. 

The Sewall Reading Room was established in De- 
cember, 1912, through the enterprise of the Brookline 
Education Society, in a small building on Cypress Street 
opposite the Sewall school house. A year later it was 
transferred to the school house where until October, 1921, 
a room in the second story was reserved for library 
use. Since then the Library has had the use of one of the 
kindergarten rooms for three evenings a week. The cir- 
culation of books, chiefly to young people, has shown a 
satisfactory growth from year to year, especially during 
1930 when 7,453 books have been issued, a gain of 975 
over 1929. This circulation of an average of 828 books a 
month in a branch open only for three hours an evening . 
on three evenings in the week beats all our records. In 
November 1203 ‘books were given out during eleven 
evenings. 

The Library has had since April, 1927, a deposit station 
at Washington Square, where there has been a very fair 
circulation of fiction and of a popular type of non-fiction. 
Owing to the lack of space and other limitations of a shop 
station only books for adults have been kept there. In 
Miss Allen’s care the station has been ideal as to condi- 
tions, but a shop station is at best a make-shift, and 
should lead to a real branch in this busy centre. The sta- 
tion has issued 11,266 books in 1930 as mete with 
E252 in’ L929; 


High School Library 


The figures of circulation mean less in this department 
of our work than in any other, the chief use of the books 
being in the library. The time of the librarian and of her 
assistant is taken up with the routine of teaching the use 
of books and catalogues both in formal classes and in 
informal help given to the individual student. It would 
be hard to estimate the value of a library in a great High 
School without knowing of this informal personal side of 
the work. A few instances are—the Freshman acquaint- 
ance groups, talks to the Civics Classes on good citizen- 
ship in the Library, the weekly reading circles, including 
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a Christmas reading by Mrs. Siebens from Dickens to 
forty boys and girls. 

The volunteer library staff consists of about twenty-five 
girls who give one or two regular periods each week in 
service to the library. With this group Mrs. Siebens has 
planned many helpful activities such as a visit to the Art 
Museum, a walk about the old North End of Boston, and 
a highly creditable performance during Good Book Week, 
which was repeated at the main library,—scenes from 
Pride and Prejudice and from David Copperfield. Mrs. 
Siebens’s regular assistant during the year was first Miss 
Annie McIntosh, who left us in June, and since Septem- 
ber Miss Mary Stack, whose preliminary training for 
teaching has made her an unusually capable assistant. 
Miss Stack has been able to help in the teaching side of 
the work, and has also made a beginning in talking about 
the library and its uses to the High School classes at St. 
Mary’s. 

In planning for the future development of the Library | 
the Librarian has in mind our need for branch libraries 
or some kind of book distribution for the following cen- 
tres,— Washington Square, Newton Street near Grove, 
and the Heath School District. As the Trustees have 
definitely approved the establishment of a branch in or 
near Washington Square it is to be hoped that the Town 
will look with favor on such an extension of our work as 
soon as a return of more prosperous business conditions 
warrants the expenditure. 

The rapid development of the southwestern part of 
Brookline makes more evident than ever the distance of 
that beautiful neighborhood from the main Library or 
from any branch. A small branch in the neighborhood of 
the old Putterham School and the Pumping Station would 
serve a fast growing community. The Library has had a 
deposit station more than once in the vicinity of the 
Heath School and of St. Lawrence’s Church, which finally 
had to be discontinued because of unsatisfactory condi- 
tions. The Librarian looks forward to some form of 
branch in this neighborhood in the future. 


The Staff 


An important change in the organization of the staff, 
which involved some reapportioning of work, followed 
the resignation in 1929 of Miss Mary Davis, the assistant 
librarian. It was decided to follow the custom of many 
libraries of this size and type in abolishing the position of 
assistant librarian, and combining the position of execu- 
tive secretary with that of head of a department. In our 
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case this was effected by appointing Miss Thayer, already 
head of the Order Department as the Librarian’s Secre- 
tary. Miss Thayer has been with the Library since 1913, 
and since 1920 has had ‘charge of the ordering of books 
and of the library’s accounts. This rearrangement has 
been most satisfactory, the administrative work is excel- 
lently cared for, and the Library has only suffered the 
expected inconveniences incident to the loss of an un- 
usually able member of the staff, whose duties must be 
taken over by persons less familiar with them. 

The appointment of Miss Heloise Fisher in April 
brought the staff up to its usual number. 

The resignation of Miss Elizabeth Towle, since 1925 a 
valued member of the staff, left vacant the post of assist- 
ant at Coolidge Corner which she had held since 1927. 
This position has been filled by the promotion of Miss 
Barbara Glidden, and Miss Carol Walden was appointed 
from May 1 to fill the vacancy thus made. The vacancies 
left by the resignation of Miss Mary Blackford and Miss 
Margaret McDiarmid in the early summer have been sat- 
isfactorily filled by the appointment of Miss Serena Saw- 
yer and Miss Dorothy Brown. Finally, Miss Eleanor 
Hall, since 1925 on our staff left in October much to our 
regret, and her place as assistant cataloguer has been 
filled by Miss Walden, whose place has in turn been filled 
by the appointment of Miss Edith Carlson. 

The lessons on library technique given to the younger 
members of the staff have been again carried on by Mrs. 
Siebens, Miss Brown and other heads of departments. 

Attendance at Library meetings and visits to other lib- 
raries have been encouraged to the advantage of the staff. 


Work With Children and Schools 


In fostering a love of good books in the young people 
in Brookline many of our most enthusiastic staff mem- 
bers join. In the main library, Miss Rowley of the 
Children’s Department and Miss Wetherell of the 
School Department are unremitting in their efforts, 
and they are ably seconded by the workers at the 
branches. Through the Library and its branches 139,- 
895 books have been issued during 1930 to young 
people against 137,841 in 1929, more than one-third 
of our whole circulation. 

Story hour groups have been carried on at the cen- 
tral children’s rooms with increasing success by Miss 
Rowley and Miss Sutherland, while Miss Sutherland is 
trying to build up a group at Coolidge Corner. She 
also goes as “‘guest artist’? to Chestnut Hill and to Sew- 
all on special occasions. 
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During the winter of 19380 the main library and 
Coolidge Corner had the pleasure of Mr. John Cronan’s 
story-telling on several occasions, and again this au- 
tumn during Good Book Week. The insistent demand 
for the books from which his stories are taken is evi- 
dence of his hold on the young people. 

Summer reading clubs and the usual privilege of tak- 
ing a number of books away for the vacation months have 
stimulated the use of books at that season. Over 1400 
books were taken from the Coolidge Corner Children’s 
Department alone on “summer specials’. 

The Children’s Rooms have had some very interesting 
exhibits, including models of early colonial buildings and 
houses made by the Runkle School, exhibits illustrating 
child life in foreign lands from the Junior Red Cross and 
always attractive exhibits from the Children’s Museum 
of Jamaica Plain. 

Miss Wetherell has sent out 186 class room libraries 
during 1930, containing 18,921 books, from which in 
turn a circulation of 47,698 has been returned, a gain of 
1900 over the use in 1929. These libraries are sent out 
at the opening of school, and twice exchanged during the 
school year. 

In looking forward two general lines of growth present 
themselves if the Library is to reach its fullest measure 
of development and-usefulness. The first is the growth 
through branch libraries, which has been accepted by 
your Board as a proper method of reaching out to all 
parts of our town, a method common to all modern library 
systems, and which has been spoken of at greater length 
elsewhere. The second is the development of better pub- 
licity leading to more extensive use of the library facil- 
ities which we have. This may call for the employment of 
a trained assistant in the future. There is great room for 
improvement and development in the preparation of 
bulletins, book lists, and news items, as well as in search- 
‘ing out other ways in which to present the case for books 
to possible readers, especially to find ways of promoting 
the use of the Library among certain groups in the com- 
munity who are not “library-minded’’. 

If because of the present depression the coming year 
must be one of continued economy, we can at least look 
forward to very definite expansion of the library’s work 
whenever economic conditions again become normal.

REPORT 


The School Committee respectfully submits to the town 
the following report for the year ended December 31, 
1930: 

On Monday, March 17, 1930, the Committee organized 
as follows: 

Chairman, Abbot Peterson; Secretary, Mary Adams. 

At a Special Meeting, March 31, 1980, the following 
subcommittees were appointed : 

Committee on Buildings—Francis A. Niccolls, Richard 
C. Floyd, Sidney T. Strickland. 

Committee on Finance—Richard C. Floyd, Lotta Brad- 
burn Schick, Margaret M. Robinson.

Bradburn Schick, William T. Reid, Jr. 

Committee on Teachers—Edith C. Baker, William T. 
Reid, Jr., Francis A. Niccolls. 

Committee on Textbooks and Courses of Study—Mar- 
garet M. Robinson Sidney T. Strickland, Edith C. Baker. 

By vote of the Board the Chairman is a member of each 
standing committee. 

At the close of the last school year, Mr. Winfred C. 
Akers. resigned his position as principal of the High 
School. For seventeen years he had been the honored 
and beloved leader of scores of teachers and hundreds 
of boys and girls. His stalwart sincerity, his insistence 
upon high standards, and his sympathetic understanding 
of the problems that face young people were constantly 
felt, not only in the school, but also in the life of the com- 
munity and in the educational forces throughout the 
State. All who knew him loved him. 

To the responsibility of leadership of the High School, 
the School Committee called Mr. Ernest R. Caverly, a 
graduate of the Boston Latin School and Harvard Col- 
lege; head of the Department of English at Springfield 
and Newton; and principal at Brattleboro, Vermont, and 
North Adams. 

With the opening of the present echine! year, the Law- 
rence pupils entered the new Lawrence School, which 
was formally accepted as of September 6, 1930. In ap- 
pearance, arrangement, and educational equipment it is 
regarded as among the finest elementary schools of the 
country. 

The Longwood School on St. Mary’s Street has so en- 
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deared itself to the parents of the kindergarten and prim- 
ary children of the district that the school has been kept 
open despite the opening of the Lawrence. It has recent- 
ly been voted to maintain the Longwood School, with 
no definite time limit stated. 

During the present year, Brookline has lost three of its 
teachers by death. Miss Cecile E. Harris, for nineteen 
years an outstanding teacher in the Devotion School, had 
been granted a leave of absence last year. In spite of 
a promising gain after an operation, and just as she was 
on the point of resuming her work, she was suddenly 
stricken and died September 19. Mrs. L. Margaret 
Amsden, since 1914 principal of the Sewall School, died 
January 24 after a very brief illness. Mrs. Mabel K. 
Farnum, who was appointed to succeed Mrs. Amsden, 
died May 27. The Sewall School community especially 
feels these two loses, for Mrs. Amsden and Mrs. Farnum 
had worked together for years among the pupils and en- 
joyed the confidence of their parents. 

Miss Katherine Johnson, a teacher in the Sewall School 
since 1916, began her duties as principal in September, 
1930. 

An excellent portrait of the late Mr. Michael Driscoll, 
for fifty-four years a member of the School Committee, 
was presented by his family to the school named for him, 
and it was formally unveiled in the Driscoll School Hall, 
November 21. The Chairman of the School Committee, 
in accepting the portrait, spoke of the long and devoted 
service of Mr. Driscoll, and of the respect and affection 
inspired by the qualities of his mind and heart. 

The Department of Vocational Guidance of the Brook- 
line Schools, under the directorship of Mr. Jewett, was 
created at the opening of the school year, and a prevoca- 
‘tional course, to be given in the Manual Training Build- 
ing has been authorized. 

Corporal punishment, although almost never practised 
in our schools, was formally abolished. 

It was voted in June that all lunchrooms should come 
under the supervision of the School Committee, and that 
the combined system be known as the Department of 
School Luncheons. 

At the dedication of the Dickinson Stadium at Newton, 
November 27, the School Committee of Brookline were 
present as invited guests. The Chairman responded for 
the Committee during appropriate exercises held between 
the halves of the annual football game, and presented, 
for the Committee, an American Flag to fly from the 
pole on the Newton Athletic Field. 

The Committee regrets to report the deaths during 
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the year of John J. Nyhen and Louis C. Swett, who had 
served the Schools as janitors for thirty-seven and twelve 
years, respectively.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT

To the School Committee: 


I have the honor to submit my report on the Schools 
of Brookline for the year 1930. Statistical data bearing 
upon conditions will appear at the close of the report. 
The body of the report is concentrated on matters of 
special interest. 


School Accommodations 


The new Lawrence School opened its doors September 
8, and the pupils and many parents gathered in the Au- 
ditorium, where Principal Eldridge and Superintendent 
Gallagher welcomed them into their new school-home. 
The beauty and the serviceableness of the whole building 
pleased everyone. Especially praised were the provisions 
for physical training, assemblies, domestic science, li- 
brary, manual training, special class, and luncheons. 

Repeated attempts to solve the Lincoln School problem 
met with adverse decisions in Town Meeting. It seems, 
however, that a successful solution is near at hand, and 
some structure, equally as fine as the Lawrence, will be 
available for the children of the Lincoln district. 

The next problem is the completion of the new High 
School unit to provide for steadily increasing numbers 
and the more effective grouping of special types of work. 

As the development of school luncheons has become an 
important factor in our elementary schools, those schools . 
which are limited in their ability to meet the demand 
should be equipped and altered as soon as possible. In 
a school system on the one-session basis, a lunchroom for 
every school becomes necessary. 

The increasing attendance at the Heath School em- 
phasizes also the need for continued consideration of the 
location for a school in the southern part of the Town. 


School Luncheons 


The vote of the School Committee that all the school 
luncheons should come under the supervision of the 
School Committee states definitely the basis on which the 
luncheons are to be maintained. Already the newly es- 
tablished lunchrooms at the Driscoll and Lawrence have 
been operated on this basis. The Runkle lunchroom, too, 
previously supervised by the Principal, is now being thus 
operated. Each of these three schools has its lunches 
prepared and managed by a member of the Domestic

Science Department, who teaches in our schools and is 
a graduate of Simmons or Framingham. In the Devo- 
tion School, alone, the basis is still largely a concession; 
though the Medical Director, the Director of Domestic 
Science, and the Director of School Luncheons, are to see 
that standar ds of cleanliness in preparing and handling 
food, healthfulness in selecting and serving are main- 
tained and menus submitted for approval. 

The Principal of the Heath School has already Heete 
to have such lunches as his limited quarters permit. A 
beginning is contemplated for the near future in the 
Pierce School. There will of course, be a lunchroom in 
the new Lincoln School. 

By vote of the School Committee, Mrs. Potter, who for 
over five years has had charge of the High School Lunch- 
room, has been appointed Director of School Luncheons 
vested with the responsibility of securing menus, 
and helpers, purchasing supplies, and managing fi- 
nances. The aim is that eventually the lunchrooms, as a 
whole, shall become self-supporting only. There is no 
intention of making money at the expense of children of 
the schools. 


Psychiatric Social Work 


The work of the psychiatric social worker, this year,. 
has shown a gratifying gain in two particulars. For the 
first time, each school referred at least one pupil. In 
1927-28, 92 pupils were referred, last year the number 
was 111, and this year, it totaled 155, a gain of 40% 
over last year and 68% over 1927-28. These 155 pupils 
were divided as follows, among the schools:

The total number of visits made during the year was 
588. Of these 222 were made to homes, 259 to Brook- 
line Schools and 107 to other institutions. The other in- 
stitutions include clinics and hospitals to which children 
have been taken and agencies which have been consulted 
for plans or records. 

The amount of work done with these pupils varies con- 
siderably. It may be a single interview with a pupil, 
preceded and followed by an interview with the teacher. 
It may consist of an extensive study of the child, his 
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past and present, and of his environment, both as to 
material surroundings and the personalities in contact 
with him, followed by an attempt to remedy those de- 
fects in the child or his environment that can be reme- 
died, and to explain irremedial factors to the parent and 
the school, and sometimes to the pupil himself—a process 
continuing often over many months. 

The reasons given for referring these pupils varied so 
greatly that they are listed in full in the order of the 
number of times each reason was given: tests and report, 
school placement, poor school work, erratic behaviour in 
school, speech defect, physical condition, reading disabil- 
ity, home conditions, question of need of glasses, ques- 
tion of poor hearing, carious teeth, poor motor co-ordin- 
ation, erratic behaviour at home, enuresis, pilfering, 
camp placement, and question of exclusion from school. 

Three problems are pressing for speedy solution: 
speech defects, reading disabilities, and pre-vocational 
aptitudes. The number in the lower grades who find 
themselves temporarily handicapped by defects in speech 
warrants the securing of an individual to give such chil- 
dren two or three lessons a week during school sessions. 
Several of the teachers in our younger grades have been 
taking special training in methods to overcome or im- 
‘prove disabilities in reading. The assignment of pupils 
needing such assistance to a specially-qualified teacher 
will prevent, in many cases, later retardation in school 
work. For pupils limited in their ability to carry on 
standard academic work in the upper grades, a pre-vo- 
cational course has been arranged and authorized. This 
will be opened as soon as a Suitable instructor is secured. 

This year the psychiatric social worker has for the 
first time given a psychometric test whenever a teacher 
has requested it. Seventy-seven such requests have been 
made, in addition to the group testing of three grades. 
No attempt was made to encourage this side of the work 
and several teachers have stated their wish for such serv- 
ice next year. The continuance of this work, dealing as it 
does with pupils not assignable for State Psychiatric ex- 
aminations- will require additional help for the Social- 
Worker. 

Four short talks to the teachers were given by the 
worker during March and April. These talks had for 
their aim, first, to acquaint the teachers with the work, 
and second, to lead them to become interested in the in- 
dividual child and the ‘‘why’’ rather than the “how” of 
his behaviour. All the teachers of the first six grades 
were supposed to come to the first talk, but attendance 
at the other three was voluntary. However, an average 
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of seventy-five attended. It is hoped that next year this 
plan will be continued with outside speakers. The 
worker has served on the case conference committee and 
also on the newly-formed Mental Hygiene Committee of 
the Brookline Friendly Society, and thus established 
many valuable contacts for her work. 

The variation in statements regarding birth dates is 
in many cases so striking that the Social Worker re- 
quests that legal birth certificates be required of all 
pupils upon their entrance to school. 


Guidance Department 


The Department of Guidance was organized in Sep- 
tember, 1930 with one purpose in mind:—‘“‘To keep a 
larger number of children profitably in school, and to 
facilitate their leaving under conditions favorable for 
continued education and worthwhile employment.” The 
work is distinctly individual and although records are 
necessary the motto has been,—“‘Help;—make a record 
if possible, but in any case help.”’ During the four months 
of this school year to date, the following work has been 
accomplished :— 

Four hundred (400) individual student conferences. 

Example: Senior in high school discusses require- 
ments for college, entrance examinations, his 
own reasons for going to college, etc. 

Seventy-two (72) individual parent conferences. 

Example: Parent wishes advice and information re- 
garding the respective value of college and tech- 
nical courses, the different colleges offering a 
certain training, etc. 

Parent is concerned about daughter’s inability 
to study. 

Thirty-nine (39) individual graduate conferences. 

Example: Graduate wishes advice upon subjects of- 
fered in the college he is attending. 

Graduate wishes assistance in locating employ- 
ment. 

Five (5) individual ex-student conferences. 

Example: Advice upon returning to school, going to 
work or finding an opportunity to learn a trade. 

Forty-one (41) individual teacher conferences. 

Example: Discussion of the difficulties and remedies 
for difficulties the different students find in 
studies. 

Edition of several mimeographed and printed publica- 
tions of informational assistance. 

Group meetings to discuss failures and counseling. 
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Building up reference files of books and catalogues on 
college and school opportunities and vocational informa- 
tion. 

The Director has lectured in all the English divisions 
in the three upper classes in the High School upon 
methods of study, college requirements, and occupational 
values. 

The Terman test has been administered to the Fresh- 
man class, and the results figured and tabulated for ref- 
erence and study. 

Individual records covering a pupil’s progress fin 
the sixth grade through the High School are in process 
of compilation. 

Interesting and inspiring talks have been given and 
more are planned. The Director wishes to express his 
indebtedness to those who have made interesting contri- 
butions to the work and their addresses at High School 
assemblies; and also to the various teachers and prin- 
cipals of the different schools in the Town.

Economic Education 


Economic Education, or the Course in Money Manage- 
ment, in our schools is meeting an outstanding need at a 
psychological time, and is being widely recognized as a 
practical forward step in education. Referring to it, an 
editorial in the Saturday Evening Post of July 26, 1930 
contained these words :—‘“If we are not much mistaken, 
Brookline has launched a movement which will go a long 
way and do a lot of good before we hear the last of it.” 

The following area few of many points indicating the 
success of this work :— 


(1) It has not upset the established curriculum, but is 
rapidly becoming an integral part of it. 


(2) Saving has always heretofore been the main idea 

of thrift training in the schools throughout the 

country, but Money Management emphasizes 

the wise use of money in all ways. As a con- 

crete result, the school deposits have trebled 
within two years. 


(33 “Saving Daddy’s Dollars” and “Saving for Brook- 
line’, — keynotes struck in the kindergarten — 
are leading toward intelligent management in 
home and civic affairs in later life. In a school 
where the effects of unemployment have been 
depressing, intense interest in the subject of 
Money Management has been noted among the 
pupils. The importance of buying nourishing 
food only, of taking care of clothing and all 
material things, and of caring for health to avoid 
doctor’s bills, is being stressed effectively ; while 
the civic obligation to conserve the taxpayers’ 
money, through avoidance of waste of school 
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materials, is taking root in plastic minds all 
along the line. 


(4) Calling attention to the economic aspects of the 
Safety movement in State and Nation makes it 
more impressive. Brookline’s accident record 
among children is notably good. 


(5) The introduction of budgeting from the fifth 
grade through the High School is fostering reg- 
ular, orderly habits of accounting, and is ameans 
of applying other subjects directly to a life 
situation. 


(6) A sense of values is being cultivated. One illus- 
tration follows:—A High School student, sup- 
plied by his father with an automobile, found 
that it took 33% of his allowance to run the 
car. According to the Goal Apportionment 
which is being taught, he recognized dispropor- 
tionate outlay in one direction. An appeal to 
his teacher for advice brought forth the follow- 
ing suggestion:—That he had the rest of his 
lifetime in which to ride around in automobiles, 
but that he had just four years in the Brook- 
line High School to achieve a standard in schol- 
arship as a foundation and background for life’s 
success. Therefore, if he were to aim for a 
higher standard in scholarship, some of the time 
spent in joy riding would have to be spent on 
his studies. In other words, raising his school 
record would be likely to lower his gasoline bill 
—simply a question of values. It is gratifying 
to report that he voluntarily chose the course 
suggested—and happily. 


(7) The written estimate of one Principal is rd 
up as follows:—“I feel: that this movement in 
all its ramifications has done much for the gen- 
eral morale of the school.” 


At the recent White House Conference on Child Wel- 
fare, particular stress was laid upon Health as basic in 
life. Brookline, through its Money Management Course, 
is stressing side by side with HEALTH—WEALTH in 
its original and true sense, “weal” or “well-being”. Men- 
tal health is quite as important as physical health. It 
depends largely upon the consciousness of financial se- 
curity, and has a decided effect upon physical health. 

The students in the Brookline schools are being taught 
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that there is no way in which every individual citizen 
can show his patriotism better than by using whatever 
money he has at his command wisely and well. That 
runs deeper and is more far-reaching in influence than 
waving flags or singing patriotic songs. One generation 
trained in the wise use of money will help to solve many 
a vexing problem for the Government in the future. 


Health 


Physical examinations were completed the first week 
in October before physical education classes were com- 
pletely under way; therefore no child entered the gym- 
nasium for classes who, for medical reasons, should have 
been excluded or restricted. Absence from school, due 
to illness, must have been at a low figure this past year 
as there has not been any real contagious outbreak or 
any considerable number of communicable disease con- 
ditions. Whatever outbreaks have occurred have been 
limited to the kindergarten and first and second grades. 
Greater contact between the school and homes, by means 
of the school nurses, should react favorably for health 
conditions in the schools, particularly so in the kinder- 
garten and first two grades.

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Typhoid 


During the past year, several pupils in a school in a 
neighboring community contracted typhoid fever. Ex- 
amination of the food handlers at that school revealed a 
typhoid carrier employed in the kitchen. To prevent any 
such occurrence in our schools, all handlers of food in our 
lunchrooms have been examined for typhoid infection. 
The final results will be known within a few days, and 
a record furnished the Superintendent’s office. 


Vaccination 


It is earnestly recommended that a rule be made 
whereby all exemption certificates for smallpox vaccin- 
ation must be renewed every two months, as is the rule 
in Boston, Worcester, and Springfield. This should be 
the rule because, if a child’s physical condition is such 
that vaccination is precluded, that child’s condition re- 
quires a check-up at least every two months. 


Pre-school Examinations 


These clinics were carried on during May and June. 
Over 100 children were vaccinated and almost two hun- 
dred examined. This is a wonderful work and is proving 
itself most valuable inasmuch as so many more children 
start their schooling in first-class physical condition.

Nurses 


The four nurses added to the nursing staff this year 
are still on trial. Recommendation as to their retention 
will be made at the end of their probationary period. 
Inasmuch as they had no previous experience in school 
work and with one exception have not had public health 
training, the highest results cannot be expected this year; 
in fact, instead of coming to us trained and experienced, 
the training has to be done while they are working, and 
it will take at least a year or more to complete this train- 
ing. This situation would not exist if a proper prelim- 
inary training had been insisted upon as a necessary 
qualification for the position, or if there had been the 
privilege of choosing candidates from a State Civil Serv- 
ice list, instead of from a strictly local list. 

One more nurse is needed, to be regularly assigned for 
the Runkle and Chestnut Hill districts. It is strongly 
urged that this additional nurse for the coming school 
year be made to fulfill the requirements as recommended 
—one year public health course at some college, or two 
years’ experience in school work. 


Health Instruction 


The present plan for nose and throat operations seems 
to be working very well. The Health Center conducts a 
diagnostic clinic and on certain days in each month Beth 
Israel Hospital operates on the children who have been 
referred from this clinic. As long as this co-operative 
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arrangement continues we shall be able to manage our 
nose and throat operations. 

The dental work is progressing so well that it could be 
passed without comment. Wholesome mouths have be- 
come fashionable; and what was once a great problem 
is now a matter of routine. 

The usual assistance was given when the physical ex- 
aminations were made, and, also when the diphtheria in- 
oculations were given. The audiometer tests were more 
efficiently done than in the previous year, due to greater 
skill in the use of the instrument and a better under- 
standing on the part of the pupils as to what was ex- 
pected of them. The results showed 126 pupils with a 
hearing loss of 9 or more sensation units, or 3.4% of the 
number tested. This was in contrast to 296 pupils or 7.7% 
reported in the previous year. The pupils in all elementary 
grades have been weighed as usual and reports sent to 
the parents. The examination given by the State De- 
partment of Health to 18 children who were under the 
special supervision provided by the Ten Year Program 
showed that all were doing well. 

The Emergency Room at the High School presents 
more problems than any other phase of our work. An 
astonishing number of girls seem to be lacking in suffi- 
cient stamina to carry them through a trying day. There 
are more girls who visit the room seeking advice about 
minor ailments and asking for dressings for slight acci- 
dents than there are girls who use the couches. Continued 
study of this situation will in time furnish a clue as to 
its solution. At the present time it seems as if individual 
conferences offer the greatest hope. 

The examination of the pre-school children was a very 
satisfactory piece of work. Already parents are begin- 
ning to think seriously about having their children ready 
to enter school in good physical condition. The Director 
has spoken at a Mothers’ Meeting in four schools on the 
subject “Getting the Children Ready to Enter the Kin- 
dergarten;” has given the usual lessons in the Principles 
of Child Care; and has supervised the health teaching 
in the grades.

Music 


One of the chief purposes of music study in the schools 
is to increase the pleasure and happiness of life through 
contact with good music. Singing is the natural approach 
to music, and in the Brookline schools from the kinder- 
garten through the sophomore class in the High School 
opportunity is given at least once each week for group 
singing. The children have never before had such oppor- 
tunities to become musical as are offered them today. 
Many pupils in the High School attend the concerts of 
the Boston Symphony Orchestra, and the Brookline 
quota of tickets for the Young People’s Concerts, which 
are given at least twice a year by the Boston Symphony 
Orchestra, is always subscribed for. Three hundred 
tickets are allotted to the children of Brookline, all of 
which are sold within a few days after announcement of 
the concert is made. The children are encouraged to 
listen regularly in their homes to the finer radio pro- 
grams. A list of the better concerts is posted, and in- 
teresting discussions about the programs are a part of 
the weekly music period. 

At the High School four classes in Music Appreciation 
are held each week. These classes are open to all stu- 
dents except those in the Freshman Class. The various 
orchestral instruments are discussed in detail, and rec- 
ords illustrating their characteristics, tone-quality and 
range are played on the phonograph. The different 
forms of musical composition are brought to the atten- 
tion of the pupils, and on many occasions a whole period 
is spent listening to and talking about the work of one 
composer. This list of composers goes from Bach to 
Stravinsky and other outstanding modern composers, in 
order that the students may realize the great changes 
taking place in music. During the visit of the Chicago 
Opera Company the classes listen to records from the 
operas listed for performance, and the stories of the 
operas are briefly told. 

The members of the Freshman Class meet for chorus 
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singing the first period Thursday mornings, and students 
in the Sophomore Class sing together the first period on 
Mondays. The other musical organizations in the High 
School are the Orchestra of forty players, the Band, of 
the same number, the Girls’ Glee Club, numbering one 
hundred fifteen, and the Boys’ Glee Club, of twenty-six 
members. All these groups, with the exception of the 
‘two large choruses, meet for rehearsals after school 
hours. This year at the High School three assemblies are 
held each week. The orchestra plays regularly at the 
Wednesday morning meeting, and at the Freshman As- 
semblies on Mondays, and at the upper class assemblies 
on Tuesdays. Students open the program with a musi- 
cal selection, a vocal or instrumental solo, a number by a 
small ensemble, or a selection by the band or orchestra. 
With the exception of the band, which has a capable 
leader in Mr. Robert C. McCoy, the musical activities in 
the High School, as well as twenty classes in the grade 
schools, are conducted by Mr. William Burbank, Director 
of Music. 

In the grammar schools the pupils sing a great deal of 
real music. selected from that great wealth of folk song 
which has come down to us through many generations. 
Songs by the great masters, Bach, Beethoven, Brahms, 
Handel, Haydn, Mozart, Schubert, Schumann, Mendels- 
sohn, Greig and others are learned, and stories of the 
lives of these composers are told in the classroom. The 
children also like to give oral themes on the lives of the 
great musicians, and they often bring in pictures and in- 
teresting comments on composers, which they have cut 
from magazines or newspapers. A part of each music 
period is given over to the study of the fundamentals of 
music, and to listening to piano and recorded music. A 
list of pieces has been compiled for each grade from the 
fifth through the eighth for experience in musical mem- 
ory. The pupils derive keen enjoyment from hearing the 
music and being able to identify the piece and composer 
after listening to a few measures. The music in the 
grades outside of Mr. Burbank’s classes is ably carried 
on by Miss Edith H. Snow and Miss Miriam Hoagland. 

The Brookline Music School opened for its seventh 
season on September 27, 1930, and is again offering to 
children of Brookline opportunity for instruction on or- 
chestral instruments. Lessons are given at the Devotion 
School as in previous years on Wednesday afternoons and 
Saturday mornings. There are fourteen instructors, and 
an enrollment of one hundred fifteen pupils. This year 
concerts will be given by the students in January, March 
and May. These concerts will give those who are inter- 
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ested in the school an opportunity to hear the work and 
progress of the children. The programs will consist of 
solos on the various instruments taught at the school, 
ensemble groups, and music by the Brookline Grammar 
School Orchestra, made up of students from the grammar 
schools of the Town. Mr. Burbank is Director of the 
school and Mrs. Paul Kelsey is the general secretary. 


Physical Education 


Each year we are nearer the goal of providing oppor- 
tunity for each child to receive through Physical Educa- 
tion his share in formation of such early habits and 
skill in both work and play as will make a contribution 
to his health, his leisure time, and to his joy in life. 

A program adapted to the needs of each child and his 
characteristics, based on the examination by the School 
Physician, begins in the Kindergarten. 

With the equipment at the new Lawrence School, an- 
other opportunity for demonstration of the needs of all 
schools is offered by the addition of showers. As this 
is recognized as a necessity everywhere, it is hoped that 
the use of showers in connection with the Physical Ed- 
ucation period may be revived in such schools as are 
already provided, and that such equipment will be a rec- 
ognized need for all others. 

At the High School the rapid increase of numbers has 
outgrown provision of time and space. Nevertheless, 
the aim is constant: “A game for every girl and every 
girl in a game adapted to her characteristics and her 
needs.” A wide range is necessary both indoors and out. 
Field Hockey, Tennis, Archery, Swimming, Track, and 
Gymnasium Practice, Baseball, Basket Ball, Dancing, 
Speedball, Outing Club, with a prospect of a Riding 
Club, offer a program by which any girl can receive a 
foundation for her future, whether in college, in busi- 
ness, or elsewhere. 

As far as possible girls of grades 6, 7, and 8, have 
technique in many of these sports. 

The institution of Play Days, both in the Elementary 
and in the High Schools, has made a long step forward 
in providing competition for the many, rather than for 
the few skilled participants alone. 

The High School has been exceedingly fortunate in 
having the skillful interest and assistance of Mrs. George 
W. Wightman, Jr. in tennis. To both teachers and stu- 
dents she is a source of inspiration, an ideal woman with 
the highest ideals of sportsmanship, and contributes 
generously to the aims of the Department. 
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Home-Life Committee 


At the outset of the season, it was decided to continue 
the practice begun last year and to invite the Brookline 
Kindergarten League to join with the Home-Life Com- 
mittee in holding a five-day institute in December in five 
different schools of the Town:

At each school worth-while and suitable playthings, 
play apparatus, and books were exhibited, and a talk 
explaining their value was given to the parents. : 

Selected teachers of the school system and Miss Slacht 
of the Stannard School, Miss Coffin of the Thread and 
Needle Store, and Mrs. Siebens, of the Brookline Li- 
brary, co-operated in making each program most instruc- 
tive and helpful to guests.

REPORT OF THE TOWN 
ACCOUNTANT » 


Brookline, Mass., January 16, 1931. 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 

Gentlemen:—In compliance with Article X, Section 
6 of the Town By-Laws, I herewith submit the thirty- 
third annual report of the Accounting Department. 

During the town’s financial year, ending December 
_ 31, 1980, I have examined the accounts of Albert P. 
Briggs, the Treasurer, at the close of each month’s 
business, and have found them to be correct, with the 
balances cash on hand and in bank, as entered in his 
books. I have examined and checked all notes, bonds, 
and coupons paid during the year and have found 

them properly cancelled. 

I have also examined his accounts as Collector and 
have set forth my findings under a schedule entitled 
Summary of Collector’s Accounts. 

His accounts as Treasurer of the Trustees of the 
Walnut Hills Cemetery and Brookline Cemetery, of 
the William H. Lincoln School Funds, the J. Murray 
Kay Fund, the Abbie W. Deane Fund,-the John A. 
Curtin Fund, the Payson Dana Scholarship Fund, the 
Charles W. Holtzer Fund, the John L. Gardner Funds 
of 1871 and 1924, the Isabella Stewart Gardner Fund, 
the Martin L. Hall Fund, the Caleb Davis Bradlee 
Fund, the Alice W. Bancroft Fund and the Warren 
Tree Fund have been examined, the securities checked 
and all are found to be as reported by him. . 

I have examined the accounts of the Librarian of 
the Public Library and of the Superintendent of the 
Gymnasium and Baths, and find them to agree with 
the books of the Treasurer. 

A detailed statement of the receipts and their 
sources, and of the payments and the purposes there- 
for, follows.

The Board has consisted of the same members as in 
1929 :—Charls H. Stearns, Charles A. Bowditch and 
John T. Comerford; Mr. Comerford being re-elected at 
the last town election. Charles H. Stearns was chosen 
Chairman of the Board and Herbert N. Bates, Secretary. 

There was a net increase of $383,190.88 over 1929 in 
the sum to be raised by taxation for State, County, 
Metropolitan and Town Expenses. 

An increase in estimated receipts, together with an 
increase in the distribution of the Income Tax from the 
State reduced this increase to $241,791.49. 

The valuation, not increasing enough to take care of 
the increased expenditures, an increase in the tax rate 
from $19.00 per thousand to $19.90 per thousand was 
required.
